plumber to install the shower and 
sink. One came reluctantly and 
gave me an estimate. $200. 

“Five weeks, lady,” he replied. 
That meant I’d be two weeks with- 
out a shower—moving day was 
soon upon me. This caused an- 
other delay. There was no pos- 
sibility of getting up new walls 
until the plumber had finished. I 
had a few days left before the 
move; all I could hope for was to 
finish the bedroom. A clean place 
to sleep and a place to hang my 
clothes. What more could I want? 

Moving day was chaos. The 
wood we had saved almost filled 
the living room, and with the ad- 
dition of furniture and crates you 
couldn’t move. I did have a clean 
place to sleep and that was it. 
The shower problem? A friend, 
Jon, who had not yet moved in, 
left the key to his empty apart- 
ment, upstairs. [ could sneak up 
late at night to take a bath in 
(wouldn’t you guess it, knowing 
the layout?) the middle of the 
kitchen. 

Carefully now, Gene and [| 
measured the beams for the con- 
struction of the new walls of the 
bathroom and_ kitchen. Inches 
counted as obviously as pennies— 


there had to be room for a new 


refrigerator and a new stove. I 
didn’t have either. We left the 
beams exposed in the kitchen for 
extra space for storage shelves. 

The new wall of plasterboard 
between the kitchen and the liv- 
ing room was paneled by gluing 
the old wood lath strips vertically, 
We scrubbed and denailed each 
piece, and sealed the laths and the 
brick wall with a plastic finish. 

Floors: We ripped up all the 
linoleum and covered the exposed 
openings in the floor boards with 
a foundation of 4’ by 8’ Masonite 
sheeting throughout. Then we 
tiled over it. We made a fireplace 
by chiseling out additional bricks 
and pouring cement.’ 

What I thought would be only 
a few weeks’ work turned into a 
nine-month project.

Squeezed onto a narrow lot, 
this Florida house—first for 
a young family—has many 
characteristics found in 
homes twice as expensive 


In their first home, most young 
families would like three bed- 
rooms, at least one dramatic 
space for entertaining, little need 
for scrubbing and polishing 
(who wants to do that when you 
can play tennis or sail? ), pri- 
vacy, simplicity. and as low a 
price tag as possible.

Harry Schule and John 
McCarville are two aff- 
able young men with one 


far-reaching design idea. 
It is “Total Design,” and 
calls for interior design- 
ers to conceive everything 
in a room—from flower 
containers to the fabric 
at the windows to chairs. 
It can also, as in a house 
they are remodeling, in- 
clude landscaping and 
architectural alterations. 
“The only way to achieve 
a total look in a room ora 
house is to design all the 
elements ourselves,” they 
say. And so the two cool 





professionals design fab- 
rics (like the geometric 
shown here), stainless- 
steel and glass furniture, 
carpets, and table acces- 
sories. What does such a 
room look like? Clean, 
contemporary, architec- 
tural, with probably an 
emphasis on geometric 
shapes—the rectangles of 
upholstery fabric repeated 
in furniture shapes. Walls 
are likely to be glossy and 
dark, but there will be 
much shimmer from 





heavy use of chrome and 
steel furniture. Lighting 
is likely to be built-in and 
exceedingly functional, 
and there will be tables 
in clear plastic. But total 
design is not a formula; 
each interior has its own 
solution; the Bauhaus in- 


fluence will be strong.

Michael Koulermos started de- 
signing furniture for fun. But 
as his “Tuning Fork’ chair, 
below, demonstrates, his designs 
are a serious matter. “Furni- 
ture can’t just stand there; if 
someone pays a couple of hun- 
dred dollars for a chair, it 
should have more than one func- 
tion—perhaps contain room for 
storage, or fold over to become 
a table,” he says, casually brush- 
ing back his. long hair. All 
Koulermos’ furniture does things. 
This chair is practically a room 
in itself. The hollow pull-out 
blocks under it can be used as 
end tables, footrests, or storage 
units. Koulermos, a New York- 
er, has as much personal flexi- 
bility as his furniture. He is an 
art director for McCann-Erick- 


son, he makes films, is a graphic 
and package designer, paints, 
and occasionally acts as _ his 
own photographer. Although he 
started to design furniture as 
a lark (“A friend asked me to 
design furniture over lunch 
one day, so I did”), he works 
with great zest. Besides wood, 
metal, and plastic pieces, he 
is designing children’s  furni- 
ture in heavy-duty paper. Color 
in furniture is important, too. 
“I love color—high voltage 
oranges, reds, greens, blues, 
and yellows,” he says. Although 
of Greek extraction, Kouler- 
mos looks to Italy for inspira- 
tion. “Italy is setting the design 
trends today,” he says; then he 
goes back to his drawing board 
to set trends of his own.

Billy Omabegho, a young Black 
sculptor, and his partner in 
design, Sculptor Michael Sing- 
er, combine forces to produce 
everything from glittering stair- 
cases to walls of see-through 
plastics. Their company is Os- 
wenga Plastics. (“Oswenga” 
means “beautiful” in Omabeg- 
ho’s native Nigerian dialect.) 
The “Plastics” was a bit prema- 
ture... the sculptors are now 
into a variety of materials, in- 
cluding mirror-polished stainless 
steel of the tour-de-force stair- 
case, right. Omabegho and 
Singer hope to mass-produce it, 
de-escalating the price. Almost 
invisible clear vinyl treads pre- 
vent slipping. Although they 
agree their sculpture comes 
first, the team feels that the 
design of functional objects is 
not unrelated. They both learned 
upon their arrival in New 
York from Cornell, where they 
met, that functional designing 
is a financial necessity; util- 
itarian objects pay for mate- 
rials for the sculpture. Looking 
ahead, both believe “the artist 
will play an even greater role 
in enyironmental design.” For 
the 70’s they see greater use of 
TV, slides, tape, lighting—per- 
haps even smell—in furniture. 
Together with Architect Gamal 
El-Zolghby, they are currently 
planning what might be the 
first transparent house. “This 
house will give a total sense of 
freedom from the bondage of 
opaque enclosures,” Billy Oma- 
begho predicts confidently,

Spiros Zakas speaks Greek, but what he says makes a lot of sense. In a 
soft Southern accent, Atlanta-born Zakas talks design (in English, of 
course): “It is time man-made materials were used for practical, func- 
tional, esthetic reasons. We should not be concerned with poorly con- 
ceived and executed interpretations of antiques. There is no point in 
continuing that which belonged to another era. Designers must create fo1 
today.” Zakas, raised in his parents’ antiques business, is thoroughly to- 
day’s man. His materials are almost exclusively plastics, but his current 
experiments with aluminum should be equally exciting. Always simple 
and efficient, he utilizes material with economy and understanding. A 
graceful bend of a single sheet of Plexiglas provides seat, base, and back- 
rest for an easy chair. Careful cuts of solid chunks of the same material 
make Zakas’ dramatic prisms, shown here. Zakas opened his own show- 
room about 18 months ago in New York, where he graduated from the 
Parsons School of Design. A showman at heart, he has a flair for the 
dramatic, and this sense is seen in his interiors. The rooms he creates are 
all total environments, utilizing vivid colors, almost invisible plastic 
furniture, and indirect lighting. All is spare, and whatever art or acces- 
sories he places in a room relate. “Let’s get rid of those dust-collecting 
novelties that you find scattered around a room for no apparent purpose.” 


Peter Kredenser’s entrance into the furniture field touches on the poetic 

the artist in search of a new material, a quest for self-expression. 
His discovery of the material so excited him that instead of just using 
it for his giant, minimal sculptures, he applied it to chairs, rockers 
(shown). tables, and étagéres. The material is honeycombed heavy-duty 
paper laminated between sheets of lightweight glass fiber. Since the 
smoke, clear, or white plastic panels are transparent, the honeycomb 
pattern shows through. Kredenser’s furniture comes apart and goes 
fopetlier in minutes. In its small package, the rocking chair weighs less 
than 25 pounds. This could spell the end to lengthy delays in shipments

Editor: NANCY CRAIG O How do you turn an of- 
ficial “landmark” into a home for two active 
children and a wife who prefers the most infor- 
mal and imaginative kind of living? 

David Beer, an architect normally involved in 
large-scale commercial and _ institutional work, 
can tell you. He found the remodeling of his own 
eight-room duplex in Manhattan challenging, and 
eften dithcult. “We felt that with all the compli- 
cations of New York living—sights and sounds 
and clamor—we wanted to simplify an apart- 
ment that had a lot of drama in its basic charac- 
ter.” The apartment house, designed in 1906 by 
Architect Charles Platt, is a landmark, described 
by the Landmarks Preservation Commission of 
New York as of “unduplicated artistic and his- 
torical value to our city.” 

The main room, where the family is posed in 
unaccustomed tranquility, is a 20-high living 
space around which, on two floors, the other 
rooms are located. Beer left this room basically 
as 1t was, but created more space in the children’s 
rooms and the kitchen by removing several walls. 
New bathrooms, new plumbing, new wiring com- 
pleted the remodeling.

By MARION GOUGH () Young Americans 
share a philosophy about daily life and 
its tangibles such as the world has never 
seen before.

Jacob and Tim Rice are changing the 
housing scene around Plainfield. Vt. 
In their mid-twenties. charged with 
enthusiasm and blessed with engag- 
ing. ebullient personalities. they are 
building unconventional houses in a 
very conventional community. And 
they are surprising community elders 
who told them “It can’t be done.” 

Much of their effort is directed at 
offering a more interesting, more 
lively house at a modest cost. “Build- 
ers today aren't putting much thought 
on house design.” Steve said. “They 
seem to be more interested in getting 
the house up fast. The results we've 
seen around here are boring and \un- 
imaginative, and yet young families 
still can’t afford them.” \ 

Steve and Tim’s houses do inde yd 
differ from the prevailing white one- 
story, gable-roof homes one sees dur: 
ing a drive through the area. They 
are built almost entirely of wood, 
and the wood is drawn from local 
stocks. In some cases the timbers 
were cut and trimmed in the forest 
by the young builders and dragged 
to the site by hand. The A-frame is 
the most familiar shape. But they ve 
also built houses formed like an oc: 
tagon, a trapezoid, a trussed arch, 
and—further out on the design limb 
—a house with a_ spiraling roof 
curved, conchlike, around a massive 
lumber-post core. Steve and his wife 
Ann built their present home into 
the side of a mountain, allowing the 
shape of the house to follow the con- 
tour of the land, a design course 
which resulted in a flattened-S-shape 
roof. 

Many of the homes Steve and Tim 
built are roofed with 6” to 8” of sod. 
They did it to save money—one of 
their consistent goals—and found out 
later that sod is an unusually good 
insulator. A local heating engineer 
didn’t believe it. He said, “I can’t 
approve these houses for electric 
heat. You need a lot more insulation 
than you've got here. That sod isn’t 
worth a thing.” 

During January this year, the tem- 
perature around Plainfield never

rose above 0° F. and dropped some- 
times to —40° F. The average January 
heating bill for most homeowners 
$100 and $150.

er paid more than $70. and one 
family paid only $40. 

While they were sodding one roof. 
three telephone linemen arrived on 
the scene. “What are you doing up 
there?” exclaimed one. “Putting on 
a sod roof.” came down the answer. 
“Never saw anything like that.” was 
the retort. Whereupon a second line- 
man spoke up. “I did. My folks are 
from Wales and their house had a 
sod roof. Best roof there is!” 

Challenging the status quo is 
tough, but these two builders and a 
crew of young friends have managed 
that. What is even more remarkable. 
during the two years most of this has 
happened they ve won over nearly all 
the townspeople. In the beginning, 
the attitude toward them was appre- 
hensive, sometimes suspicious. occa- 
sionally angry and resentful. Now 
there is curiosity, encouragement. en- 
thusiasm, and even pride. 

William Boulton. a zoning board 
member, admits to some __ initial 
doubts. But recently he commented 
on the youthful pair.

For most of these young people. 
the attraction to Plainfield was not 
the lush ski resorts at nearby Sugar- 
bush and Stowe. but Goddard Col- 
lege. Tim Rice spent several semes- 
ters there. and Steve and Ann are 
graduates. Goddard may be one rea- 
son local residents warmed up to the 
youthful builders in so short a time. 
Long hair, beards, boots, and rough 





clothes—the hippie look—are sym- 
bols of the young that the townspeo- 
ple see every day on and off campus. 
Goddard is an accredited four-year 
liberal-arts college with a student en- 
rollment of about 900. Its education- 
al approach has been described as 
progressive.

Be- 
fore that year, the sum of his buiid- 
ing experience consisted of putting 
up one rough log lean-to shelter on 
Mt. Washington in New Hampshire. 
and giving his brother-in-law a hand 
building a conventional house on 
Cape Cod.

By RICHARD GILBERT © Time was, not so long ago, when 
record stores sold records. They still do, of course, but today 
they are also selling tapes—astonishingly large quantities of 
them, mostly in the form of easy-to-play cartridges and cas- 
settes. Prerecorded tapes (so-called to distinguish them from 
the “raw” tapes on which you can make your own record- 
ings) now account for about 25 percent of the total dollars 
spent on recorded music, as compared to only three or four 
percent four years ago. Most of the latest record albums are 
now released simultaneously on tape, and tape catalogs of 
standard classical and popular fare are rapidly expanding. 
The fastest-growing part of the business is the cassette, a 
sophisticated miniaturization of the older open reel-to-reel 
and 8-track cartridge systems. 

Why are so many people listening to tape? The answer 
can be summed up in two words: permanence and portabil- 
ity. Unlike dises, which deteriorate inexorably the more 
they are played, tapes are virtually indestructible. A record- 
ing on tape will sound as good after a hundred playings as it 
does after the first. In addition, today’s tapes are easy to take 
along wherever you go. A tape cassette hoiding the equiva- 
lent of a 12” dise easily fits into either pocket or handbag. 


Tape recordings and the equipment on which they are 
played come in three basic forms: open reel, 8-track car- 
tridge, and cassette. Open-reel tape has been around the 
longest, and to many quality-minded listeners it represents 
the ne plus ultra of fine hi-fi sound. Its sonic virtue comes at a 
price, however. Open-reel tape not only costs more but it’s 
also the bulkiest and most bothersome to use. Unless you 
own a tape deck with automatic threading (a by-no-means- 
foolproof device, incidentally), open-reel tapes have to be 
threaded before each playing. This isn’t a really onerous 
operation, but it’s sufficiently troublesome to have discour- 
aged a good many people. Open-reel recordings vary in play- 
ing time from 45 to 90 minutes depending on their speed 
(some run at 744 ips—inches per second—others at 3%) ; 
average timing is about an hour, and the average cost, $8. 

The 8-track cartridge, introduced five years ago primarily 
for use in automobiles, houses a coil of tape within a plastic 
case about the size of a paperback book. It requires no 
threading. You simply push it into a slot and it’s ready to, 
play. All 8-track cartridges run at a speed of 3°, ips and play 
up to 80 minutes, Average price: $7. Their ease of operation 
makes 8-track cartridges ideal for cars. Elsewhere they have

somewhat less to recommend them. Because the tape is 
wound in an endless loop, it can run only forward; putting 
an 8-track cartridge into reverse is impossible. The forward- 
only characteristic means that you can’t go back and replay 
a selection you've just enjoyed; the cartridge is obliged to 
run the full loop before the desired portion comes around 
again. Moreover, the 8-track mechanism necessitates a break 
in continuity every 15 minutes or so while the playing stops 
and the head moves automatically to the next set of sound 
tracks. This is not a serious problem when the tape consists 
of several short pieces, but disturbing when the interruption 
falls in the middle of a long composition. 

Enter the cassette—newest and smallest of the three basic 
tape types. A cassette measures only one-fourth the size of 
an 8-track cartridge, making it far and away the most com- 
pact form of recorded music available. Within its tiny di- 
mensions the cassette houses two miniature reels, or hubs, of 
tape. Since it runs on the reel-to-reel (rather than the 
endless-loop) principle, there’s no difficulty about putting 
the cassette into reverse for a repeat performance. Moreover, 
a cassette will run a full 30 minutes without a break in con-

James Turnbull: If national housing 
goals of the 70’s are to be met and if the 
nation’s commercial forests are to 
contribute to the public welfare into 
perpetuity, two basic concepts must 

be understood. Trees are a renewable re- 
source, and commercial forests—publice 
and private—are as vital to city 
dwellers as to the hiker and hunter. 

How forest lands are used is basic to 
the quality of man’s life. As populations 
expand, our limited forests will need to 
be managed with increasing care to meet 
the nation’s needs for wood-related 
products and services consistent with 
ecological limitations. 

In the United States, there are 526 
million acres of forest land capable of 
erowing timber in commercial volumes. 
This is about one-quarter of the nation’s 
A little more than 16 


million acres is already in wilderness, 


total land area. 


national parks, and state parks with- 
drawn by governments from timber 
harvesting. There are even larger gov- 
ernment-owned areas where priority 
over timber management is given to 
recreation, scenic, and watershed values. 
Another 25-50 million acres of indi- 
vidual and small private forests are 
also withheld from timber harvesting. 
This nonproducing timber area is likely 
lo increase as a result of preservation- 
ists’ influence on landowners. 

Such deletions from the forest-land 
base leave the citizens of the I 2S. with 


the choice of either importing a high 


proportion of future wood and fiber 
requirements or makine better use of 
forest land still available. But we are 
already a net importer of lumber. hard- 
wood, plywood. and pulp and paper 


products. Moreover, foreign sources for 
sof{twoods, mainstay of all construction, 
are largely limited to Siberia and 
Canada, Siberian imports present eco- 
nomic and political problems. Canada 
already exports half her lumber pro- 
duction to the U.S. and would have to 
undertake intensive forest development 
if she is to meet expected U.S. demands. 
The limited potential of foreign 
sources means that the U.S. must look 
inward for wood and fiber, as well as for 
All of 


these can be furnished only if lands are 


water, wildlife, and recreation. 


managed for their several uses. 

To meet expanding wood needs, genet- 
ically improved seedlings must be used 
in prompt reforestation of harvested 
or damaged forest stands. These superior 
trees must then be cultivated by regular 


thinnings and applications of fertilizers. 


This kind of timber culture is 
compatible with other uses of the forest. 
When the results of research are 
applied. volume of timber yield can be 
increased to such a seale that it becomes 
possible to concentrate cultivation on 
fewer acres. Surplus acreage may then 
be released for other purposes. This 
concept won support from Lloyd 
Tupling, Washington representative of 
the Sierra Club. before a Senate hearing 
last year. Tupling said, “We would like 
to see the commercial areas developed 
to their very fullest: in this way we 
would protect the wilderness areas that 
have a natural and scenic value.” 
McCloskey replies: The forest 
industry’s statement invokes some 
familiar images of their traditional 
stance, and it sets up some straw men,

Michael McCloskey: It is time we stop 
treating our forest lands like brushland 


we have to clear away to make it useful. 
We are past the time of the “pioneer- 
yeoman-farmer” syndrome. Instead of 
looking at forests as if they were only 
useful when planted with trees looking 
like rows of corn, we should view these 
natural assets ecologically. 

Historically. the timber industry has 
regarded virgin forests as a gift of nature 
to be liquidated at will until they are 
played out like mines. More recently. the 
industry talks of meeting market needs. 
The fact is it has to advertise heavily to 
promote markets, and ends up exporting 
timber. To forestall criticism. its public 
relations people talk as if they were 
agriculturists—growing timber faster, on 
more land, to meet the growing needs of the 
American people. There are no figures to 
prove any of this, and plenty of evidence 
that this just isn’t so. 

A few companies may be engaging in 
sustained yield. but the last-gasp competi- 
tion for logs on the West Coast shows that 
many local producers have cut themselves 
out of timber. just as their predecessors 
did in the Lake States. 

To rescue themselves from this debacle. 
the timber industry has looked to the only 
large store of virgin timber left—in the 
national forests. The Forest Service has 
planned to ration out this stock over the 
next hundred years, both to protect the 
environment and to guarantee an even flow 
of wood for the market each year. Instead, 
the timber industry recently proposed 
legislation to force its quick liquidation 
with the specious excuse that new forests 
could be quickly grown back if just enough 


money were provided from the federal! 





<= 


treasury. To make it seem painless, the 
industry proposed that national forest 
receipts, which normally go into the 
treasury to reduce our tax bills, be 
used for this purpose. 

Fortunately, Congress, in late February, 
rejected this scheme—the so-called 
National Timber Supply bill. The industry, 
however, still looks for a chance to revive 
it. It would visit the same devastation on 
97 million acres of national forest land 
that has already hit too much privately 
owned forest land. 

Now that Congress has rebuffed the 
industry, it is time to look toward reintro- 
ducing ecological sanity on all American 
forest land. public and private alike. We 
need a federal forest practices act which 
will set proper standards that will apply to 
all forest land. These standards should 
emphasize ecological research and 
knowledge in devising management plans; 
withdrawal from cutting of sensitive areas 
and areas of special value for other 
purposes: protection of soil and water 
quality: selective cutting on long growing 
cycles wherever possible; safeguarding 
wildlife habitat and watersheds with 
controls on pesticides and fertilization: 
sustained yield of timber of high quality; 
and supervision by professionally 
licensed foresters. 

This approach would restore and 
protect America’s forest environment to 
best meet our engineering needs. [t will 
put ecological knowledge to work. 

Turnbull replies: McCloskey advances 
a confused policy for the national 
forests. He would have them managed and 
unmanaged, virgin and harvested, but I 
would make these comments:

EASY ROCKERS 


Ten variations 
on a theme that spans 
the generation gap 
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By JACQUELINE H. HUNTER Now is 
the time to harvest and preserve flowers 
and greens for winter bouquets. By fol- 
lowing the newest drying techniques it 
is possible to have, in coldest weather, 
masses of blooms and foliage as fresh 
as they appear this summer. 

Easiest are the naturally almost-dry 
subjects, such as goldenrod, yarrow, 
baby’s-breath, and knotweed. All you 
do is pick them before the buds open 
fully and dry them for a week, tied 
loosely in small bunches and hung up- 
side down in a dry room. Left upright in 
a waterless vase, supple ones will dry in 
pleasant curves. 

Because ferns and leaves on branches 
curl from their natural flat state when 
air-dried, these are best pressed under 
weights for two or three weeks. Layer 
each leaf and branch into its original 
position by thicknesses of newspaper. 

Dip berry branches in a half-and-half 
solution of clear shellac and wood alco- 
hol, then hang upside down to dry. 

Give evergreens such as holly and 
magnolia, and tree foliage. a two-to- 
three-week drink of two parts glycerin 
(from the drugstore) to one part water. 
To begin, warm the solution to 80°. 
Split and crush branch ends before im- 
mersing to a depth of 5”. They are fin-

some darken, some shade toward gold 
and brown.

flowers with a few dryish petals. such as 
zinnias, dry in two days, while those 
with a lot of moisture, such as snap- 
dragons. require up to eight days in the 
drying medium. Also, pure colors are 
retained more accurately than subtle 
tones: orange-reds dry redder than 
pink-reds. 

Pick flowers for drying just before 
the peak of bloom and in a hot, dry mo- 
ment of the day. Cut the stems to 1”; 
push a 6” piece of florist’s wire, bent 
hook at the

into a 4%” top. down 
the hook is firmly imbedded. A dab of 
clear glue will firm any loose petals to 
the sepal. 

Then set the flowers on 2” of silica 
vel spread inside a deep, sturdy card- 
board box or a large cake tin. Saucer- 
shape flowers go face-down on mounds:

The flowers may then be stored, resting 
on florist’s floss or shredded waxpaper 
in an airtight box in the drying room.

Dry some of the solid-form flowers to 
key the color of your bouquets, visually 
anchor arrangements, and accent the 
structure. For the yellows, choose mari- 
golds, daffodils, rudbeckias, and glo- 
riosa daisies. For the whites, larkspur, 
globe amaranth, onion and garlic seed- 
heads, yarrow, and pale peonies. For 
the reds, orange-red roses. sage. celosia, 
and anemones. For blues, hydrangea, 
forget-me-nots, and delphiniums. 

To fill between the linear materials 
that outline bouquets and the flowers 
that key them, a lot of the ethereals are 
required. particularly when making full 
formal and Colonial arrangements. You 
will need goldenrod for the yellow- 
tone groups, and lots of the whitened 
fillers—Queen Anne’s lace. bayberries. 
and silvery everlastings. For warmer 
bouquets. knotweed. scarlet sage. and 
butterfly-weed. For the blues, salvia. 
heather, and clematis. 

Use the trailers, such as ivy, and indi- 


vidual leaves, such as galax. to soften : 


the lower lines of arrangements and io 
hide stems and supports. 

Dried bouquets demand more time 
than fresh — arrangements—planning. 
sketching in mind, looking, gathering. 
drying. storing, and patient  putting- 
together. Even a simple miniature—pink 
roses, beech leayes. statice. hydrangea. 
and seedpods—requires 21% hours. But 
you won’t have to wash the vase next 
week: and the arrangement will stay 
“fresh” for two or three years. provid- 
ing you keep it dry, dust free, and safe 
from the paws of the curious pussy cat.

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This summer, Sag Harbor, a Long Island communi- 
ty older than the American Revolution, will shine 
in the sun, fresh paint gleaming on the sides of 
century-old houses. A dozen years ago, many of its 
architectural riches were gray and fading. 

Sag Harbor is well into a rejuvenation untouched 
by federal funds, without guidance from a restora- 
tion committee, and unrelated to the opening of 
another large factory. Instead, a contagious spirit 
for renewing, restoring, cleaning up, and resettling 
has swept through the community during the past 
six or seven years. It probably had to happen. 
Beneath the peeling paint and dusty sills were some 
of the nation’s outstanding examples of Federal and 
Greek Revival architecture. Mixed in are the fanci- 
ful carvings of the “Carpenter Gothic” period (low- 
er right photograph) and the classic simplicity of 
New England cottages (second photograph from 
the top, far right). 

A number of artistic people were among the 
first to rediscover Sag Harbor. What they also found 
were depressed prices. Some of these relics were 
going at auction for well below $10,000. Of course, 
the houses needed work. More than a few new 
owners spent in excess of the sale price putting in 
baths and kitchens, repairing roofs and underpin- 
nings. No one has complained, though. And nearly 
all, like Warren Leonard (left center photograph), 
director of the Hampton Day School, pitched in 
to do a healthy portion of the work by themselves. 
A few houses are still sold at auction. The cottage 
in the center photograph, small and badly in need 
of repair. went under the auctioneer’s hammer for 
$14,000 last summer. And values continue to rise, 
which is a very good indication of the town’s re- 
newed vitality. 

Almost without exception, the new owners of 
these historic houses have displayed commendably 
good taste restoring them. Appendages out of keep- 
ing with the original lines of the houses were torn 
away. To wit: the dormer Leonard is disassembling, 
and the lumpy front porch removed from the lovely 
Federal house (lower left), owned by a Southamp- 
ton college professor and his family. Decorative 
trim around the head and jambs of entry doors 
was preserved, as were intricate leaded lights above 
and alongside the doors. And the colors these own- 
ers have chosen for the thin clapboard siding are 
true to Colonial palettes. 

Whaling money built Sag Harbor. What is now 
the First Presbyterian Church (far right, in color) 
was known once as the Whaler’s Church, erected 
in 1844. Its steeple (black-white photograph, circa 
1900) went down in the 1938 hurricane. A whaling 
crew member and his family stand before their cot-

from a glass plate exposed earlier than 
1880, it’s believed. The whaler’s house. by 
the way, has been preserved and restored. 
On the preceding page, the panoramic view 
of Sag Harbor shows its fine, deep water 
cove nearest to land, and beyond, Shelter 
Island Bay. Snapped from atop the Presby- 
terian Church tower, the photograph reveals 
in the lower left-hand corner a few pieces of 
decorative trim that rims the tower roof. 
This was cut by shipwrights who helped 
build the church. The shape is meant to 
resemble a whaling spade. So is the wooden 
edging on the roof of the Whaler’s Museum 
(far right, opposite). There. spades have 
been interspersed with fanciful copies of 
harpoon tips. 

The Museum was built in 1845 as the 
home of Benjamin Huntting, a whaling ship- 
owner. It is a heady example of Greek Re- 
vival architecture, designed by Minard La- 
fever, renowned for this style in his day. 
The huge house was also for a time owned 
by Mrs. Russell Sage, whose philanthropy 
gave Sag Harbor its public library. 

One resident recalls seeing square-rigged 
ships nosing out of the cove headed for 
the whale hunt, and remembers watching 
seamen cut up the whale on shore after a 
successful journey. “I was just a boy then,” 
said Jesse Foster Payne, the gentleman with 
glasses at left who last year celebrated his 
hundredth birthday. “Whaling died out 
around 1900,” he recalled. adding that the 
loss of this trade contributed to the decline 
of Sag Harbor during the first half of the 
20th Century. “Whaling here began to go 
downhill when they discovered oil in Penn- 
sylvania around 1860. Whale oil kept the 
shipowners in business.” 

On the low prices owners had paid for 
old Sag Harbor houses recently, Payne 
smiled and said, “I bought an eight-room 
house on three acres of land back in 1932. 
Paid $1800.” 

Some of the new owners lead two lives, 
private and public. Among them, Actor 
Hurd Hatfield, who adjusts the window on 
an antique gas lantern, left, before the 
house he bought and is restoring. His home 
was originally built as a parsonage in 1797. 
And caught with paintbrush poised is Ac- 
tress Lovelady Powell taking time out to 
pet her terrier. Miss Powell was so taken 


| with the town she bought a house and in- 


vested in an antiques shop on Main Street. 
Artists Alex Brook and Abraham Rattner 
have homes in Sag Harbor, as does Sculptor 
Peter Black. And for a time before his 
death. John Steinbeck lived and wrote in 
Sag Harbor. 

People are drawn to this waterside vil- 
lage for many reasons. Among them, no 
doubt. is the fascinating variety in archi- 
tectural detailing. No historian would ever 
dismiss Sag Harbor’s riches as put-ons, ap- 
plied by contemporary owners seeking in- 
stant heritage. They are too eclectic, too 
much the obvious product of strong indi- 
vidualists. The pilasters, leaded lights, and 
head surrounding the entry door (lower 
left photograph, opposite) is only one de- 
sign among hundreds. Next to it, for exam- 
ple, are lights with cranberry glass in the 
home of writer Peter Clark—glass rarely 
seen anywhere else in the area. It simply 
took the fancy of the original owner, and 
he ordered it. This, too, explains the totally 
dissimilar fencing, far right: one of wrought 
iron, the other cut from wood dowels—and 
note the punctured board railing. 

Owners have devoted as much loving care 
to detail inside their homes as outside. An 
inlaid floor (at the foot of the stair, far 
right) was carefully refinished and sealed 
in the home now owned by television 
writer Pat Donavan. The lighter wood is a 
native maple, and the dark, lignum vitae. A 
ship’s captain, the original owner, brought 
the dark wood back from the tropics. As 
you may know, it’s one of the hardest of 
woods. The then-existing mill is said to 
have broken dozens of steel blades sawing 
it into strips. Above that photograph: the 
elegant dining room in Hugh Thompson’s 
Victorian period house, its restored wood 
floor gleaming in the morning sun. 

In contrast, hand-hewn beams and wide 
pine plank floors set the mood for Photog- 
rapher Otto Fenn’s house (upper left photo- 
graph). Built some time around 1730, the 
house belonged to Captain David Hand, 
(note the hand knocker, small photograph). 
The pegged table in the foreground was 
built before 1700 and passed down in the 
Hand family. At center is Fenn’s “fish” 
chair, displaying scalelike carvings on the 
walnut frame—a very localized antique. 

Sag Harbor is most definitely getting 
younger and more attractive every year. 
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The Richard Ullman house 
was built around one central 
idea—an atrium. 

“T saw my first atrium house 
in San Francisco, and its ad- 
vantages in terms of privacy 
were obvious. It was the first 
thing I requested of Architects 
Eugene Futterman and Rob- 
ert Heines,” says Dick Ullman, 
talking about his recently 


te 


built weekend house on Long 
Island, with its yet-to-be com- 
pleted “dream” atrium (see 
plan, next page). 

Privacy in a rapidly ex- 
panding community may have 
been behind the Ullmans’ 
choice of an introverted living 
plan that results from an 
atrium as the focal point, but 
they discovered other advan- 
tages. Although their house is 
nestled in a hollow, there is 
actually little protection from 
brisk ocean breezes: the 
atrium will become an ideal 
spot for wind-free entertain- 
ing. And its protection from 
surrounding sands will give 
them a place to pursue their 
love of gardening. 

The possibility of full-time 
living in the house has gov- 
erned their choice of furni- 
ture. Designed mainly by 
Carlos Sansegundo, it is 
hardly typical beach-house 
fare. The living-room sofa is 
wrapped in stainless steel, the 
dining room table is glass- 
topped Plexiglas. and in the 
kitchen, cabinets are covered 
with chamois-colored leather.

Fruit Compotes 


Culinarily, compote means, among other 
things, a mixture of fruits, fresh or dried, 
cut or whole, sometimes poached in a syrup, 
usually perfumed with a liqueur or an eau 
de vie. Often called fruit salad. But com- 
pote has also come to mean the bowl, crys- 
tal or porcelain, usually on a stem. in which 
the fruit mixture is served. We give you 
here a few variations. 


All-Melon Compote 


With cantaloupes, casabas, crenshaws. hon- 
eydews, Persians, and watermelons in pro- 
fusion in July, you can serve a most de- 
licious mélange. So refreshing on a_ hot 
summer’s day. 

Combine 1 cup of sugar with 144 cup of 
water and bring to a boil. Cool. Add 4 cup 
of kirsch. Meanwhile, make melon balls 
with a cutter, or dice, discarding seeds. Mix 
with the cooled syrup and serve in a large 
crystal bowl. For 12 people you should have 
about 10 cups of melon balls. Garnish with 


sprigs of fresh mint. 


{ cantaloupe serves as a backdrop for a 
pyramid of fresh strawberries garnished with 


a raspberry purée and kiwt fruit. 


Vanilla Fruit Compote 

Combine 1 cup firmly packed light-brown 
sugar with 44 cup water and the juice of 
1 orange and 1 lemon. Bring to a boil and 
simmer 5 minutes. Take off the heat and 
stir in 1 tablespoon of vanilla. Pour the hot 
syrup over 4 cups of fresh fruits—sliced 
peaches or nectarines, Bartlett pears, rasp- 
berries, blueberries, and strawberries. Chill. 


Melon Compote with Rum 


Combine 3 cups of watermelon balls with 2 
cups each of honeydew balls and cantaloupe 
balls. Dust with superfine sugar and add 
114 cups of dark rum. Chill.

Combine apricot jam, orange rind, sugar, 
and °4 cup water in a saucepan. Bring up 
to a boil over moderate heat, reduce to sim- 
mer, and cook over low heat until the mix- 
ture is syrupy. Take off the heat. 

Meanwhile, peel the peaches by dropping 
into boiling water for a few minutes. The 
skin will slip off easily. Cut in half and re- 
move the seeds. As you finish each peach 
half, drop it into the hot syrup. When all 
the peaches are in, return the saucepan to 
the stove and cook, again over low heat, 
until the peaches are barely tender when 
pierced with the point of paring knife. Chill. 

Serve plain, with a sprinkling of slivered, 
toasted almonds, or with whipped cream. 
Serves 8. 

Another way: Drain* 2 cans of peach 
halves. Cook the apricot syrup (above) to 
the syrupy stage. Add the peach halves. 
Chill, and serve garnished with toasted al- 
monds or whipped cream.

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour

Sift the flour, baking powder. salt, and 2 
tablespoons of the sugar together. Work the 
butter into the mixture with a pastry blend- 
er until it looks mealy. Pat an even layer 
over the bottom and halfway up the sides 
of an 8” square baking pan. Do this with 
your hands, pressing until the mixture holds 
firmly. Cut the plums in half, remove seeds, 
and arrange in the pastry shell, cut side 
down. Mix the remaining sugar with the 
cinnamon and sprinkle over the plums. 

Bake in a preheated 400° oven for 15 
minutes. Beat the yolks and cream together 
with a wire whip and pour over the top. 
Bake another 30 minutes. Serves 6.

Fresh Pears Cooked in Cream 


2 pounds very firm pears 
14 cup (1 stick) butter

Peel the pears, slice into eighths, and cut 
out cores. 

Heat the butter in a large, heavy skillet. 
It should be large enough so the pears can 
lie as nearly flat as possible. It may be nec- 
essary to use two skillets. Add the pears to 
the hot butter and sprinkle with the vanilla 
sugar. Turn them over a few times so they 
are well coated with butter and sugar. Cook 
over low-to-moderate heat until the pears 
are soft enough to be pierced with the point 
of a paring knife but still shapely. The 
length of time depends on the firmness of 
the raw fruit. 

Add the cream and cook another couple 
of minutes, shaking the pan, until the cream 
thickens lightly. Serve hot or lukewarm to 
Lor 6. 

“Vanilla sugar is nothing more than su- 
gar in which a vanilla bean has been buried 
to perfume the sugar. As you use the sugar, 
add more to keep the bean covered. Most 
good cooks keep vanilla sugar on hand. 


Fresh Apricots in Honey Sauce 


Drop the apricots (allow 3 to 4 per person) 
in boiling water for a couple of minutes. 
Peel, cut in half. and remove the stones. 
Combine | cup of liquid honey, the juice of 
1 lemon (boil it in water for about 1 min- 
ute; you'll get about 14 cup of juice, which 
is exactly the amount you need) and 14 cup 
of water. Bring the mixture to a boil. Add 
the apricot halves, reduce heat to simmer, 
and cook until the fruit is tender when 
pierced with a toothpick. Chill right in the 
syrup. Then stir in 44 cup apricot brandy. 

To serve, pour into a large crystal bowl 
and serve with a pitcher of heavy cream. 
Some crisp sugar cookies would be a pleas- 
ant accompaniment. 


Blueberry Mousse 


2 pint boxes (4 cups) fresh 
blueberries 

2 cups sugar 

Juice 44 lemon 

2 cups heavy cream, whipped 


Combine the blueberries with 2 cups of wa- 
ter in a heavy saucepan. Bring to a_ boil, 
then simmer for 15 minutes. Push through 
a very fine sieve to extract all the juices. 
Return the juice to the saucepan with the 
sugar and lemon juice. Bring to a boil. re- 
duce heat and simmer for 5 minutes. Chill. 

When cold, combine with the heavy cream* 
and pour into two ice trays. Freeze until 
firm. Serves 8 to 10. 


Hot Blueberry Sauce 


Combine 1 pint (2 cups) fresh blueberries, 
ly cup sugar, 34 teaspoon cinnamon, 14 
teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg, and grated 
lemon rind in a heavy saucepan. Mix well. 
Bring to a boil, then simmer for 5 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Good over vanilla ice 
cream, waffles, or pancakes.

Before placing the fruit in the maceration, he sprinkles it 


lightly with superfine sugar, then combines it all and re- 
frigerates it for 24 hours to macerate the fruit, mixing it 
occasionally. Just before serving, he pours the salad into the 
prepared melon bowl. The amount of fruit you will need de- 
pends on the number to be served, but you should allow a 
Penerous cup per person. 

“Apricot Sauce: Combine the apricot jam from a 12-ounce 
jar with 44 cup of sugar and 1% cup of water. Cook over mod- 
erate heat, stirring constantly, for five minutes. Strain through 
a fine sieve. Cool. Stir in kirsch to taste.

Making a decorative bowl for fruit salad. 
Simple desserts are often the best, and here is an 
easy way to make something unusual out of the 
conventional, Cut the watermelon in half. Take 
the better half and scoop out the inside flesh, 
being careful not to break through the outer skin. 
(1) Cut scallops around the edge, using a glass 
for guidance. (2) Outline the scallops with a paring 
knife, taking out a narrow strip of the skin. (3 and 
4) Make a freehand decoration around the melon. 
With the tip of a sharp paring knife, cut out “stems” 
for flowers, then cut out “petals” at the end of each 
stem; in the same manner, cut out leaves on both 
sides of the stems wherever you think it necessary 
or pretty. If you feel insecure about decorating 
freehand, use small objects (round, square, or tri- 
angular) as guides to outline a geometric design. 
Once you have the design outlined, cut out the 
green skin inside the design with great care, using 
the paring knife to follow the design exactly.

When you are ready to 
use your masterpiece, empty the melon of any 
liquid and fill with the Salade de Fruits Ra- 
fraichis (opposite), alternating different-color 
fruits on top to give an artistic effect. To pre- 
sent the melon bowl, place a folded napkin on a 
silver tray, (5) the melon on the napkin, and 
carry it triumphantly to the table. The same 
bowl can be used again, filled with ice cream or 
a cold fruit punch. In any case, keep the melon 
well covered in the refrigerator until it’s used. 


How to section citrus fruits. Taking an 
orange as an example (always use seedless), 
held the fruit flat in one hand. With a long, 
thin, sharp knife, cut a slice off the top, ex- 
posing the flesh. (1) Cut the skin in a narrow 
strip deep enough to go right down to the flesh. 
When the orange is “nude,” insert the knife (2) 
very carefully between the membrane and the 
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flesh (on both sides) right down to the core. 





Cut properly, the section should fall 
by itself. Repeat all around, letting 
the sections drop into a bowl as you 
go along. You will be left with the 
membrane (3) held together by the 
core of the orange. (4) Squeeze the 
membrane over the bow! to extract 
all remaining juices. This same 
technique can be used successfully 


to section grapefruit and lemons.

about two hours of driving, we 
met the Loire—still quite a 
small river—when we crossed 
the bridge into the ancient town 
of Roanne, home of one of the 
restaurants of

Troisgros. With lunch, we had a 
preview of the excellence of Loire

wines to come, a bottle of dry, 
fruity, young 1968 white Mont- 
louis. 

The wind was sharp and biting 
on Route 7, but in late afternoon, 
we passed through the medieval 
town of Nevers and turned west 
toward Tours. The Loire (true to 
its definition as the longest river 
of France) left us to trace a wide 


northern circle before turning 
again for its last, 180-mile 


straight run to the sea—the run 
that 
the chateaux and the wine of the 
Loire.

scended into the famous valley. 


forms the great valley of 


neared Tours, we de- 


The air suddenly became gentle 


and warm. The wind dropped 
away. There were light wisps of 


evening mist. Everything around 


us was calm and soft—we 


had 
met the warm air eternally blow- 
ing up the straight valley from the 
Gulf Stream of the Atlantic and 
creating what the French call “la 
douceur,” the 


quality of softness 


and ease. This is why the valley 
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is filled with the castles, the cha- 
teaux, the fairy-tale palaces of 
kings, princes, and nobles, who, 
for almost a thousand years, had 
longed to live along the Loire. 

By early evening we were in- 
stalled in our hotel in Tours, a 
city once far more important 
than Paris, in time for dinner at 
another of the great three-star 
restaurants of France, the Au- 
berge of Charles Barrier. 

We dined on Barrier’s  spec- 
tacular local specialties, tasting 
some of the extraordinary bottles 
from Barrier’s magnificent cellar. 

We began with the three most 
famous dry white wines of the 
upper Loire, each named _ after 
the village where it is made: 
Pouilly-sur-Loire, Quincy, and 
Sancerre. Probably the best known 
(and certainly the most widely 
distributed in the U.S.) is the 
Pouilly Blane Fumé, an excellent 
inexpensive wine for summer 
drinking with such pienic foods 
as chicken and ham, cold sliced 
pork or veal, cold crab or lobster, 
and all kinds of cheese. Friends 
often ask why the word “smoky” 
is part of its title and the answer 
it does, in fact, have a 
bouquet vaguely reminiscent of 
gunflint smoke. (Incidentally, 
Pouilly-Fumé is not to be con- 
fused with Pouilly-Fuissé, an en- 
tirely different wine from Bur- 
gundy.) There is also a slightly 
humbler and even less expensive 
white wine from this Loire vil- 
called simply Blanc de 
Pouilly-sur-Loire. 

Across the river, perched pre- 
cariously on a_ hilltop, is the 
ancient and beautiful village of 
Sancerre, surrounded by its ram- 
parts. Its dry white wine is so 
and refreshing that it’s 
hard to stop drinking it on a hot 
day. The dry white wine called 
Quincy takes its name from the 


is that 


lage,

sleepy little village, with its 
dreamily elegant 17th-century cha- 
teau, about 35 miles west of San- 
cerre on the Cher River, one of 
the major tributaries of the Loire. 
The problem with these wines is 
that the French love them dearly 
—they are often hard to find in 
the U. S., though they can usually 
be ordered from a good wine 
store. 

Tours itself, where I was stay- 
ing, is the center of the wine dis- 
trict of Touraine. Here I spent 
a good part of the next day with 
Pierre Beauvilain, president of 
the local wine committee, and 
with Jacques Cartier, its vice 
president, They spoke French in 
its most classical and purest form 
—a clear and delicate speech for 
which Touraine is famous. They 
might be businessmen of wine, 
but they spoke like poets in de- 
scribing the wines they offered 
me for tasting. 

Touraine’s output in 
everyday, inexpensive wines is of 
the Rosé de Touraine, a dry, 
rose-pink, fruity and refreshing 
wine to be drunk ice-cold. The 
best types have the word “Caber- 
nef” on the label, indicating that 
the wine is made entirely from

Chinon, of which 
ierre Beauvilain is mayor, is 
lramatically overshadowed by a 
uined fortress on a bluff rising 
harply behind it. The red wines 
f Bourgeuil and Chinon vary 
rom vintage to vintage. In big, 
unny years, they are rich and 

trong wines to be kept and im- 
yroved for as long as 20 or 30 
ears, growing smoother and more 
elvety all the time. I tasted a 
959 Bourgeuil which, after 
leven years, was obviously still 
1ot at its peak. A 1964 Chinon 
vas only just beginning to de- 
elop. In less sunny years, these 
eds are much lighter, much more 
ike Beaujolais, very fruity and 
efreshing when drunk on _ the 
pot, but not good travelers. So 
. Bourgeuil or a Chinon found 
n the U.S. is likely to be a wine 
4 sound and solid backbone, 
vith a hint of wild violets in its 
youquet. It will go perfectly with 
ink lamb or light veal. 

We drove next to the village 
vhich is the most famous of all 
vine names in Touraine—known 
ocally as “Le Grand Seigneur” 
nd around the world on bottle 
abels as Vouvray. I was to visit 
he man who is both its mayor 
nd one of its great wine growers, 
yaston Huet. We drove up the 
harming, narrow, winding vil- 
age main street, with the cellars 
unneled into the cliff behind the 
jouses, and climbed to the vine- 
ard at the top of the hill called 
‘Le Domaine du Haut Lieu.” the 
istate of the High Place. As we 
ntered the gates, the owner came 
oward us like a modern super- 
nan riding ten feet above the 
‘round on a tractor with wheels 
o immense that the machine 
leared the tops of the vines. 
duet climbed down and led us 
o his lovely old manor house, 
vhere we sat tasting and talking 
bout the Vouvray wines, which 
lave been cultivated here for 
nore than a thousand years. 


‘ouvrays in the U.S. 


fhe Vouvrays that reach the 

).S. are all white, full of char- 
icter, fruity, refreshing, but all 
resent a problem to the buyer. 
they are so incredibly variable 
rom year to year, from producer 
oO producer, that the one label 
“Vouvray” covers a multitude of 
vines. What you find when you 
ypen the bottle may be a still 
vine, very slightly bubbly (usu- 
lly labeled pétillant), or a full 
parkling wine (mousseux). It 
nay taste dry and tangy (sec) or 
rently and softly sweet (doux), 
yr it may have the flowery sweet- 
ess of honey. 

Until the Vouvray producers 
igree among themselves to put 
lifferent labels on different wines, 
know only one solution to this 
yuying problem: Learn the names 


of the producers and their vine- 
yards and buy by those names. 
If, for example, you find you 
like the 1967 Vouvray of Chateau 
Moncontour, then keep on buying 
that year’s wine from that pro- 
ducer. But remember that his 
wines will be different in 1968. 

A two-hour drive downriver 
from Vouvray took us across the 
border of Touraine, into the his- 
toric province of Anjou and its 
wine city of Saumur. Here I 
tasted and discussed the wines 
with Philippe Songy, the director 
of Ackerman-Laurance, one of the 
largest and oldest firms shipping 
wines to the U.S. We lunched at 
a beautiful country restaurant 
outside the city, Hostellerie du 
Prieuré, on a terrace with a mag- 
nificent and sweeping view of the 
great, slow-moving river. The 
specialty was Le Sandre de la 
Loire Pochée au Beurre Blanc 
de Vouvray, whole  pike-perch 
with the famous local sauce of 
melted butter and shallots that 
were whipped almost to a frothy 
mayonnaise with a slightly lemony 
wine of Vouvray. 


Diversity of Choice 


Philippe Songy described the 
Anjou wines to me—there are 
all types, including still and 
sparkling, dry, and every shade 
of sweetness. The Rosé de Caber- 
net d’Anjou is a little bit softer, 
less tart, than its cousin of Tour- 
aine. The reds are much lighter 
than the Bourgeuils or Chinons. 
The dry wines are generally 
fruity and refreshing. The prin- 
cipal production center is Sau- 
mur, whose wines come to the 
U.S. as Vin de Saumur, either 
sec, demi-sec, doux, or, like Vouv- 
ray, mousseux, Saumur is second 
only to Champagne in the pro- 
duction of sparkling wines. 

Between Saumur and the sea, 
there are several small rivers 
that flow into the Loire and have 
given their names to wines, usu- 
ally prefixed by the word “Co- 
teaux, ” meaning “slopes.” Coteaux 
de l’Aubance wines are medium- 
dry whites, light, and a_ very 
good value. Coteaux du Layon 
wines range from medium-dry 
whites to honey-sweet, generally 
considered to be the best of 
Anjou. 

Finally, the Loire, now an 
enormous mass of moving water, 
flows through Brittany, past the 
city of Nantes and out to sea. 
Here, nature has provided an 
almost perfect combination of 
food and wine. Half the people 
who live here seem to be fisher- 
men bringing in some of the 
world’s finest fish and shellfish. 
The other half seem to be wine 
erowers producing Muscadet, 
which can hardly be surpassed 
in its acid tartness as the very

Roll the bananas in lemon juice 
so they won’t discolor, Arrange 
all on a platter, cover securely 
with Saran or foil, and refrigerate. 
Meanwhile, make the sauce: 


114 cups plain yogurt 

14 cup light brown sugar, sifted, 
firmly packed 

Grated rind 4% lemon 

14 teaspoon freshly ground 


nutmeg 


Mix all the ingredients together 
thoroughly, pour into a serving 
bowl, and refrigerate for at least 
an hour to allow the sauce to 
mellow. Serve over fruit. 


Cherries with Kirsch 


34 eup light brown sugar 


Juice 14 lemon 


1 cinnamon stick 

115 pounds sweet cherries, 
stemmed 

1, cup kirsech 


Combine the sugar with 24 cup of 
water, the lemon juice, and cin- 
namon stick in a heavy saucepan. 
Bring to a boil, then simmer for 
about 4 minutes. Add the cherries 
and simmer for 4 to 5 minutes. 
Chill. When cold, discard the cin- 
namon stick and stir in the kirsch. 
Serve with sugar cookies. 

Kiwi Fruit 

Known as Chinese gooseberries in 
New Zealand, whence we import 
them, they are oval-shape, about 
the size of a lemon, brown, hairy- 
skinned, and have a_ perfectly 
beautiful green flesh studded with 
solt black seeds. Available from 
May to September. Kiwis will 
keep for weeks, refrigerated. To 
ripen, place in a plastic bag with 
a couple of overripe apples, a few 
holes punched in the bag, for a 
few days. When ripe, they are 
soft to the touch. 

To serve au naturel, rub off the 
stiff! brown hairs with a coarse 
cloth. Cut each kiwi in half, 
sprinkle with lemon or lime juice, 
and eat with a spoon directly 
from the skin, 


Kiwi Fruit with Custard Sauce 


Peel, slice fairly thin, sprinkle 
with lemon juice and coat lightly 
with a thin, “pouring” custard 
(youll find a recipe in any good, 


standard cookbook). 


Vangoes in the Half Shell 


Mangoes are in season April 
through August with June the 
peak month. Native to tropical 


\sia, they are now grown in Flor- 


ida, and imported from Mexico, 
Puerto Rico, and the West Indies. 
\ delicious fruit, with pale yel- 


low pulp running into orange, 
that tastes like a delicate com- 
bination of apricot and pineapple. 
Mangoes have a smooth outer 
skin, usually green to yellowish 
with red areas, the colors inten- 


~sifying as the fruit ripens. Man- 


goes must be very soft before they 
are ready to eat, and once ripe 
they should be refrigerated. 

To prepare the mango, stand it 
on its end. Then, holding it firm- 
ly, slice down vertically on both 
sides paralleling the broad side 
of the big seed in the center. Dis- 
card the seed. Eat as you would 
a melon, with a spoon and a 
squeeze of lemon juice. 


Fresh Mango Mousse 


6 large, very ripe mangoes 
Superfine sugar to taste 
Juice | to 2 lemons 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 


Stand the mangoes on end. Hold- 
ing firmly, slice down from top 
to bottom on both sides, parallel- 
ing the broad side of the long 
seed in the center. Discard the 
seed. Peel just as you would a 
banana. 

Work the fresh fruit through a 
moule to purée or push through a 
fine sieve to eliminate the fibers. 
Stir in sugar and lemon juice (it 
takes a good bit of lemon) to taste 
and pour into a suitable serving 
bowl. Just before serving, whip 
the cream and pile on top. 


Fruit Tarts 


The pastry for both our tarts is 
the same—a Paté Sucrée (Sweet 
Short Pastry). 


Pate Sucrée 


31 cups (1 pound) all-purpose 
flour 

4 tablespoons sugar 

1, teaspoon salt 

1 cup (2 sticks) cold sweet 
butter, cut into pieces 

2 egg yolks 

14 eup water 


To make Paté Sucrée in the elec- 
tric mixer: Combine the flour, 
sugar, salt, and butter in the bowl 
of the mixer. Fix the flat beater 
to the shaft and before you start 
the beater, wrap a clean dish 
towel around the top of the bowl 
so the flour won’t fly out. Start 
the beater at medium speed and 
mix until the mixture “clumps” 
together into pieces about the 
size of small peas—2 to 3 min- 
utes. Stop the mixer. 

Beat up the yolks with the wa- 
ter and add to the mixture. Now 
mix, at the same medium speed, 
for exactly 10 seconds. Turn out 
onto a piece of waxpaper and 
gather up into a ball. Refrigerate 





for at least 30 minutes before 
using. 
To make Paté Sucrée by hand: 
Combine the flour, sugar, salt, 
and butter in a large bowl. Using 
a pastry blender, cut the butter 
into the flour using a cutting mo- 
tion until the mixture “clumps” 
together into pieces about the size 
of small peas. Beat up the yolks 
with the water. Add the mixture 
and toss with a fork until you 
can shape it into a ball. Wrap in 
waxpaper and refrigerate for at 
least 30 minutes. 

To make a 10” tart shell; Take 
about ¥% of the pastry. Roll out 
on a lightly floured board with a 
rolling pin, also lightly floured, 
1%” thick in a circle about 17” 
larger than a flan ring. Roll the 
pastry up on the rolling pin. 
Place the flan ring on a baking 
sheet. Center the rolling pin over 
the ring, unroll, and allow pastry 
to drop loosely into the ring. 
Press the dough lightly onto the 
baking sheet. To make the sides 
of the flan sturdier, fold the sur- 
plus dough inside the ring with 
your fingers, pressing it firmly 
against the sides. Run the rélling 
pin over the top of the ring to 
cut off any excess dough. Then, 
using your thumbs. push the 
dough about 4” above the edge 
of the ring. making an even rim 
of dough all around the inside of 
the ring. To make a decorative 
edge, press the rim of pastry all 
around, on a slant, with the dull. 
edge of a table knife. Prick the 
bottom of the pastry all over with 
a fork. 

So the sides of the pastry shell. 
won't collapse, line the shell with | 
foil and fill with dry beans or | 
rice. Refrigerate, if not baked at. 
once. Bake in the center of a pre- 
heated 400° oven for 25 minutes. 
Lift the foil from the shell and_ 
bake another few minutes, if 
needed, or until the center of the 
shell is cooked and _ lightly 
browned. When cooked, cool, 
then slide onto the serving plate. 
Since pastry shrinks slightly af- 
ter baking, the ring will lift off 
easily. 

Note: Any pastry that is not 
used can be kept, refrigerated, se- 
curely wrapped for several days, 
or it can be frozen in a freezer 
bag. Thaw. however, before using. 





Fresh Strawberry Tart 


1 10” pastry shell, above 

2 pint boxes (about 4 cups) 
ripe strawberries, washed 
hulled, and dried 


Creme Patissiere 


2 cups milk 
4 ege yolks 


34 cup sugar. 





1 teaspoon vanilla 
1% cup flour 
Red-currant jelly glaze* 


While the tart is baking, make the 
creme, Bring the milk to a boil 
over a good heat but watch to see 
that it doesn’t boil over. 

Combine the yolks, sugar, and 
yanilla in a bowl and beat with a 
rotary or an electric beater until 
the mixture makes “ribbons’—3 
to 4 minutes. Beat in the flour. 
Add the milk slowly, 
constantly. Pour the mixture back 
into the saucepan. place over a 
moderate heat and 
boil, stirring constantly with a 
wooden spatula. Boil over low 
heat, still stirring constantly, for 
5 to 6 minutes. 

This makes a very thick creme 
that can also be used for filling 
éclairs, cream puffs, cakes, or as

To finish the tart: Coat the 
bottom of the cooled tart with 
currant glaze and allow it to set 
for a few minutes. Spread a thick 
layer of the creme (about half 
the depth of the pastry shell) 
Arrange the

close together as possible in a 
design on top of the creme. Spoon 
or brush a coating of the currant 
glaze over the berries. Do not re- 
frigerate. 

*Red-Currant Glaze: Combine 
1 cup of red-currant jelly with 2 
tablespoons of sugar in a small 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and 


cook until the mixture reaches 
228° on a candy thermometer. 


Add 2 tablespoons of kirsch or 
Cognac, if you like, when cold. 


Pear and Almond Tart 


1, recipe Paté Sucrée, above 

6 firm, ripe pears 

Juice 1 lemon 

1°4 cups sugar 

1 whole egg 

1 egg yolk 

1, cup sifted all-purpose flour 

1 cup milk, heated to boiling 
point 

1 can (414-ounce size) whole 
blanched almonds, pulverized 
in the electric blender 

y, teaspoon almond extract 

Diced, toasted almonds 

Apricot glaze* 


Roll out the dough and fit into a 
10” flan ring (see page 76). Bake 
and cool. 

Peel the pears, cut in half, cut 
out the stems and core carefully. 
As you finish each pear, drop it 
into the lemon juice and turn it 
over so the pieces are well coated. 
This forestalls discoloring. Com- 
bine 1 cup of the sugar with 2 
cups of water in a heavy skil- 


let, large enough so the pears 
can all] lie flat. Bring the syrup 
to a boil, add the pears, reduce 
heat to simmer, and cook for 8 
to 10 minutes or until the pears 
are tender when pierced with the 
point of a paring knife. Take off 
the heat and cool in the syrup. 
After half an hour or so, drain 
the pears on a cake rack over a 
bowl. 

Meanwhile, beat the egg, yolk, 
and remaining sugar together un- 
til the mixture makes “ribbons.” 
Then beat in the flour. Add the 
hot milk gradually, beating con- 
stantly. Pour into a heavy sauce- 
pan. Place on a Flame-tamer, if 
you have one at hand, over mod- 
erate heat, and cook, whipping 
constantly with a wire whisk. 
until very thick. Take care to 
reach the bottom of the pan as 
you beat, otherwise the custard 
may stick to the bottom of the 
pan and scorch. The Flame-tamer 
helps to forestall sticking and, 
thus, scorching. 

Take off the heat and stir in 
pulverized almonds and almond 
extract. Place a piece of Saran 
flat on the surface of the custard 
to prevent a skin forming. Chill. 

To finish the tart, spread a thin 
layer of the Apricot Glaze over 
the bottom of the baked tart shell. 
to keep the 
from becoming soggy. Spread the 
custard over the bottom of the 
pastry shell. Slice each pear half 


This helps pastry 


into quarters or eighths, then ar- 
range on top of the custard in a 
neat design. Spoon a light coat- 
ing of the apricot glaze over the 
pears and add a sprinkling of the 
diced almonds. 

*~Melt 14 cup or so of commer- 


cial apricot jam, then push 
through a sieve to eliminate any 


pulp. Cool.

Bear in mind that these differ- 
ent types of cassette players are 
wholly compatible. You can en- 
joy the same cassette recording 
at the beach, in your car, and at 
home. Naturally, the Boston Pops 
will sound better over a powerful 
hi-fi system in your living room 
than on a small battery-operated 
portable in a canoe, but the con- 
venience of being able to play a 
favorite recording wherever you 
happen to be should not be un- 
derestimated. 

Chances are excellent that 
youll find all or most of your 
musical favorites in cassette form. 
Every major record label now is- 
sues cassette versions of new al- 
bums as a matter of course. And 
it will probably come as no sur- 
prise to learn that cassette best- 
sellers are no different from those 
on dises. As this issue went to 
press, the cassette charts were 
dominated by such — familiar 
groups as The Beatles, Simon & 
Garfunkel, and the Led Zeppelin. 
Fortunately, the cassette reper- 
toire encompasses more than rock. 
Broadway musicals, motion-pic- 
ture soundtracks, easy-listening 
collections, and jazz are well rep- 
resented, as are all the leading 
pop vocalists and combos. 


Classical music 


The classics also figure prom- 
inently on the cassette lists. Much 
to everybody’s surprise, Bach and 
Beethoven bufts have taken to cas- 
settes with great enthusiasm. The 
emphasis is not exclusively on 
standard repertoire, however. In 
the cassette catalogs you can 
find out-of-the-way fare ranging 
from Renaissance madrigals to 
the latest avant-garde stuff for 
electronic synthesizer. Opera loy- 
ers get their innings too. Several 
complete works by Verdi, Pue- 
cini, and Strauss are available in 
attractively boxed sets of two or 
more cassettes, and many addi- 
tional operatic recordings in cas- 
sette form are on the way. 

One limitation has retarded the 
cassettes progress up to now: its 
less than outstanding fidelity. Be-

the slow speed (17%” per second) 
at which it travels, the sound has 
been only medium-fi. Background 
hiss and a falloff in frequency 
response at the top and bottom 
of. the spectrum have kept the 
cassette in an also-ran position 
compared to the best stereo discs 
and open-reel tapes. These defi- 
ciencies, [ hasten to add, are ap- 
parent only on wide-range equip- 
ment; they don’t show up on the 
less demanding portables. 

In any event, some recent tech- 























nical breakthroughs promise t 
put the cassette on an equal 
footing with its strongest sonie 
competitors before long. Ne 
types of tape have been devel 
oped that help alleviate the 
problems inherent in narrow tapé 
widths and slow speeds, and i | 
genious noise-limiting devices car 
now be incorporated in the ele 
tronics of cassette players to fur 
ther minimize annoying hiss. 


Environmental stereo 


Another exciting development 
for tape listeners is the arrival of 
four-channel, or “surround ste 
reo,’ recording. Many experts 
consider this the most significant 
development in hi-fi sound since 
the introduction of two-channe 
stereo more than a decade ago. 
Basically, the four-channel tech-| 


: 
simultaneous 


nique consists of 
playback of four independently 
recorded channels through fou 
separate speakers—two in front 
of the listener as in normal stereo, 
plus two more at the rear of the 
listening room. In recordings of 
classical music. the two fron 
speakers reproduce the 
sound of the performers deployed| 
across the stage from left to 
right, while the two rear speakers 
reproduce the ambient sound and_ 
reverberation characteristics of 
the hall in which the music was 
recorded. The effect is startling. 
The walls of your listening room 
seem to disappear as you become 
enveloped by music from all 
sides. In recordings of pop ma- 
terial, each of the four speakers 
usually carries its own distinct 
musical track, thus allowing an 
ingenious arranger to create a 
whole new range of exhilarating 
spatial effects. At the moment, 
four-channel recordings have 
been issued only on open-reel 
tape, and the number of albums 
in release is extremely small. But 
every major record company is 
eying the market with intense 
interest. If the new “surround 
stereo” catches on, you can be | 
sure that four-channel recordings 
will begin to appear in_ profu- 
sion, not only on open-reel tape 
but also in the form of 8-track | 
cartridges and cassettes. It has 
been announced that RCA will be- 
gin releasing four-channel record- 
ings in 8-track cartridges this fall. 

Altogether, tape is very much | 
with it these days. Time will tell | 
whether tape in any of its forms 
—open reel, 8-track, or cassette 
—will ever wholly replace the 
disc. Most observers close to the 
scene believe that the two will 
coexist for a long time to come, 
The disc, after all, has been 
around for 75 years, and it won’t 
be supplanted overnight. @

Chief Cliff of the Forest Ser- 
vice told the Congress in 1968 
about results of studies of in- 
vestments on some of the timber- 
growing lands on the national 
forests: 

“They show that allowable cuts 
could—in  time—be increased 
about two-thirds by intensifying 
timber culture on the more pro- 
ductive portions of the national 
forest timberland. 
Substantial investments would be 
required to accomplish this, but 
the returns in terms of increased 
wood supplies and other benefits 
of forest management would more 
than offset the costs.”

Better management needed 


This industry has supported the 
setting aside of federal lands for 
the exclusive use of hikers, as 
advocated by the Sierra Club. The 
reduction of land base for wood 
supplies has been significant. The 
industry will support future with- 
drawals for exclusive use and rec- 
ognizes that 
areas can be afforded for hikers. 
These set-asides. however, require 
that the multiple-use portions of 
the forests be more productively

McCloskey comments again: \n 
his rebuttal, Turnbull continues 
to suggest the problems are where 
they are not: national forests and 
timber-growing. In this time of 
environmental crisis, our forests 
have to be looked at as some- 
thing more than timber factories,

The crisis 
in reforestation is on these lands: 
the crisis in achieving real multi- 
ple use is on these lands: and 
this, of course, is the crisis about 
which the lumber companies 
would rather not talk.

Caution in cutting 


Despite 
the 


Turnbull’s — assertions, 
lumber industry’s multiple 
use is not one in which conserva- 
tionists have much confidence. 
In saying this, however, we are 
not saying, as Turnbull alleges, 
that we believe that as little tim- 
ber as possible should be cut in 
the national forests. Instead, 
we are suggesting some caution 
about stepping up timber cutting 
before we know what we are do- 
ing—before we know what ‘the 
ecological results of 
growth are, before compatibility 
with multiple use has been dem- 
onstrated, and before intensive 
techniques have been proved. 
The timber industry’s recent 
bill went way beyond the cautious 
suggestion of Chief Cliff about 
the ultimate possibilities of more 


forced 


intensive management. Unlike 
Chief Cliff's suggestion, the in- 
dustry bill required intensive 


practice on all timberlands from 
which timber might be marketed, 
not just on the more productive 
sites. And the bill provided an 
open line of credit to the federal 
treasury to subsidize every type 
manipulation, 
just those that return good value 
for the investment. 

Turnbull badly the 
ajms of the national forests. They 
were not designed simply to be 
handy adjuncts to the enter- 
prises of the lumber 
These forests belong to all the 
people of the United States and 
exist to serve all their needs, 
and as the Multiple Use Act says. 
the uses contemplated are “not 
necessarily the combination of 
uses that will give the greatest 
dollar return or the greatest unit 
output.” While much still needs 
to be done to improve the man- 
agement of these forests to make

The industry’s argument is that 
we need to manage our forests more 
intensely because of the rising 
demand for wood. This demand 
is talked about as if it were self- 
evident, and in passing, the in- 
dustry likes to suggest it is linked 
with “man’s survival needs.” None 
of this, of course, is so. 

The purported “rising demand” 
is an ideological fixation of an 
industry worried about its future. 
The statistics show a historical 
pattern of fluctuating demand, 
with no long-term absolute in- 
crease at all. 


Compatibility 


The other part of the industry’s 
basic argument is that intensive 
timber management is compatible 
with other forest uses. The argu- 
ment over compatibility quickly 
reduces itself to the question of: 
“In Whose Eyes, and On Whose 
Terms?” The compatibility that 
may be perfect in the eyes of a 
large timber firm may look far 
different to the fish whose habitat 
has been impaired by pesticides, 
or algal blooms fed by fertilizers, 
and by high water temperatures. 
The only fair way to answer the 
question of compatibility is to 
judge it by answers from authen- 
tic voices for each of the interests 
involved. The conservation move- 
ment of this country is probably 
the most authentic voice available 
for the noncommercial interests. 
An alliance of the ten most prom- 
inent conservation groups recent- 
ly told Congress it just does not 
believe this compatibility has 
been demonstrated. It has seen 
too much evidence to the contrary. 

The quotation from the Sierra 
Club’s Washington representative 
is used to distort the club’s posi- 
tion. It is commercial holdings in 
private hands that the club main- 
ly believes should be fully devel- 
oped. How can the industry sug- 
that 


gest most other values on 


should have to sacrifice more of 
the multiple use values of these 
forests to provide additional tim- 
ber to the lumber companies. If 
many of these companies man- 
aged their own holdings better, 
they would not be short of timber. 
They would not have to pressure 
the national forests into oflering 
more. 

Make no mistake, conservation- 
ists are all for reforestation. and 
we have always been. We are 
trying to get more appropriations 
to reforest burned-over areas in 
the national forests, and some of 
the dry sites that have not come 
back in timber after being logged. 
‘But this job is not the same as 
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public lands should be subordi- 
nated to timber production when 
so much privately owned forest 
land is not even kept productive? 
Ninety-five percent of the coun- 
try’s unstocked and understocked 
sites that need reforestation are 
in private hands. 

Finally, no one need be misled 
by the suggestion that conserva- 
tionists are “ideologically opposed 
to tree cutting.” This argument is 
a strawman without substance. 
Quite clearly, trees will have to 
be cut in certain places and times 
to produce forest products. What 
we are opposed to is those who 
want perfect freedom for industry 
to cut as it pleases, or only 
under the restrictions that they 
themselves define. It is this kind 
of thinking that has so degraded 
the environment. 

We should have passed that 
point in our history. Acting with 
a sense of ecological responsibil- 
ity, man must now learn to limit 
his impact upon the land so as to 
let as many living things flourish 
in as much harmony and with as 
much stability as possible. The 
timber industry’s plan for inten- 
sive monoculture is the opposite 
of this aim. It is out of step with 
the needs of the whole earth. 
Turnbull comments again: There 
is only one point in McCloskey’s 
rebuttal which appears to require 
specific response. It is his claim 
that the wood-products demand is 
static and that, 
is no need for increased domestic 
growth and timber harvest. 

The U.S. Forest 
leased a report March 20th, 1970, 
entitled “National Forest Timber 
Sale Accomplishments for Fiscal 
Year 1969.” Among six high- 
lighted paragraphs in that report, 
one sentence refutes the declining 
wood-product demand argument. 
It is quoted verbatim: 

“4. The average price paid for

In the coming decades, we as 
a people will need many things. 
If our recent experience is any 
indication, our greatest need will 
be for a habitable environment.

We 
must learn to treat these forests 
with new respect and care. while 
we find different ways of produc- 
ing commodities and furnishing 
shelter. We build 
our houses out of many things. 
We must find the humility to let

Thus it is clear that a major 
raw material, affecting every 
American consumer, has more 
than doubled in price and value 
in a short span of time. Surely 
this is the working of the law of 
supply and demand—and the sup- 
ply is inadequate because of in- 
adequate management due mostly 
to the underinvestment in this 
natural resource. 

And it must be understood that 
the demand which escalated 
prices of an already short timber 
supply occurred in a year when 
the United States built a million 
fewer homes than required to 
meet our national housing goals.

Any marked increase in housing 
starts, which will surely come, 
will be reflected in even higher 
prices for timber. The only solu- 
tion is to grow and sell sufficient 
timber to meet national 
product requirements.

In conclusion 


Summarizing the realities of re- 
sponsible forest management and 
its application to contemporary 
and future domestic needs: 

1. While man may 
without wood for houses, its use 
is perpetually assured because 
among all construction materials 
wood alone can be grown in quan- 
tities to meet our needs. 

2. It is the continuing produc- 
tion and sale of wood that pay the 
costs of providing most of the 
other benefits that commercial 
forests provide, including recrea- 
tion, game, watershed protection, 
and natural beauty. 

3. Responsible management of 
any public or private enterprise 
can best be conducted by trained 
personnel rather than surrendered 
to the casual judgments of the 
untrained

HOW TO 
TUNE IN ON

The twinkle chime has a multitude of angles. 


Crisp, translucent, and easy to create are these wind chimes designed 
by Jay and Lee Newman.

‘tunately there are many ex- 
lent garden chemicals ap- 
ved by the government that 
be used for insect control. 

1 good DDT substitute multi- 


pose powder, for example, 


would be one containing (1) 
Malathion, Diazinon, or Meta- 
Systox-R, plus (2) Sevin or Meth- 
oxychlor, plus (3) Kelthane or 
Tedion, plus (4) Folpet or Cap- 
tan. The Malathion, Diazinon or 
Meta-Systox-R is primarily for 
sucking insects including aphids, 
mealybugs. whiteflies, and scales; 
the Sevin or Methoxychlor con- 
trols a wide range of chewing in- 
sects including beetles, caterpil- 
lars: the Kelthane or Tedion con- 
trols spider mites, and the Folpet 
or Captan controls plant diseases 
such as powdery mildew, black 
spot, and leaf spot. 

Among the new garden sprays 
available. there are multipurpose 
dusts, liquids, tablets, packets, 
and pellets that contain mixtures 
of yarious types of these chemi- 
cals. They not only kill all types 
of insects but protect plants from 
diseases. They are like instant 
cake mixes—premixed and _ pre- 
packaged—ready for immediate 
use without having to mix and 
measure various components. For 
example. one marketed as Pop-In 
comes in sealed water-soluble 
packets. All a gardener has to do 
is drop one of the packets into a 
gallon of water. The packet dis- 
solves and makes a gallon of ef 
fective multipurpose spray. 

Multipurpose systemics are 
also available today. Systemic 
chemicals are absorbed into the 
sap of the plant so that sucking 
insects are killed after feeding on 
the plant juices. Systemics are 
actually absorbed by growing 
plants. Some are added to the soil 
and taken up by the roots of the 
plants and translocated through- 
out the plant tissues; others are 
absorbed by foliage and stems or 
even injected. In general. how- 
ever, while systemics work well 
in controlling sucking insects 
they do not give satisfactory con- 


trol of chewing insect pests. @

By MARION GOUGH [ Martinique and Guade- 
loupe—ici on parle francais—that’s the clue to 
what makes these French Antilles islands 
something else again in the Caribbean world. 
The same aquamarine waters, the same tropical 
languor with hibiscus, palm trees, and 
bougainvillea rampant, the same exotic accents 
of Africa that give the West Indies its drum-beat 
come-on for vacationers—and yet it’s not the same 
at all. There’s as much Champs Elysées as 
cane field in the bearing of the pretty women, a 
certain chic in the tilt of the craftily pinned-up 
little madras toques they wear on Sundays and 
holidays, an elegance in the way they carry their 
gold bead necklaces and earrings. There’s the 
good provincial smell of baking bread, and crusty 
flutes and baguettes to be carried home 
under the arm, a la francais, and a Gallic 
finesse in kitchen affairs that makes a 
perfect turbot a mousseline as possible 
to come by as a native Creole dish of stuffed 
crabs and curry-hot pork colombo. 

Columbus arrived first of the Europeans 
(Guadeloupe in 1493; Martinique in 1503), 
the usual Spanish-British-French hassles for the 
rich sugar lands ensuing, with the French 
victorious. The islands’ old families are 
descendants of the first plantation owners. 
Sugar and its logical consequence, rum, are still 
a part of the economy, with a curiously 
nutmeg-flavored rum punch starring as the 
universal thirst-quencher. 

Today Martinique and Guadeloupe are full- 
fledged départements of France, and their 
romantic pull—and reduced summertime hotel 





rates—are not lost on the citizens of the 
mother country. Among the French, it is very 
“in” to spend the July-August holidays across the 
Atlantic in their own slice of the Caribbean, 
and to simultaneous-vacationing Americans on 
the scene the Parisians add an extra pizzazz of 
their own. Summer temperatures here average 
about 80° as opposed to a winter average of 76°, ° 
so the islands are pretty good candidates for 
year-round vacationing. Humidity is high, 
but trade winds blow, palm trees shade, and 
air conditioning takes care of the indoors. 

The islands float out there in the sea, 
80 miles and 45 minutes apart via Air 
France. They have long been known as 
especially piquant stopovers for cruise ships— 
shopping ports where the wares lean luxuriously 
toward French goods—perfumes, gloves, china, 
crystal, wines, beaded bags, silk scarves. 
Loveliest of the native crafts are long ropes 
of 18-karat gold beads, the traditional 
“love” necklaces of the islands. Added shopping 
attraction: You get a 20 percent discount when 
you pay with travelers’ checks. 

Now. with increased hotel accommodation, 
travelers have a chance to linger awhile, to 
savor the beaches, sail. drive through 
fishing villages and rain forests, enjoy the 
best cuisine in the Caribbean. 

In Martinique the latest hotel is—you 
guessed it—the Martinique Hilton. and a 
lovely one, facing a grove of royal 
palms on one side, and on the other 
looking down from a steep bluff into the 
Caribbean and the hotel’s own marina. Visiting 
yachts pull in here and cruise-ship launches 
deliver their passengers to see this latest pride 
of the island. The Martiniquais themselves 
have financed the hotel and already it is the 
gathering place for local society. 

Itis a re. long ride from the Savane, 
the greensward centér of Fort-de-France and its 
shopping area. Visit Roger Albert’s for all those 
French goodies, Marsan’s, Beaufrand’s, 
or the Mad Boutique. where typical 
Martiniquais cotton-madras yard goods suggest 
summer dresses, slacks, or sports shirts. Charles 
Lagrandcourt on the Rue Lazare Carnot can 
tailor it. For native handcrafts, doudou dolls, 
bamboowork. and those golden beads, the 
Caribbean Art Center, next to Air France. 

The Savane is also the staging area for 
Martinique’s swinging pre-Lenten carnival, which 
lasts a generous three months and ends not on 
Mardi Gras, but on Ash Wednesday with the 
Enterrement de Bois-Bois (the bonfire mock 
burial of Bois-Bois, King of Carnival). Cele- 
brants go into mourning for past good times.

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By MAGGI MILLER | Among 
nature's sculptured dunes where

Working within Pajaro 
Dunes conservation-oriented re- 
strictions and a pervading ar- 
chitectural philosophy of “man 
cooperating with nature,” Lo- 
gan has achieved a harmony of 
shelter and seascape while add- 
ing new dimensions to vacation 
living. Two of the houses are 
shown in this issue. One, of 
2000 square feet, is pictured op- 
posite and on the next two pages. 

\ new lifestyle may be in the 
making for those who seek the 


sight, smells. and sounds of the 





sea. Built in a year-round area 
90 miles south of San Francisco. 
these homes are “‘rentables.” 
The rental and maintenance ser- 
vices provided by the develop- 
ment minimize cares and costs 
of second-home ownership. 
Vital to the program are the 
low-maintenance characteristics 
designed-in by the architect. 
Unique topography and a vari- 
ety of weather conditions- 
oe from long fogs to sparkling 
sunlit days—make_ weather-re- 
sistant materials a necessity. 
Exterior sheathing is redwood 
plywood now weathering to 
gray. Sloped roots are %.” red- 
wood plywood—the first time 
this material has been used for 
roofing (special caulking was ap- 


plied for sealing). (Continued ) 
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In this home for a professor and his family, 
multilevel living space—giving more privacy 
and individuality—has solved the weekend 
crowding problem. The house has been known 
to accommodate as many as 20 young people. 

The highest level, a sleeping room at the 
top of the house, is 16’ above the living room 
and master bedroom, which are at ground 
level on the sea side. Kitchen and dining areas 
are four steps above the living room but on 
ground level on the land side. The children’s 
bedrooms. playroom-balcony, and optional 
sleeping areas are 8’ above the living room. 

A circular stairway, requiring minimal floor 
space, makes all the connections. The ceilings 
vary in height and are often free look-throughs 
to other levels and spaces. Nearly every room 
has direct access to an outside deck. 

In the living room, Interior Designer Lee 
Jessup suggested a giant sitting platform made 
of five twin-size mattresses side by side, which 
are useful for extra sleeping accommodations. 
Mattresses are covered with a simple off-white 
cotton-duck fabric that can be zipped off and 
laundered. Copper was used for the fireplace 
hearth. Interior walls are either °.” redwood 
plywood prefinished with preservative, or gyp- 
sum board painted white. Ceilings are con- 
structed of rough-sawn hemlock planks.

Nestled in a stand of wind-blown cy- 
press. pine, and eucalyptus trees, this 
three-storied weekend retreat in the 
Northern California seacoast town of 
Bolinas is known to the local gentry as 
“the mushroom house.” Its owner, Cal- 
houn Hewes—a Berkeley schoolteacher 
—cheerfully accepts their unsolicited so- 
briquet. He has even taken it as the offi- 
cial name of his house, gallicizing it to 
“Le Champignon” along the way. 

But despite its somewhat mycologic 
form and mysterious Gothic visage, this 
six-sided tower springs from neither fan- 
tasy nor caprice. As conceived by Archi- 
tect Reece Clark, it is a serious work of 
art whose shape is simply the counte- 
nance of its own principle—an honest. 
intuitive solution to a set of unique ar- 
chitectural design problems. 

Following the owner’s trusting injunc- 
tion to “just go and do something beau- 
tiful.” Reece surmounted the difficulties 
of anarrow (40’). wooded, view-blocked 
site by rising above them all—and pro- 
duced such a superbly functional dwell- 
ing that Hewes can hardly wait to retire

Although Truex’s objective was to renovate his 
Provence house to “look as if it has always been 
there,” he did not attempt a pure restoration. His 
objective, always with great sympathy for the origi- 
nal architecture. was to make the house work for 
today without disrespect to the classic lines of the 
house. “In arranging the outside I purposely kept 
the feeling of almost nathing. The courtyard (above) 
and adjacent planting melt into abandoned land that 
was cleaned of dead underbrush but remains un- 
touched in appearance.” During the clearing of the 
land, Truex found a huge hollowed-out rock; later 
he learned that it was a doghouse (top) carved out 
by a shepherd and quite typical of Provence. More 
mirrors are used in the dining room (right) and 
bedroom (left). The “no-color” scheme remains the 
same throughout but touches of color come in via 
plants, bed covers, and the marvelous trompe-l oeil 
plates that Truex had Este of Parova re-create for 
Tiffany. “They were natural in the house and pro-

David and Terri Armand and their two

children are spending a lazy three weeks 
this summer on a houseboat. something 
they've always wanted to try. Most of the 
cost is covered not by David's salary (or 
savings or a vacation loan) but by a por- 
tion of rental money they gain from their 
beach house in Nag’s Head, N.C. A com- 
fortable three-bedroom house a_ stone's 
throw away from the water, the cottage 
brings the Armands a gross income of 
$235 per week during the summer season. 
Their financial picture is a bright one. 
Some years ago, they bought the Nag’s 
Head house for $37,500. Amortization, 
insurance, and taxes run up to about 
$3200 a year. Maintenance has been as 
low as $75 a year and as high as $1000. 
The average is around $400. Rental in- 
come has seldom slipped below $5000 a 
year, from which the Realtor who handles 
the rentals takes ten percent. Adding it all 
up, they manage to clear from $500 to as 
much as $1500 a year on the property. 
Moreover. the tax advantages pile up. 
As any homeowner can. they deduct the 
mortgage interest and real estate taxes 
from their gross income. In addition, they 
deduct 2% percent of the $37500 each 
year as depreciation, plus the Realtor’s 
fee, the insurance. and direct maintenance 
costs. These business costs must be pro- 
rated to match the period during which 
the house is rented out and cannot in- 
clude those times when the Armands use 
their cottage. Even accounting for this, 
their deductions come to a tidy sum. 
Finally, their property has appreciated 
considerably. If they chose to sell today. 
they could wipe out the mortgage. pay the

The Armands and thousands of other 
second-home owners clear a small profit 
on their investment. Some are content 
simply to reduce expenses. Mae Hall Me- 
Cabe. Inc., a Realtor handling vacation 
properties in Rehoboth Beach, Del., since 
1956, rents the typical beach house for 
one or two months during the summer. 


One $45,000 beach property, for example,

costs its owner around $4000 a year in 
amortization, taxes. insurance, and main- 
tenance. For rentals in July and August, 
the owner nets—after the rental commis- 
sion—about $2400, which his 
monthly bill below $140. 

How do you go about setting up a 


drops 


rental arrangement? The simplest way 
is to work through the real estate firm 
that sold you the house. Nearly all the 
firms located in resort areas would agree 
to rent your second home for a ten pera 
cent commission—about standard. A 
number of agents will go one step further 
and manage your property, which means 
renting, running, and keeping up the 
house in your absence. The fee is usually 
two to five percent of the rental price. 

A relatively new turn in resort develop- 
ment—the total community—offers own- 
ers what is perhaps the most relaxed way 
to manage a vacation home (as well as an 
enticing way to spend a vacation). Such 
areas as Pajaro Dunes (90 miles scuth of 
San Francisco), Beech Mountain, N.C., or 
Sunriver, near Bend. Ore., contain a mix 
of single-family houses, townhouses. mo- 
tels. apartments, and a dazzling array of 
recreational facilities. A manager and 
staff provide rental. maintenance, and 
housekeeping service, if desired. 

In Pajaro Dunes. for example, houses 
bring anywhere from $90 to $180 for a 
weekend. and from $200 to $500 a week 
during the height of the season, which is 
August and September there. Dunes man- 
agement charges the owner five percent 
of the rental fee, plus a $15 housecleaning 
fee each time the houses change hands. 
All owners pay $40 a month to the As- 
sociation of Homeowners to keep up the 
roads and public facilities. 

Or. for the family outside Chicago with 
designs on establishing an income-bear- 
ing property somewhere in the Florida 
Keys. there is Previews, Inc.. a New York 


Realtor which describes itself as “the na- 








tional real estate clearinghouse.” A visit 
to a Previews office—there’s one in Chi- 
cago—would disclose to this family homes 
ranging from modest through elegant to 
fabulous in every portion of the U.S. and 
many posh locations around the world. 
Vacation homes come in all sizes and 
prices. Some of the best getaway homes 
listed by Previews run easily into six fig- 
ures. On the other end of the scale is a 
tiny but complete house called “The Nut- 
shell.” for sale by Acorn Structures at 
$4950. less foundation and site work 
(House Beautiful. February, 1968). In 
between are a wide range of houses cost- 
ing generally somewhat less than the price 
for the same square-footage in a year- 
round house. Most owners are content to 
live with less finish work in a second 
home. In fact, ‘some are quite happy in 
log cabins—modern, precut or prefabri- 
cated versions of early settlers’ homes. 
Taking a clear look at the advantages, 
second-home owners nearly always talk 
about the freedom a getaway house gives 
them. Their

furniture. There’s a more relaxed attitude 
toward decorating, and at the same time 
a spur to experiment with bold colors and 
eclectic collections. And there are the pos- 
sible financial benefits outlined above. 
On the not-so-appealing side, there is 
the danger of damage to an unoccupied 
house from fire, weather, or vandals. This 
risk is reduced, of course, by making 
some kind of arrangement for caretaking 
(see “How to keep up a vacation house 
when you're not there.” House Beautiful. 
October, 1969). And families who rent 
their beach and lake cottages admit they 
feel slightly restricted by the need to keep 
the house looking nice for the tenants. 


Finally, while fire and liability insurance 


costs about the same for a second home 
as for a first, some kinds of insurance are 
difficult to secure. For example, insurance 
against water and wind damage is virtu- 
ally impossible to obtain for a house in 
the usual hurricane paths. 

But the total picture is far more favor- 
able than unfavorable. And since the sin- 
gle-family second home is still first in 
sheer numbers, other forms of vacation 
investment are usually measured against 
it, as they will be below. 





To be precise, not all resort condomini- 
ums are made up of townhouses (at- 
tached dwellings). Many are built as 
apartments, and some as_ single-family 
homes. Moreover, not all condominiums 
are, by legal definition, condominiums. 
But since most resort condominiums are 
townhouses and since nearly all unreg- 
istered condominiums are formed and op- 
erated in the same way as the real thing, 
we ll stick to the heading as a means of 
separating this style of vacation living. 
When you buy into a condominium. 
duck 


That's the core of the program, and to 


you out of maintenance chores. 
anyone headed for a vacation, the concept 
is most appealing. Well, you don’t duck 
all chores. Unless you sign up for maid 
service—which is available in many re- 
sort communities—you ll have to make 
your own beds and wash your own dishes. 
But everything outside the townhouse— 
roads, lawns, tennis courts, swimming 
pools. shrubbery, house siding and roof- 
ing. driveways, golf courses, marinas, and 
so on are generally cared for by the con- 
You buy and 


dominium management. 


own the townhouse (or apartment or sin- 
gle-family dwelling) outright, and_ the 
land around the house and all facilities 
within the complex are owned jointly by 
all the members of the community. 

Typical are townhouses at Granliden- 
on-Sunapee, \.H. For $36,900, buyers get 
a fee title (or absolute ownership) to a 
handsome four-bedroom two-bath town- 
house. and 1/125th of the land, roads, 
nine-hole golf course, swimming beach, 
tennis courts, boat docks and stables. Ski 
runs and other winter sports are close by. 
Each owner pays a $200 annual fee for 
common facilities maintenance. Assuming 
they financed the house (70 percent mort- 
gages at about nine percent interest), 
their annual costs run in the neighbor- 
hood of $4500. If they choose to rent. 
annual income can run up to $5000 (rent- 
ing winter and summer). Granliden man- 
agement handles the details. 

While 


tracts leave you the option of renting or 


most condominium-style con- 
not renting. some specifically state that 
you must rent for at least a portion of the 
year. A case in point: the Sunriver town- 
houses. 23 buildings containing 77 two- 
and three-bedroom units. Although each 
unit was sold privately, the space is used 
in somewhat the same way as a motel. 
Built around a $1,700,000 lodge contain- 
ing management offices, restaurant, golf- 
pro shop, banquet and meeting rooms, 
the condominiums sold for $35,000 up. 
fully equipped with furniture, bedding, 
dishes, and cooking utensils. 

Owners derive 60 percent of the income 
from rentals and Sunriver keeps 40 per- 
cent. The owners can use their own quar- 
ters, of course, but they must give Sun- 
river 90 days’ notice. All of which makes 
this more an investment than personal va- 
cation property, but certainly no less at- 
tractive. The units were sold out before 
completion, and no doubt one of the 
main reasons (Continued on page 129)

Light-filled, inviting, and wrapped around some 
pleasant spatial surprises, this carefully detailed 
and wonderfully secluded house is on a half-acre lot in 
Amagansett, Long Island. Preferring privacy and a 
glimpse of the ocean to an overview of the surround- 
ing houses—also on half-acre lots—the owners 
asked Architects Julian and Barbara Neski of New 
York to design an inner-directed home.

And look, no barbecue! It must be 
another place, another time, another 
world. It is, unbelievably, Connecticut, 
but Artist Ilse Getz (who is also Mrs. 
Gibson Danes) has brought to this New 
England setting and house a special 
European character. Even the landscape, 
eight unmanicured acres of shrubbery 
and flowers, is curiously European. In 
the middle of a forest on the property 
there is, suddenly, a park that takes you 
back to a small town in Germany, 
where Mrs. Danes was born. When the 
trees bloom around the house in May 
—complete and treasured privacy. 

“It’s very lonely in America unless 
you create your environment,” she says 
in a soft German accent. “If this place 
seems different, perhaps what you feel is 
the influence of European peasant 


houses. That’s what I like—in the 





country, anyway.” The Daneses, who 
now live in the house seven months a 
year and weekends whenever possible, 
plan eventually to give up their apartment 
in New York City and live here year 
round. He is Dean of Visual Arts at a new 
state university in nearby Purchase. 
Their daughter and son-in-law and their 
two small children have just finished 
a contemporary house on the property. 
Great energy and authority and a flair 
that many European women seem to 
have are behind this relaxing ambiance. 
Guests may sit wherever they like—on 


one of three terraces, under a tree, or on 
a raft on the millpond with a highball. 

Today—it’s not a special day—Mrs. 
Danes’s young family will bring their 
architect and his wife out to the house 
for lunch. “We eat outside whenever 
the weather permits.’ Because it’s 
unusually hot and there is a breeze at 
the pond, the table is set by the water. 
A floral linen cloth, oversize wine 
goblets, silver. (No plastic glasses, no 
paper plates.) Cold poached salmon, 
which even the three-year-old 
grandson enjoys, salad, French bread, 
large fresh strawberries from a farm 
down the road, a Brie brought from the 
city. “We all like to eat well, but I try 
to keep it simple so I can work in my 
studio and go swimming several times a 
day.” (Earlier in the morning, she was 
busy in the kitchen preparing a 
goulash for the evening meal.) “Oh, I 
like to cook—at times. Everything’s 
good as long as it’s not a routine.” 

The studio, which the Daneses 
designed together, is the only major 
architectural addition to their house. “It 
has marvelous plastic bubbles in the 
ceiling—they even open up.” These, and 
the sliding glass doors that lead to a 
terrace, provide all the light in the 
studio. Walls are left bare to make space 
for her paintings. “I’m considered a 
painter, you know, but these days 
painters do many things. I work with 
objects that I find, often in antique shops. 
I use these materials for assemblages,” 

The artist’s touch of grace and 
authority is everywhere within the house. 
Tiny compositions. Flowers perfectly 
arranged. Even the prosaics—magazines, 
for instance—seem to fall perfectly into 
place. “I come from Bavaria, and 
that’s where this whole look 
comes from. We’re always working on 
the house—there’s just no end to it.”

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On a finger of sandy soil jutting into 
Barnegat Bay, N.J.. this deceptively simple 
house proving a joy to live in, around, 
and on for the Alex Herskovitzes and their 
four children. How it got that way is a 
credit to Architect Myron Henry Goldfin- 


ger, who translated “four bedrooms, two 


baths, kitchen, living/dining area, plenty 


of storage space, and please keep the cost 


low,” into a spare house that employs 
every board, panel, block, and window in 
its day-to-day function. There no waste 
motion in the design.

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[. The right to say “‘none of 

your business.” Something is missing 
from American life that is fast making it 
not worth living: the right to say “none 
of your business.” Without boundaries 
beyond which the private self may not be 
intruded upon, we lack definition, and the 
undefined person is no person, a nothing. 
That is precisely what is happening, a 
subtle and terrible shift of democratic 
emphasis wherein institutions are free but 
individuals are not. 

[t is startling to note that in all the great 
documents of freedom, from the Magna 
Carta to the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights, the right to privacy is 
nowhere specifically stated, though it 
underlies all the others; the right to speak 
and write; to worship and learn: to work, 
assemble, move about, hold property, and 
so on. Equally unstated are the reverse 
privileges to remain silent, aloof, atheist, 
unemployed, and live in a cave. 

Privacy is the right not to be compelled 
against one’s own soul, and the framers of 
documents took it as granted that their 
purpose was to ensure that right. But 
seemingly the soul is obsolete, and a 
private will is antisocial, therefore 
suspicious. Documents do not create 
liberty, they only record and affirm it. 
Liberty exists, if at all, in the hearts and 
minds of men, and it is there it is threatened. 

We are plagued by door-to-door 
salesmen, telephone solicitors, junk mail, 
unwanted merchandise, transistor radios; 
tribal chant commercials that play back in 
one’s head; endless forms to fill out; 


microphones stuck in one’s face at 


moments of crisis; unsolicited credit cards and one’s name sold 
without consent to mailing lists for the benefit of those who would 
put their foot in our doors via the mailbox for the purpose of 
selling their wares or ideologies. We are scrutinized by TV 
monitors——sometimes announced, sometimes not—in stores, 


banks, at highway tollgates, hotel registration desks, almost any 


transaction point where money changes hands. Uncornted 


millions are poured into motivational research to sell products not 
because they are needed or wanted, although they may be, but

Any schoolboy can show you how to tap a telephone line. In 
physical fact, every operator and repairman could listen to any 
phone call. With over 350 million calls a day, few hove the time 
or interest to spare, but the facility exists. We are all potential 
sitting ducks for unfriendly snooping neighbors. Other forms of 
electronic snooping have attained science-fiction proportions 
—miniscule transmitters. in‘rared cameras, tiny wide-angle lenses, 
one-way mirrors. lie detectors, “truth” drugs, and much else. (The 
use of these tactics in cases of national security is a separate issue. ) 

An even more insidious device is the so-called personality test, 
quasi-legitimate meddling with opinion, habits, taste, morals, 
faith. These tests are not examinations of ability, but demands for 
a “correct” predetermined personality, an elusive item that 
psychology says does not even exist as an entity, yet presumes to 
test for somebody else’s convenience—an employer’s, the 
government's, a university's, a church’s. 

The most fiendish element in all this is that it uses us against 
ourselves. Fierce pressures raise doubts about even the desire for ; 
privacy, and hint of psychological sickness or dark plots. Any 
reserve, from a refusal to tell all to strangers at a “sensitivity 
group’ to a balking at sex questions on a personality test, suggests 
that one has something to hide. Thus we get the weird phenomenon 
of self-destruction of privacy. Opinion-poll companies report that 
the eagerness of Americans to blurt out the most intimate details 
of their lives has risen steadily over the past 25 years, and TV 
watchers have witnessed actual pleasure on the faces of dupes who 
have just learned they were caught off-guard by a candid camera. 

The reasons for invading privacy have not changed, only the 
scope and technology of doing so, and the relevant question is, as it 
has always been, who profits? Two things move men to manipulate 
others: money and power. The day of unchallenged personal 
fortunes is waning, but corporate fortunes, governmental and 
industrial, have never been so vast. Managing them is heady stuff 
at either end: getting it in or spending it. Alternatively, there is 
nothing quite so pleasant as being in the driver’s seat, having 
power over who gets the job, the bank loan, scholarship, 
promotion, security clearance.

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Exhibit A of psychological maneuvering. “Confidential” is in 
capital letters, like the emphasis in a child’s storybook. The 
specific law is named for the citizen’s obligation, but only a 
general reference to law binding the government employee. The 
first half of the statement containing the citizen’s responsibility is 
in boldface type: the rest is much lighter. “Statistical purposes” 
are no guarantee of privacy. They may leave the individual alone 
but powerfully affect the general social life, and thus the climate in 
which the individual lives: but this is obscured. The census will 
publish and put on tape the information amassed. Who is kidding 
whom? A census, a nose-count, is required by the Constitution for 
fair representation, but let us not lie to ourselves about its 
confidentiality or possible derivative uses. The Census Bureau 
employs 2381 people in Washington alone. 

Assurances mean little. Last spring a presidential aide 
demanded and received the income-tax returns of nine people, for 
unstated reasons. When this became known, the ensuing flap 
turned up a disquieting looseness in handling such requests. 
Theoretically, the President's office can examine any tax returns, 
but since there are no stated procedures for exactly what purpose 
or under what circumstances, they are, as one Representative put 
it, “handed around in a very slipshod manner.” An investigation 
is under way to tighten up the laws. 

Some people dismiss privacy as an unattainable ideal in any 
case. or submit to prying on the grounds that they are innocent 
and have nothing to hide. This, too, is a critical shift in democratic 
thinking. The original idea was that one is assumed to be innocent 
until proved guilty. Obviously, the heritage of egalitarianism on 
one hand and individual worth on the other is a paradox. The 
balance between them is never static, nor ought it to be. but to 
resign from either completely would quite simply destroy the 
nation as it was originally conceived. 

Privacy is not simply a luxury. “Without privacy.” wrote Dr. 
Leontine Young in Life Among the Giants, “there is no 
individuality. There are only types.” Robert Frost said, “Going 
home from company means coming to our senses.” Edward Shils 
says in The Torments of Secrecy, “Democracy could not function 
if politics and the state of the social order were always on 
everyone's mind. If most men, most of the time, regarded 
themselves as their brother-citizens’ keepers, freedom, which 
flourishes in the indifference of privacy, would be abolished.” 

We must have privacy for psychic balance; for self-realization 
and self-continuity, which is identity: for relief from stimulation: 
for creative thinking—which always begins in contrariness: for 
the long pull away from heteronomy to autonomy—which is the 
goal of life. Without it we are a nation of infants. units. cogs. 
impersonal globs, planned for. managed, manipulated. Somebody 
somewhere has to make choices and decisions. If we surrender 
these to computers and authorities. we are letting somebody else 
determine what is “good” for us, as a whole and as individuals. 

Non-literate societies seem to need less privacy than more 
developed societies, but all the 3,000 to 4,000 cultures that have 
existed on the earth have provided for some measure of privacy. 
Masks, veils, fans, dark glasses, paint. the “poker face.” manners, 
customs, ritual seclusion, formal behavior patterns are all shields 
against too many eyes and ears. They are safety valves restricting 


the flow of information about anyone and leaving in his hands the 





decision of how much to reveal. to whom. and when—the timing of 
it. Any diplomat can tell you that timing can be all-important. 

Nobody can dis-invent computers or waft away the problems 
arising from increasing numbers and crowded living. But we can 
demand the right to know the price we are paying for every 
advance, and to sometimes say, no. the price is too high. It has 
been done very recently. There is a bill in Cong~ess. passed by the 
Senate, pending in the House. to ban the issuance of unrequested 
credit cards and to limit liability if credit cards are lost or stolen. 
Another bill would protect the consumer against “arbitrary, 
erroneous or malicious” credit information. There are recorded 
instances of guiltless people whose very careers have been 
threatened because a slip of one computer, compounded by other 
computers, labeled them as financial risks. Anyone who has had to 
deal with a bill or a bank statement when a computer went awry 
can understand how this can happen—and the sense of human 
helplessness that goes with it. 

Public outcry curtailed the types of questions on the 1970 census

Whenever such a voice is raised, both | 





government and commercial firms react with injured innocence,

claiming their intentions are misunderstood. But intention has | 
never been a very great safeguard. Every taxpayer now has an 


identifying number, something we once regarded with horror. The 
intention is not evil, but we ought at least to be aware of the 
dangers in such dehumanization and take what measures we can 
against them. What prevents someone with less pure intentions 
from seizing the machinery one day? 





If amassing information is inescapable, we can seek strong legal 
protection against its misuse. Professor Alan F. Westin at Columbia | 
suggests an effective one of forbidding all future access to 
information to any miscreant person or agency. We could limit the 





purchase of electronic snooping devices now openly peddled to 
anyone. We need a law establishing right of access to one’s own ‘ 
dossier. and to challenge it in court if necessary. Possibly there 
could be a statute of limitations on derogatory information. a kind 
of “fresh start” clause. One might suggest, not entirely 


whimsically, a personality test for those who conceive or 





administer personality tests to others. 
Any or all these improvements call for a careful redefinition of it 

privacy. One critical matter is choice. As long as there are readily 

available alternatives, one is not compelled. Another element is 





awareness. We are still quite safe from physical search and 
seizure, but we are being seduced into psychological and mental 
nakedness. Another factor is pinpointing the invader. Any bill of 
rights is meant to protect ordinary people against holders of 
power. These holders shift from time to time. and we must be sure 
our safeguards shift with them. 

Americans are not apt to cede their privacy to any central 
authority by design. But in our zeal for efficiency, bigness. and 
technology, confusing public weal with private freedom. we are 


perilously close to surrendering privacy by default. 
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Il. Noise—the sound 
nobody asks for. Noise is not 
only a nuisance; it is a thief that 
syphons off thought, feeling, time. 
desire. Take these away. or deplete them, and what is left? A 
body, a not-quite-human being animated by code signals. We are 
so steeped in a thick soup of noise that people have been known to 
weep, shake, stutter, and otherwise behave like men with combat 
fatigue when exposed to plain quiet—not laboratory-induced 
silence but ordinary country quiet or their own homes with radio 
and TV turned off. Stillness is so rare that it keeps some people 
awake, and a whole new industry has grown up to produce “white” 
sound, a low-pitched murmur that will put you to sleep or settle 
your nerves so that you can sleep. That far have we been 
conditioned to demand the very assault upon our senses that 
menaces full-scale personality. We have begun to equate noise 
with success, importance, events. the greater good. 

A new restaurant on the West Coast made the near-fatal mistake 
of not providing enough clatter, though the food, service, and 
surroundings were all superb. As one customer said, “It was so 
quiet it gave me the jumps.” Another explained, “Without music 
to drown out conversations, people spontaneously dropped their 
voices, and the resultant hush was gloomy.” To protect their 
investment, the owners had to install piped music. 

In Harlem a man teaching remedial reading discovered that his 
pupils were neither stubborn nor slow-witted, but literally did not 
hear him. Bombarded from infancy by ghetto cacophony, they 
early learned in self-defense to stop their ears. It wasn’t rational 
but instinctive; as babies they could not have slept without this 
ability, and without sleep they would die. Tests showed there was 
nothing wrong with their hearing as such—though Dr. Samuel 
Rosen, consulting ear surgeon at New York’s Mount Sinai 
Hospital, believes, with others, that the racket of industrial 
societies is slowly eroding our hearing. In the deep quiet of Africa 
he has found stone-age tribes where aural deficiencies are 
unknown. In Toward A Quieter City, the report of Mayor 
Lindsay’s Task Force on Noise Control in New York City, the 
medical findings indicate that noise plays havoc with the nervous 
system, accounting for fatigue, irritability, anxiety, and tension. 

In or out of ghettos, the din increases daily. Even at night, 
urban man lives with a decibel rate that ought to be torture, and 
would be forbidden by law if it were inflicted selectively. Because 
it intrudes on all indiscriminately, we bow to it as a kind of 
cockeyed democracy. In the name of progress—nobody asks 
toward what—we endure air hammers, electric chain saws, pile 
drivers (somewhat muffled at last), blasting, hooters, sirens, 
trafiic—auntil mind and body spend themselves in resisting noise 
rather than doing their proper work of creating and enjoying. 

The accumulating racket of trash collection, air conditioners. 


dynamos, steam clanging into pipes, is dismissed as an 


inescapable by-product of “better living.” Thin walls give tenants 
four more inches of space—and also save them the cost of a hi-fi 
set if they happen to like their neighbor’s taste in music. They had 
also better like the hour he draws his bath and the one his alarm 
clock rings, his jokes, quarrels, lovemaking, and parties. 

Piped-in music has of course reached the saturation point. We 
get canned violins along with canned vegetables in supermarkets: 
in banks, restaurants, lobbies. elevators, art galleries, airports, and 


" planes the instant they touch ground; in hospitals, factories, 


funeral homes, beauty salons, department stores, ball parks, 
swimming pools, skating rinks, doctors’ offices, and accompanying 
the stalactites in the Carlsbad Caverns and other tourist scenery. 
Even some schools and brokerage firms are wired for steady 
music, on the theory that what is good for milk production in a 
dairy barn is good for grades and stock sales. At least, that is the 
sort of answer one gets if one asks for a reason. Whether this is 
also good for students or salesmen is beside the point. One Wall 
Street executive explained that continuous music provided an 
effective jam against potential bugging by rival firms. He saw 


. 


nothing odd in resisting one invasion of privacy by promulgating 
another. Itis claimed that background music, set at a 
psychologically determined “distract but not interfere” volume 
promotes privacy by diverting the attention of people at nearby 
desks. This is a junior-executive version of the jamming theory. 
On the same theory, slightly derailed, some dentists provide music 
to have your teeth drilled by, hopefully to distract and interfere. 

All this is patently anti-people and pro-stuff, which we would see 
at once and fight to a finish if we were not deafened by catchwords 
and crowd values. If the gross national product is rising, we ‘ 
sidestep the facts that spirits are withering. If a sufficient number 
of dwellings is built each year, does it really matter that they do 
not keep out noise? (Thin walls are so standard that one firm has 
a series of TV commercials where people find a neighbor facing 
them in their medicine cabinets. ) 

If our hearing is being destroyed, think of the marvelous ability 
to make miniscule hearing aids. That’s American know-how; you 
can't beat it. Yet this same ingenuity did not cope with sonic boom 
before the huge transports were put in the air on a “nothing can be 
done” rationale. If, like the Harlem children, we are blunting our 
sensibilities for sheer survival, most sounds do not utilize the full 
range of the human ear, anyway. You don’t need good hearing for 
canned music, for example, because the recording doesn’t capture 
overtones. and nobody can hear what isn’t there. 

Forced listening results in a softening of attention so that we will 
listen to anything, and only half-know we are doing it. It disposes 
us to accept the political innuendo; to buy the product: to vote the 
slogan; to seek the hopped-up good time; to fear the company of 
our own thoughts and thus, ultimately, to fear thought itself—to 
find it off-beat at best and dangerous at worst. That way lies 
madness—and subjection, a world out of rational control. 


HOW CAN YOU FIGHT BACK 


The best attack is the direct one—complain, complain, 
complain whenever there is someone to complain to. The 
most effective rebuff to commercial interests that infringe 
on your privacy ts simply not to patronize them—but let 
them know why. Demand that your name be removed 
from mailing lists you don’t want to be on. Toss out un- 
solicited merchandise—you ve no obligation to acknowl- 
edge, buy, or return it. Press for protective legislation, 


from grass-roots to Washington. It may be necessary to 
start your own organization of concerned individuals, as 
Robert Alex Baron did in inaugurating the fight against 
noise pollution in New York City. The resultant group. 
Citizens for a Quieter City, has played no small part 
towards the establishment of the city’s new Bureau of 
Noise Abatement, which, with federal aid, may pilot a 
formula for noise control in all cities countrywide. 
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Utilitarian, workable, practical—but also sleek enough 
to double as accessories for kitchen wall, cabinet shelf. 
or buffet table. These nine household items were among 
31 honored this year in the biennial design competition of 
the National Housewares Manufacturers Assn. Selected 
from 300,000 products in 12 varied categories. the winners 
ranged from an omelet pan to an outdoor grill.

Stuffed Eggs 


To hard-cook eggs. place the 
eggs in a saucepan deep enough 
to accommodate them without 
crowding and add enough cold 
water to cover the eggs by at 
least a generous inch. Place 
saucepan over a high heat and 
when the water reaches a rolling 
boil (212° on a thermometer), 
take the pan off the heat, cover, 
and allow the eggs to stand for 
15 minutes. Plunge the eggs im- 
mediately into cold water to stop 
the cooking and to forestall a 
black ring forming around the 
yolk. 

Note: Today's eggs are so fresh 
it is advisable to take them out 
of the refrigerator and allow 
them to stand at room tempera- 
ture at least 8 hours or overnight 
before hard-cooking, thus making 
them easier to shell once they 
are cooked. 

To shell the eggs, crackle the 
shell gently on a flat surface or 
with the back of a spoon, taking 
care not to break the egg itself. 
Pull off the shell and membrane, 
dipping the egg into cold water 
if necessary to help ease the 
shell off. 

To make the stuffing: 

Cut 6 hard-cooked, shelled eggs 
in half either the long way or 
across. Lift out the yolks and 
push through a fine sieve. Mix 
with 2 or 3 tablespoons of may- 
onnaise, a dash of French mus- 
tard, a few chopped chives, and 
some minced parsley. Taste tor 
seasoning. The stuffing may need 
salt and/or pepper. Fill each of 
the whites carefully. Place in a 
flat container and cover securely 
with Saran or foil.

A WINE-LOVER? 
TOUR 
OF THE 
RHONE 


(In our July issue, Roy Andries 
de Groot described the wines of 
the Loire. This month, he travels 
the valley of the Rhone, covering 
another group of wines not yet 
so well-known here.) 


From Tours, central city of the 
Loire, we traveled to Avignon, 
where I was to begin a south-to- 
north tasting tour of the Rhone 
Valley. Two days of easy cross- 
country driving brought us within 
sight, just as the sun was setting, 
of the Palace of the Popes, rising 
spectacularly on its hilltop in the 
center of the town. 

As soon as we parked the car 
and I stepped out, I knew that I 
was in “Le Midi.” A blustering, 
slashing wind caught the car door 
and slammed it back against me. 
I had to brace myself as I stood 
up. Le mistral was blowing in full 
force, as it has been doing prob- 
ably for millions of years, from 
north to south down the Rhone 
Valley, across Provence and out 
into the Mediterranean. Le mis- 
tral may blow continuously for 
three days, or six, or nine, then 
stop as suddenly as it began. No 
one can predict when it will start 
up again. It is part of the ambi- 
ance, part of the life, part of the 
landscape—all the olive trees 
lean the same way. 


The beginning 


I began my vinous investiga- 
tions by checking in at the fine 
Auberge de Noves, a few miles 
south of Avignon, where the 
owner, Robert Lalleman, has 
amassed an all-embracing cellar 
of the best of Rhone wines. To go 
with them the chef prepares some 
magnificent examples of the 
specialties of Provence. There was 
a memorable wild duck baked en 
papillote, in a sealed paper case, 
and served with a highly aro- 
matic “Sauce des Parfums de 
Provence.” It was accompanied 
by three kinds of wild Provencal 
mushrooms: chanterelles,  gris- 
dtres, and morilles. 

The tasting began with a sys- 
tematic exploration of the lightest 
and least expensive Rhone reds 
and whites which come from 
more than a hundred village 
communities on both sides of the 
river. They are labeled simply 
“Cotes du Rhone,” with no par-

ticular geographical definition. 
There is also a superior quality 
label fixed by Jaw three years 
ago, “Cotes du Rhone Villages,” 
which means a blended wine from 
a group of 14 favored villages. 
Finally, if the wine comes from 
within a single village, it may 
legally be labeled with the name 
of the village—for example, 
“Cotes du Rhone Gigondas.” 
Gigondas, Vacqueyras, Laudun, 
and Vinsobres are among the 
best. I found these wines lighter 
than they used to be—more in 
tune with modern tastes, perhaps 
more like Beaujolais—but still 
with the faraway bouquet and 
flavor of wild plums. They are ex- 
ported to the U.S. in substantial 
quantities, and many of them are 
among the best wine values. 

For almost half that night I > 
was kept awake, not by the wine 
I had drunk, but by the violent 
bursts of le mistral, slapping and 
shaking the Auberge as if trying 
to knock it down. Toward morn- 
ing I fell asleep and woke to find 
brilliant sunshine, the marvelous 
early-morning smell of aromatic 
herbs growing in the garden out- 
side—and silence. Le mistral had 
gone. 

We went back into Avignon 
and visited Pierre Ligier, the 
director of the local wine growers* 
and shippers committee. We 
passed the remains of the old 
Pont d’Avignon (known to chil- 
dren everywhere by the song), 
crossed the river on the new 
bridge, and climbed up five miles 
to the village, which is the home of 
the world’s most famous (and, in 
my opinion, the best) rosé, Tavel. 


The climate’s effect 


The slopes that surround the 
village of Tavel are dry and dusty 
—almost as if they had been 
burned by the hot Midi sun— 
with some of the austerity of a 
Spanish landscape. In such a 
place one obviously needs a fruity, 
refreshing wine, and .| was soon 
drinking Tavel with one of the 
men who make it, Armand Maby, 
the president of the committee 
of Tavel growers. 

We lunched in the tiny village 
at the Hostellerie du Seigneur. 
The hors d’oeuvre had the slightly 
unappetizing name of “Terrine 
de Body,” but turned out to be a 














delightful mixture of smoky bacon 
and veal, in a red wine aspic. 
Then came a superb presentation 
of the local river fish, the Jotte, 
with rice and a lemon-saffron 
sauce. 

We tasted a wide sweep of the 
Tavel rosés which certainly do 
not, as is often inaccurately sug- 
gested, “go with anything.” They 
are strong, sunny wines, and they 
are just as likely to dominate a 
dish of gentle food as would a 
red wine. Tavels are in a class 
by themselves (unlike other rosés ) 
with dominant character, much 
depth of flavor and great strength, 
able to stand up to highly aromat- 
ic foods. Tavels, in genera}, do not 
age well. They are at their best 
from two to four years old. After 
five years, they begin to decline 
and the fresh bite leaves them. 
To prove the point, Armand Maby 
had brought along a ten-year-old 
Tavel from his own cellar and it 
was, expectedly, now rather bland 
and dull. It had grown old with- 
out achieving dignity. Yet a Tavel 
of the right age and from the 
right producer is a fine wine, 
beautiful in color, lovely to drink 
ice-cold on a hot day. 


Chateauneuf-du-Pape 


We drove down the hill to the 
river, crossed it at Roquemaure 
and climbed up the steep slope 
on the far side to the wine village 
with the name known to wine 
lovers all over the world, Cha- 
teauneuf-du-Pape. The name, of 
course, comes from the time in 
the 14th Century when Pope 
Clement V moved his headquar- 
ters from Rome to Avignon. His 
main palace was on the hilltop 
in the center of the city, but in 
hot weather he lived in the sum- 
mer palace he built on a cooler 
hilltop ten miles to the north. 
The local residents dubbed this 
the “new chateau of the Pope,” 
or Chateauneuf-du-Pape. The vil- 
lage and its surrounding complex 
of vineyards are extraordinary in 
at least two ways—one very old, 
the other quite revolutionary. 

No one now knows who first 
planted vines on these hillsides. 
He must have been a man of fan- 
tastic vision. What could pos- 
sibly grow on these apparently 
arid slopes? The vineyards are 
still unbelievable today. I walked 


out between the vines. Beneath 
my feet there was nothing but 
smoothly rounded brown stones, 
varying in size from large baked 
potatoes to footballs, with no earth 
between them. It was like walking 
along a rocky beach. I pulled 
away some of the stones around 
the base of one vine. The stem 
—somewhat thicker than my 
thumb—went straight down for 
three feet between the stones be- 
fore it found earth to spread its 
roots. All day. under the Midi 
sun, these stones absorb the heat. 
All night they feed it back into 
the vines. This is the real secret 
of the richness and power of 
Chateauneuf-du-Pape wines. 


A change in technique 


This same richness and power 
is now the cause of the 20th-cen- 
tury Chateauneuf-du-Pape revo- 
lution. For many years people 
have said that the wines were 
too strong. They have been called 
“wines of the sun,” or “warm- 
ing winter wines,” but none of 
the cliché names could hide the 
fact that they were too strong in 
alcohol for the comfort of some 
drinkers. Now, in Chateauneuf, 
there is a group of young Turk 
winegrowers. led by 27-year-old 
Paul Coulon, owner of the Do- 
maine du Beaurenard, who _ be- 
lieve that they can do something 
about it by new techniques of 
pressing and fermenting grapes. 

For two hours, I sat on the 
hard top of a barrel in Paul Cou- 
lon’s cellar, while he talked a 
mile a minute and handed me 
glass after glass of extraordinary 
wines. He was as excited as a 
scientist announcing a_ world- 
shaking discovery. 

The changes in technique, too 
detailed to describe here, are 
all aimed at speeding up the 
aging process. A wine that used 
to take ten years to develop can 
now be ready for drinking in 
three, thus keeping the taste of 
the fruit. One of the new tricks is 
to put whole bunches of grapes, 
uncrushed, into the fermenting 
liquid. These whole berries, like 
bursting “time capsules,” keep ad- 
ding fresh new juice as the fer- 
mentation continues, giving the 
finished wine its freshness and 
lightness. The wines I tasted had

5. Travel trailers, campers, and 
campsites 


Camping is getting more com- 
fortable all the time. Though 
there are still a number of people 
who equate camping with tents, 


open fires and bedrolls, most 
campers now carry the conve- 
niences of home with them. 


Travel trailers and camping trail- 
ers—those rectangular metal 
boxes on wheels that open up and 
fold out to make a rather pleasant 
shelter—are towed behind a stan- 
dard car.

coin-op laundries, and_ similar 
niceties of suburban life. Stop- 
over fees run from about $2 to $8 
a night.

body. When everything arrives 
at the site, the bed of the truck 
could be jacked up and _ its 
wheels removed. The — truck 
body frame thus becomes the 
house frame, meant to fit over 
a pier, pole or conventional 
slab foundation. To assemble 
the house. workmen would re- 
move the prisms, bolt them to 
the frame and hook up water 
supply, drain and utility lines. 
An entire house, prefinished 
and to a considerable extent, 
prefurnished, could be shipped 
in one truckload. The frame 
and prisms would fit just as 
easily on a railroad flatcar or 
floating barge, if shipment by 
rail or water turned out to be 
less expensive. 

The parts are designed to be 
interchangeable. First, this 
means that a house could be 
enlarged simply by extending 
the frame and bolting on more 
prisms.

1. Privately insured loans 


Most lenders will approve a mort- 
gage no higher than 80 percent, 
and many put the limit at 75 or 
even 70 percent of appraised 
value. 

If 70, 75 or 80 percent means 
that you face a higher down pay- 
ment than you can handle com- 
fortably, ask the lender to submit 
your application for insurance to 
cover the difference between, say, 
75 percent and 90 percent. the 
limit for private insurers. If the 
application is approved, the lend- 
er draws up a 90 percent mort- 
gage, confident now that if you 
should default, the insurer will 
pay them the balance between 90 
and 75 percent. 

You pay a fee for the insur- 
ance, just as you would for an 
FHA or VA-insured loan. How- 
ever, private rates are generally 
lower than government rates. For 
example, FHA charges % of 1 
percent over the life of the loan, 
while MGIC (Mortgage Guaranty. 
Insurance Corp., the largest of 
the private insurers) charges a 
flat fee of 2 percent, or Y of | 
percent for the first year, and 
14 of 1 percent for the next nine 
years. For more information, you 
might write MGIC at 600 Marine 
Plaza, Milwaukee, Wis.

5. Trading 


Suppose you're ready to buy a 
new house but not altogether sure 
you can sell your present home. 
Many home builders are willing 
to take your home in trade for 
one of their new models. The fi- 
nancing of your purchase of the 
builder’s home is part of the to- 
tal arrangement. As a rule, the 
builder appraises your home, then 
gives you a firm offer that usually 
ranges from 10 to 20 percent 
less than his appraised value. He 
generally gives you 90 days to sell 


the house. If your home remains: 


unsold at the end of the 90 days, 
then he guarantees to pick it up 
at the price he had offered. 

\ Washingtonian who recently 
went through the experience sold 
his house before the 90-day peri- 
od ended. But even though the 
builder’s price was $3.000 under 
the figure he finally received, he 
had felt secure knowing the build- 
er was sure to purchase his home. 
“Tt would have been worth losing 
the $3,000 to avoid being saddled 
with two monthly mortgage pay- 
ments,” he said. 

Even long-distance trade-ins 
are possible. There are Realtors 
who specialize in house-trading, 
and nearly all Realtors have 
traded at least a few houses. If

The curlers, conveniently mounted be- 
hind the mirror, are all heated at the same time by sealed 
heating elements. When one is removed at the bottom, an- 
other drops down, ready to use. By the time you've put on 
your makeup, the hair-set is complete and you're ready to go. 
The Lady Norelco Crowning Beauty model has 24 curlers 
in three sizes and the Tiara model 20 curlers.

Sunbeam’s Quick Mist Hair Curler kit is designed espe- 
cially for color-treated or bleached hair, although its misty 
principles should benefit hair in its natural state. The 
mist set works by steam-heating roilers, thus adding moisture 
when hair is rolled.

in Seandinavia. The 

countries that set 
the standard for sculptured 
wood furniture are now re- 
2 sponding to Italy’s sensuous 
foam forms and molded modu- 
lar plastics. Taking their 
clue from Italy’s flamboyant 
furniture, the creative 
Danes. Finns, Swedes and 
Norwegians have updated 
their furniture for the 7Os. 
But the Scandinavians are 
creat design innovators too. 
More disciplined than the 
Italian, Secandinavia’s newest 
shapes show greater attention 
to subtleties and details. 
Equally as colorful and as 
informal, they are yet lighter 
and more elegant.

Chairs and sofas sitting sedately

sion of a child’s treehouse. But 
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this is a quite real two-bedroom, 
two-bath house. Dramatic at night. 
warm in the snow and cool in the 
mountain summer, the striking oc- 
tagonal escape house designed by 
Architect Guy Bartoli can be 
erected and furnished in less than 
two weeks. As a complete prefabri- 
cated package, baths and kitchen 
included. the house (called the 
“Topsider”) sells for less than 
$13,500. Finished and ready for 
a housewarming—as shown here 
on Beech Mountain in the Blue 
Ridge range of North Carolina—it 
costs between $18.000 and $19.- 
000, not including lot. Bartoli de- 
signed the Topsider when he 
realized that few people attracted 
to such remote areas were building 
there. Builders usually are too 
scarce even to assemble conven- 
tional prefabricated houses. The 
solution. Bartoli concluded. was a 
new approach to prefabrication: 
First, the house parts must be light 
enough for men to carry (four men 
can lift the heaviest part of a Top- 
sider). Second, the parts must be 


easy to assemble (a Piedmont Air- 


lines pilot and three friends put 


one together). Third, to gain vol- 
ume purchase savings that help 
lower selling costs, materials must 
repeat wherever possible (U.S. Ply- 
wood’s Roughtex paneling is used 
for siding, interior walls. doors 
and kitchen cabinets). Bartoli also 
went back to the basics to gain de- 
sign freedom, using a truss system 
to bear both floor and roof loads 
(some of the triangular floor trus- 
ses are seen in these pictures). 
This let him use great areas of 
glass to visually expand inner 
aan and tie the house more close- 


to its natural surroundings.

There are 880 square feet of space 
within—not a large house. Yet al- 
most everyone who climbs the ver- 
milion steel staircase to the living 
area is impressed by its roominess. 
Some of that feeling probably 
flows from the sharp contrast be- 
tween the tightly wound stairs and 
the nearly 3.700 cubic feet of 
space in the living area. And cer- 
tainly the view outside expands 
the sense of space within. Interior 
Designer Dorothy Baker Billings 
has produced a deft mixture of 
country and African moods for 
these spaces—all most informal 
and meant to be used. Fun and 
thoroughly comfortable furnish- 
ings throughout were selected from 
the Drexel and Heritage collec- 
tions. Draperies were eliminated 
from the living-area windows (up- 
per left) so the rich mountain 
scenery could become a part of 
the casual life within, but were in- 
cluded for privacy in the bedroom 
(lower left). The  leather-look 
vinyl tile floor by Amtico and the 
wood tones of the stained Rough- 
tex paneling provide an_ easy 
background for bright splashes of 
color—from the gay profusion of 
the country-quilt pattern on the 
bed and the panel behind it to the 
sophisticated vermilion counters 
in the kitchen. Lamps are by Tyn- 
dale, and the television and stereo 
wall unit in the living area is by 
Magnavox. The kitchen. as you 
see it here. and both baths are 
delivered to the site in large sec-

Until a year ago. build- 
ers considered this land “impossi- 
ble” for conventional construc- 
tion. But the Topsider’s diminutive 
foundation—a mere 13 ft.-4 in. 
wide—went onto the site easily. 
Why design a vacation house with 
only two bedrooms (see plan be- 
low)? Bartoli reasoned that many 
families would be happy with just 
that. Also, a home with three or 
more bedrooms would call for con- 
siderable revision of the structural 
design. Finally, he has provided 
for more living space with what 
he calls “companions,” full or half- 
size replicas of the Topsider, con- 
taining up to four bedrooms and 
two baths, built near or alongside 
the original, with or without con- 
necting bridges. The Topsider is 
built now at Beech Mountain, Sug- 
ar Mountain and Hound Ears, 
N.C.; Steamboat Springs. Colo., 
and Bryce’s Mountain, Va.

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A BOLD 
VVAY VVIT IA 
ANTIQUES 


Editor: LESTER GRUNDY () /t could be 
the quiet Georgian home of sedate 
antiquarians who cling to a way of life 
long gone. But look again—for this is no 
static museum. It is the warm, inviting 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene V. Klein, 
active and gregarious people who live an 
upbeat life in the heart of Beverly Hills. 
With Architect Edward Grenzbach and 
Interior Designer Frank Austin, they 
have transformed “a heavy Gothic 
monster” into a personal home of many 
moods. Here Mrs. Klein’s fine antiques 
live in brilliant harmony with her 
husband's collection of contemporary 
paintings. The lush fabrics that antiques 
require are part of a rich color palette. 
Different periods of furniture are adroitly 
arranged, always in scale. Throughout 
are lessons in living with the treasures 
of yesterday that could be applied 

to any more modest collection or even 


to that one antique accent. 


Understated damask draperies echo the 
fresh apricot of the silk-covered walls 

in the drawing room. Mrs. Klein likes to 
have a few friends in for tea in the 
curve of the bay window (opposite page), 
where four Irish Chippendale chairs are 
arranged around an English Regency 
dolphin table holding a Regency lapis 
lazuli urn from London. Two massive gilt 
mirrors, presented by the British govern- 
ment to Lord Nelson in honor of his 
victory of the Nile, hang on one 

of the 22-foot-high walls (right). A rare 
brass and malachite clock-table 

sits emphatically between marble-topped 
pine consoles designed especially for 
Lord Nelson by William Kent. Scaled to 
the demands of the huge room, a 

10-foot patterned silk sofa is flanked by 

a Louis XV table with inlay and or- 
molu trim and four Russian Empire 
chairs in olive silk. The inviting 
fireplace group is built around an 18th-

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The “upstairs parlor,” Eugene Klein’s 
second-floor study (left), is an audacious mix 
of color and period. Silhouetted against 
walls of rich warm cognac is his enormous 
Napoleon III desk, punctuated with 
extravagant chinoiserie motifs in boulle 

and tortoise. In startling contrast 

to this exuberance of ornamentation is a 
tailored Parsons table with a top of 
antique Greek key floor paneling from 
France. Another unexpected contrast is the 
round English Regency mahogany bookcase 
against the suede-covered desk chair 
especially made for Klein’s 6-foot-5 height. 
Armchairs are covered in a contemporary 
silk check; the glittering crystal chandelier 
in the domed ceiling is Empire. Not shown 
are an 18th-century English breakfront that 
holds Klein’s collection of paperbacks 
and rare art books and a small Empire 
fireplace with concealed bar and hi fi. It 
was Frank Austin’s idea to catch the mood 
of a gentleman’s lounge i.? an Edwardian 
London club in the room at left below. 
Green tweed curtains match the masculine 
tweed plaid on walls and ceiling. Polished 
cordovan leather covers a pair of Queen 
Anne wing chairs facing a 19th-century 
English brass and glass curio table. The 
helmet lamps are Napoleonic French, and 
the black suede sofa from London is an 
Edwardian design scaled to today’s living. 
The interesting beam treatment above the 
oak bar, which incorporates paneling from 
the house’s original stairway, has been 
painted slate gray-green. 

The highly stylized library (opposite ) 

was designed for small, intimate gatherings. 
Mrs. Klein, who calls this her lounge, 
planned it around the rare Chinese wall 
panelings of brilliant red-and-gilt lacquer. 
The bottle-green carpeting and velvet 
draperies and wallcovering dramatically 
highlight the gilt and mirrored Chippendale 
mantelpiece, an original bought in London, 
and the unexpected Modigliani above it. 
The sofa is covered in an extraordinary 
faux leopard velour; the wood furnishings 
are English Regency. Black Chinese lamps 
with mother-of-pearl motifs have pleated 
shiny black shades. A sharp, light 
personal touch is the ecru eyelet embroidery 


curtains under the deep green draperies. 
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Essential to a flawless interpretation of 
modern living with antiques is a bold, 
unhesitating use of their flamboyance—the 
gilt, lacquer, marble and crystal—and a 
fluid treatment of color. In the Klein 
home, fabric-covered walls run the gamut 
from rich yellow and apricot to 

deep bottle green, bronze and lead gray. 
For breakfast and informal luncheons, the 
Kleins use the “junior dining room” 
(above). Airy and floral in spirit, it is much 
like an English breakfast room in its 
simplicity. The mahogany furnishings, 
informal English Regency, are offset by 
walls and curtains patterned in a Chinese 
fantasy vine design on lemon. yellow. The 
niches, painted the same citron shade as the 
walls, hold Mrs. Klein’s collection of opaline 
glass, and the bouquet on the table is one 
of her own arrangements from the garden. 
For formal dinners, Mr. and Mrs. Klein 
entertain small groups of close friends 

or larger parties of 18 to 24 in the stately 
dining room, (below). The four-pedestal faded 
mahogany Regency table expands to seat 24 
beneath matching 19th-century English 
crystal chandeliers. The Regency side chairs 
are covered in burnished olive leather, and 
the overscaled host and hostess chairs in 
silk damask. Gold scrollwork edges the 
bronze and olive carpeting. Against one of 
the deep gold walls stands a rare black and 
gold lacquered 18th-century Dutch cabinet 
displaying pieces of delicate French 
porcelain. Matching Empire candelabra on 


the table are malachite and gilt. 
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Mrs. Klein wanted the master bedroom to be 
in feminine, refreshing garden colors but 
bold enough in scale to suit her husband. 
The result is a quite personal room, 
generous in both color and proportions. 
The carpeting is a clear salmon, and the 
walls are covered in Chinese yellow moire. 
Cool draperies in a watered silk floral 
design hang beneath a molded valance, one 
of the many ways fine architectural details 
were worked into the overall décor. The 
yellow is repeated. but in softer tones, 

in the silk of the Syrie Maugham chaise in 
the sitting room grouping (above), and 
patterned silk damask is used on a Louis X\ 
armchair. An ]8th-century Queen Anne 
secretary, black and gold lacquered 
chinoiserie, houses Mrs. Klein’s 

jade collection. On the king-size mahogany 
bed (below), a Louis XVI embroidered silk 
panel is thrown over the bedcovering of deep 
Victorian green velvet, which continues up 
the headboard and onto the Regency bench 
at the foot of the bed. Beyond the bedroom 
is Mrs. Klein’s private balcony overlooking 
the garden, her own retreat for quiet 
breakfasts, letter-writing or planning new 


antique-hunting forays. A connoisseur 


= with a trained eye, Mrs. Klein and Designer 
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Austin made six trips to Europe to find 
furnishings scaled to fit the exacting 
proportions of the interiors. She has been 
collecting for years and shows no signs 
of stopping—the week House Beautiful 
photographed her house, she flew off to

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THE 
HOUSE 
F SEVEN 
LEVELS 


By JAMES DELONG [] This space-endowed 
house, ascending the “unbuildable” 
slope of a wooded California canyon, 
is the triumphant outcome of an 
architect’s decision to let the natural 
form and challenges of the site shape 
his structure. Raymond Kappe. designing 
for his own family of five, found 

the usual problems of uphill construction 
compounded by underground springs 
whose uncontrollable weeping had 
rendered the site's seven-foot layer of 
spongy topsoil unable to bear the burden 
of building. Eschewing the costly 
conventional operation of drilling piles 
down through the waterline to reach 
bearing soil, he devised a supporting 
system that hangs the house high and 
dry above the unaltered contours of 

the hillside. Six widely separated concrete 
towers, each firmly footed on a wide 
concrete pad, were placed toward the 

side property lines. Integrated into 

the living pattern of the house (see 

plan, page 93), the skylit towers 

enclose such functional elements as stairs, 
bathrooms and sheltering alcoves. From 
these, massive laminated-wood beams 
span the hidden streams and tier up :

levels of light-filled dwelling.

Enormous visual depths. made possible by 
the open separation of floor levels 

and the continuous flow of horizontal 
spaces, create a sense of effortless human 
movement through the house. reminiscent 
of the easy, three-dimensional freedom 
of swimming underwater.

A few steps lead down from the gallery 
into the private world of the master 
bedroom, quietly cradled between two 
support towers. Here the space becomes 
more vertical as the walls move in to 

give a sense of enclosure and privacy. 
Though facing the street, the room is 
well insulated from other-worldly sounds 
by the twin storage walls and the towers. 
But it is neither dark nor stifling. 
Unobtrusive skylights. high, horizontal 
bands of clerestory windows and open, 
mitered corners of glass pierce the 
various elements of the structure to 
produce a balanced blend of glareless 
light—and bring in restful views of the 
sylvan landscape.

A zone of its own, the bedroom wing

By MARION GOUGH ©) Herewith we en- 
deavor to untangle what can be a 
pretty tangled web—the names and 
meanings of the fibers that go into 
the household fabrics we moderns 
live with. The good old natural fibers 
—cotton, wool, linen, silk—we’re on 
solid ground with because we know 
them. It’s the man-made fibers that 
pose the puzzles. So many names, so 
many claims. The fibers have been 
given a myriad of trade names by 
their various manufacturers, but each 
fiber has its own generic chemical 
name, the name listed on the fiber 
content label which the Federal Trade 
Commission requires to be attached 
to all fabrics. Learn the generic 
names and what they stand for, and 
you'll have a better understanding of 
what each fiber can do for you. 
There are 18 existing man-made 
fibers. Nine of these are commonly 
used in home furnishings fabrics, 
rugs and carpets. Fibers are fre- 
quently mixed or blended, the object 
being to take advantage of the best 


characteristics of each—all the more 





reason to know what to expect of 
them. 

Here follows a small dossier on 
each of the nine home-oriented fibers, 
listed by their generic names. 


RAYON 


Used in great quantity—one of the most 
versatile and economical of man-made 
fabrics. It has its base in naturally fibrous 
cellulose, is virtually a chemical rear- 
rangement of cellulose and borrows the 
absorbency and softness of natural fibers, 
like cotton and linen. It can be dyed in 
a wide range of clear colors so it is a 
valuable decorative fiber. It drapes well, 
has a good “hand” (the way a fabric 
feels), can adapt to many looks from vel- 
vet to woollike flannel. Alone, it washes 


easily, irons like cotton. The moth does 


not attack. It can mildew but most pure 
rayon fabrics are treated against this. @ 
ten combined with other fibers, contri 
uting its color, softness. drapeability 

upholstery, drapery, bedspread and tab 
top fabrics. Fiber is also used as the ba 
for disposable fabrics. 


ACETATE 


Another cellulosic, i.e., a man-made fib 
based on natural plant fiber. in this ca 
wood chips. The fiber is silky and lend 
itself to elegant fabrics like satin, taffe 
faille, velvet, brocade. Fiber is not ¢ 
absorbent as rayon, hence it is more co 





plicated to dye. Pigment is frequent 
added in the manufacture of the fiber 
“built-in,” so to speak, in the fiber itse 
This is called “solution-dyed” or “‘dop 





| 
dyed.” Fibers dyed in this way are mall 
resistant to laundry fading and to attal 
by atmospheric gases, sunlight or peril 
ration. Its hydrophobic or moisture-resi 
tant quality gives the fiber two virtues 
resistance to wrinkling and to milde 
Moths do not care for it. Fiber is sensitiy 
to high heat, should be washed in on 
moderately hot water and ironed at les 
than 275°; otherwise the iron sticks. i.e 
the fiber melts. Nail polish and polish re 
mover, because they both contain acetong 
dissolve the fiber. Fabrics of acetate alon 
are not recommended where they m 
take continual abrasion, as in upholste 
or slipcovers. Combined with tougher 
bers, they contribute a silky richness am 
wear well. Fiber is frequently found i 
such combinations in drapery and_ bet 
spread fabrics, especially those of th 
elegant variety. Fiber in floss form make

POLYESTER 


The original drip-dry fiber. Gained its 
fame in apparel. One of the strongest 
fibers, with great resistance to stretching 
and shrinking—therefore much in de- 
mand as curtaining fabric and sewing 
thread. The fiber dyes well. even though 
it sheds water easily. It washes like a 
dream. dries quickly. shrugs off wrinkles. 
Appears in sheer fabrics like voiles, or- 
gandies and batistes. but also shows up 
looking and feeling soft as wool in car- 
peting and rugs, where its good abrasion 
resistance and easy stain-removal are dis- 
tinct advantages. Small rugs can be ma- 
chine-washed. Former shortcomings were 
a tendency to “pill” and crush, both being 
corrected by new developments in yarn 
and rug construction. Another of its 
strong points is the ability to hold heat- 
set pleats, as in men’s suits. Combined 
with cotton. it is much used in “durable 
press” furnishings, like sheets and table- 
cloths. Polyester floss is a nonallergenic 
fiberfill used for pillows, comforters. fur- 
niture cushions. 


ACRYLIC 


A crimped fiber. the synthetic that most 
closely resembles wool in looks and char- 
acteristics, with the added virtues of easy 
cleanability and complete resistance to 
moth and mildew. Unaffected by most 
acids and alkalis, sunlight and soot. Its 
light weight and air-trapping crimpiness 
create warm, fluffy fabrics, like blankets. 
Fiber dyes in clear, bright color, has ex- 
cellent resilience, hence makes good-look- 
ing, durable carpet. Used with other 4- 
bers in the production of drapery and up- 
holstery fabrics. 


MODACRYLIC 


The fur-bearing fiber—first known in 
fake-fur apparel. Fiber is resilient, holds 
its shape, lends itself to lofty, pile fabrics. 
Like most synthetics, it is sensitive to 
heat (i.e., at temperatures above 275 ) 


yet it is the most flame-resistant of all, 
self-extinguishing when the source of fire 
is removed. Used in blends with acrylic 
and other fibers to lend fabrics its shape 
retaining. abrasion- and flame-resistant 
qualities. It dyes well. sheds soil easily, 
dries quickly. Used in curtains. draperies, 
carpets, scatter rugs. simulated fur rugs 
and wigs. 


OLEFIN 


A chemical family descended from petro- 
leum. producing two fibers—polypropyl- 
ene and polyethylene. We deal with poly- 
propylene. the fiber most adaptable to 
textile use. Quick-drying. highly resistant 
to weathering, soil and stain. very resis- 
tant to abrasion. it has made its mark in 
carpeting. especially of the indoor-out- 
door. all-purpose variety. Lightest of all 
fibers, it bulks up well, which means that 
it “covers” well, i.e.. provides a denser 
carpet surface for the money in compari- 
son with other carpet fibers. Fiber is soft, 
strong, doesn't “pill” or build up static. 
Like most synthetics. it is moth-. mildew-, 
allergy- and chemical-proof. Fiber does 
not dye easily, so color range is not 
wide, but is constantly being improved. 
Has a low melting point. Fabrics of pure 
olefin should not be ironed. Blended with 
other fibers. it takes low heat. touch-up 
ironing. Has a “wicking,” breathing qual- 
ity, rare in moisture-repelling synthetic 
fibers. so it makes comfortable apparel. 
Home furnishings uses are chiefly in car- 
peting, upholstery and slipcover fabrics.

GLASS FIBER 


Slenderest filaments of glass, now given 
such suppleness and softness that they 
can resemble silk, wool, linen, creating 
yarns that weave into fabrics that look 
and feel like traditional cloths in com- 
plicated weaves. Utterly flameproof and 
heat-resistant. insect-proof, sunproof, mil- 
dewproof, stainproof, waterproof. Now 
capable of being dyed in strong. bright 
colors. Chief use at home is curtaining 


and casement cloths. Fibers are strong, 


can take great pull. but generally are not 
recommended where constant abrasion 
occurs. New developments are constantly 
improving abrasion-resistance. and there 
is a new fiber called Activa. in which 
glass fiber is combined with a tough poly- 
mer. and has been specifically designed 
for upholstery use. 


NYLON 


On the scene for 30 years. the oldest. 
the grande dame of the synthetic fibers, 
best known and most widely used. in ap- 
plications from hairbrush bristles to tow- 
ing rope and tire cord. with countless 
woven, tufted and knitted fabrics in be- 
tween. Nylon was originally du Pont’s 
trade name for a chemical family of 
polyamides. made by synthesizing coal, 
air and water into fibers. The name has 
since passed into the public domain and 
has become a generic name. Nylon is now 


made by several manufacturers. It i 


Dn 


a stunning example of how synthetic fi- 
bers can be “engineered” for specific pur- 
poses. By chemical and physical means. 
it can be manipulated so that its weight, 
texture and “hand” can be varied for use 
in a scope of fabrics. from sheer chiffon 
to woollike carpet. while its innate 
qualities remain the same. The strength 
of the fiber’s stretch and its resistance to 
the abrasive wear of rubbing and scufl- 
ing—as in upholstery fabrics. carpeting. 
typewriter ribbons—are exceptional. In 
pile fabrics its resistance is rated good, 
but other fibers match it. Like most of 
the synthetic fibers—those that are not 
based on cellulose but created out of non- 
fibrous elements—nylon is a smooth, rod- 
like fiber that does not absorb moisture 
readily. tends to slough off soil. spot- 
cleans. washes easily and dries quickly. 
It is resistant to moth, mildew, oil and 
many chemicals. It can be dyed in a good 
range of color. White nylon tends to bor- 
row dyes from colored cloth during laun- 
dry, so it should be washed with white 
things. Frequently it may need no ironing. 
but any iron used (Continued on page 178)

: SHADE ‘TREES: 
THE BEST CHOICE 
FOR YOUR AREA 


By ELVIN McDONALD () Shade trees are undergoing 











major changes today, brought about by improved 
propagation techniques, widespread research to find 
varieties that are disease-resistant and pollution-toler- 
ant and the almost year-round merchandising of up- 


to-date cultivars in containers. Because of these recent 





changes, the ideal shade tree for you to plant now 
may not necessarily be the currently popular one in 
your community. To bring you up to date, we asked 
six leading tree experts around the country to suggest 
the best long-range choices for their climates. One 
recommended shade tree for each region is shown 
here, and these, with others. are discussed in the text 
beginning on page 180. 

In the past, we have depended on a few relatively 
common shade trees, most of which were propagated 
by seed. If you went to a nursery and asked for, say. 
a sweetgum, there was no assurance as to how it 
would branch, the overall shape, rate of growth, leaf 
size and placement on the branches or whether it 
would be colorful in autumn. Now you can request a 
named sweetgum cultivar, Burgundy or Festival, for 
example, and plant either with complete certainty that 
your tree will give an outstanding performance year

after year. You will have to pay more for a named 
variety. But considering the long-term performance of 
a shade tree, the difference in cost is negligible. 

Such selections of shade trees have been around 
for years, but until recently their propagation was a 
slow and costly process. They must be propagated 
vegetatively in order to guarantee that the progeny 
will be exactly like the superior parent. Today, cut- 





tings begin life under mist propagation systems, each 
planted in a container in which it will grow to market- 
able size. After cuttings form roots, they are moved to 
nursery beds, and there the young trees are scientif- 





ically fed and automatically watered for maximum 
growth with no setbacks. 

A container-grown tree can be selected and planted 
any time the ground can be worked. By contrast, bare-

By HELEN McCULLY [] There may 
well be nothing more nostalgic than 
the perfume of homemade pickles and 
preserves simmering on the back of 
the stove, and there is probably no 
other kitchen art more worthy of pres- 
ervation. Despite the availability of an 
enormous variety of commercial prod- 
ucts, more and more people—and es- 
pecially young people—are finding their 
way back to a custom that is tradi- 
tionally a country accomplishment. In 
the old days, every housewife put up 
vast amounts of fruits and vegetables, 
usually from her own garden. And it 
was a proud day when the last jar, 
sealed and labeled, was put down in 
the cellar against the long winter. This 
is the season, the beautiful season, 
when so many of the fresh fruits and 
vegetables are at their peak—and their 
cheapest.

To explore 
this delicious culinary craft, you'll 
need jars and jelly glasses, of course; a 
wide-mouthed funnel for filling jars: 
large metal spoons for skimming: and 
proper pots (see page 121).

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The Spanish Armada left its mark on 
history in more ways than one. One of the 
great ships. El Calvador (The 
Cavalryman), foundered on the rocky 
Norman coast of France. The section 

came to be known as Le Calvados, a 

name that survives today as a département 
and, more importantly for us, as its 
famous apple brandy. 

As a pick-me-up. Calvados, with its 

lovely fresh taste of apples, is almost the 
perfect drink. But beware what the 

French call a tort-boyau (gut-twister ). 
When young, the fiery Calvados can, like 
its better-known brothers Cognac and 
Armagnac, pack a terrific wallop, making 
a man breathe deeply. Very deeply. 
Calvados, a noble brandy (any spiritous 
liquor distilled from fermented fruit juice 
is classified as brandy) with an 
impressive background, is a member in 
good standing of the eau-de-vie (water of 
life) family, the old French name for 
brandy. Although the production of 
Calvados is becoming more and more 
industrialized, you can still see on country 
roads an occasional bouilleur de cru

(brandy maker) going from farm to 
farm to turn into Calvados the apple cider 
the peasants have stored. The periodic 
arrival of the heavy carts drawn by the 
powerful Norman Percherons is for every 
Norman child an unforgotten and 
cherished memory. 
According to French law, there are 12 
different types of Calvados, all but one 
being named for a region, or pays. The 
12th is known simply as “Calvados.” the 
best known being that of the Pays d’ Auge, 
Normandy’s greatest cider-making 
district. The making of the best quality 
Calvados is rigidly controlled by law. It 
must be distilled in old-fashioned pot 
stills (this is also true of Cognac and 
\rmagnac), then aged in oaken casks 
and presented to the public at 80 to 100 
proof (applejack, the American 
counterpart, about the same proof, 
is not aged as long as the finest Calvados).

The drinking of Calvados is, of course. 

a tradition in Normandy. Notorious 
trenchermen, the Normans have a habit 
of breaking a heavy meal by drinking a 
glass or two of Calvados. This, in popular 
parlance, has come to be known as le trou 


-normand, the Norman hole, or pause in 


the middle of the meal. Norman 
gastronomes also like to drink Calvados 
after a meal. as you would Cognac or 
Armagnac, sometimes mixing it with the 
last drops of coffee in the still-hot cup. 
Calvados, along with milk and the 
products of the sea, sets the tone for 
Norman cooking. It is the heart of many 
sauces that in other regions might be 
made with white wine. Apples, too, play a 
role in many dishes. Sometimes they are 
joined. Broadly speaking, Calvados in 
Norman cooking is used mainly in 
chicken, rabbit, lobster, veal and sole 
dishes. and the apples themselves in such 
things as pies or marmelades. Herewith, 
we give you a few Calvados-inspired 
recipes from La Belle Normandie.

The care and 
choosing of knives 
by Jacques Pépin 


THE 


French chefs are very fussy about their knives and each one has 
his own set arranged at the station where he works. If you care 
for your knives, you too will become attached to them and find 
that the older they grow, the more they “mold” to your hand and 
techniques. Treat them harshly and you might loose the tip of a 
finger. Always clean and wipe each knife after using. Never 
soak them in water, and never use them to cut paper, cardboard, 


wood, string, bread, or anything else that might injure them. 


These six carbon-steel knives with the swivel-blade vegetable 
peeler and the sharpening steel make a good basic wardrobe: 
1. The small paring knife, commonly used to peel onions or gar- 
lic. 2. The filleting knife to fillet fish. 3. and 4. All-purpose 
knives to chop or mince vegetables and to cut meat. 5. The vege- 
table peeler that peels fruit too. 6. The boning knife for butch- 
ering. 7. The all-essential slicing or ham knife! 8. The steel. 
Chefs have their knives sharpened professionally about twice a 
year, using the steel only to give a knife an edge. To sharpen 
with a steel or carborundum rod, place the blade of your knife 
on a bias so that only the cutting edge touches the steel. Slide 
the knife along the steel, starting at the tip of the steel and at 
the bottom of your knife. Alternate the sides with each stroke.

Do you start potatoes in cold or boiling water? 


Such great cookbooks as those of Fannie Farmer. Mrs. Beeton. 
James A. Beard. and The Joy of Cooking, Mastering the Art of 
French Cooking all say “cover with boiling. salted water.” But 
such great chefs as Jacques Pépin, former chef de cuisine to 
De Gaulle. and Roland Chenus. chef and co-owner of New 
York’s four-star Veau d°Or Restaurant. start their potatoes 
covered in cold salted water. So you can string along with ei- 
ther the cookbooks or the chefs. 


How do you chill gallon jugs of white wine? 


In the refrigerator, but since they are rather awkward to handle. 
we suggest decanting the wine into bottles with screw caps. 
such as soda bottles. By doing this they can be laid on their 
sides in the bottom of the refrigerator and are always chilled 
when needed. Incidentally. this is a good inexpensive way to 
buy wine and most of the American vintners now bottle their 
wines. both red and white. in gallon and half-gallon jugs. 


Why do my carrots sprout tops and roots? 


They re old to start with and are stored at too high a tempera- 
ture. United Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Association tells us 
that if carrots are picked young. washed. topped. cooled and 
moved to market quickly. they can be held from four to six 
weeks at about 32°. but they also tell us that the average 
home refrigerator is too warm—45° or warmer.

The three types of white rice available are: regular milled

for washing the regular milled rice, prior to cooking. in cold 
water until the water is no longer cloudy—actually. to get rid 
of starch. With parboiled and precooked, this isn’t necessary. 


How much wine do you use in cooking? 


If the recipe doesn't specify. as a rule of thumb use 14 cup of 
Burgundy per pound of meat in pot roast or stews: the same 
amount of a dry white wine per pound with boiled, sautéed 
or fricasseed chicken: in sauces, | tablespoon per cup: in 
soups. | teaspoon per serving: with fruits, 1 tablespoon per 
serving. 


What is “imitation” sour cream? 


There are products on the market under various fanciful 
names. such as sour dressing or cream dressing, made with 
vegetable fat. milk solids and lactic acid. The latter is used in 
lieu of fermentation. and the vegetable fat replaces the animal 
fat found in real sour cream. Sometimes called imitation sour 
cream. it is not. nor should it be. considered a substitute for 
cultured sour cream. In addition. there is an acidified sour 
cream made with butter fat and milk solids in the same ratio as 
cultured sour cream. but without fermentation. Tasters tell us 
the flavor compares favorably with the commercial sour cream 
with which we are familiar. ©

HOW TO MAKE 


AND USE A JELLY BAG 


If you are unable to buy a proper 
jelly bag (they are 
available in hardware stores or 


sometimes 


in stores specializing in foreign 
foods and equipment), you can 
easily make your own. You need 
either cotton flannel or sturdy 


cotton cloth comparable in tex- 
ture to dish toweling. 

As Mrs. Beeton pointed out in 
edition of her 


the first famous

book, Beeton’s Book of House- 
hold Management, “The form of 
a jelly bag is like a fool’s cap,” 
adding. “It can be made any size, 
but approximately 12 inches deep 
and eight inches across the 
mouth is sufficient for ordinary 
use.” So take a square of cotton 
material and cut it into two tri- 
angles to match, in general. the 
above measurements. Stitch up

the sides and then make a hem 
at the top. Leave open on each 
side space through which to put 
a drawstring. Use heavy cord for 
the drawstring. 

To drip the juice, wet the jelly 
bag and wring out all the surplus 
water. For clear, sparkling jelly, 
do not squeeze or press the bag 




















but rather allow the bag to hang 
undisturbed until it stops drip- 


ping completely. Some schools 
allow squeezing the bag until 


most of the juice is extracted but 
this involves re-straining the juice, 
again through a clean, damp 
bag, in order to clarify it. This 
method is faster, perhaps, but 
in our opinion it is somewhat 
risky. 

The tricky part in jelly mak- 
ing, especially for the novice, is_ 
to. find suitable way to 
support the bag, the bottom of 
which must be well above the 
into which the juice 
will drip. The support must be 
strong because the bag of juice 
can be quite heavy. 

Wooden kitchen cabinets (Fig- 
ure 1) offer one solution since a 
cup hook can be screwed into the 
underside of one cabinet. Then 
the jelly bag can be securely at- 
tached to the hook and the con-

Finally, you can resort to a 
clothes hanger. Bend the bottom 
wire of the hanger up to the top 
wire and turn up the ends of the 
hanger so the string will not slip 
off (Figure 3).

Wipe 
top and threads of jar with a 
lean, damp cloth before capping 
or use a cotton swab dipped in 
hot water. Once filled. add the 
lid, then the screw band. To cool, 
stand filled jars upright on cloths 
or wood, a few inches apart, out 
of drafts. 


‘How to test the seal 


HAbout 12 hours after sealing the 
jars, remove the band. If the cen- 
‘ter of the lid is down and stays 
down when pressed, the jar is 
vacuum sealed. It then can be 
‘stored without bands. ‘ 





The size of the jelly kettle 

A large, heavy six- to eight-quart 
‘kettle with a broad, flat bottom is 
jessential in jelly-making. This 
‘size allows the juices and sugar 
'to bubble and cook quickly.

'Pectin is the substance in some 
‘fruits that, when heated and com- 
‘bined with fruit acid and sugar, 
the substance to jell.

When using com- 
mercial! pectin, either kind, it is 
absolutely essential to follow the 
recipe exactly. 


How to use paraffin 


Since paraffin is highly inflamma- 
ble, it should never be melted 
over direct heat. The most prac- 
tical way we have discovered is 
to take a small “tired” saucepan. 
Place the paraffin in it, then place 
the pan in a saucepan of hot 
water to melt. Any paraffin left 
after the jelly has been sealed can 
be kept in the pan until it is 
needed again. 


How to seal jelly with paraffin 


Although 
two layers of paraffin to seal jelly, 
tell us that this is 
heavy and will not hold the seal. 
Therefore, to seal properly, rotate

the glass after the hot paraffin 
has been added so the paraffin 
“climbs the glass” and makes an 
airtight seal. 


Test for jellying point 


Dip a large metal spoon into the 


boiling syrup. Tilt spoon until 
syrup runs from side (top). 
When jellying point has been 


reached, liquid will not flow in a 
stream but will divide into two 
distinct drops that run together 
and “sheet” from the spoon (bot- 
tom). Thermometers are helpful 
when cooking jelly, but the sheet 
test should also be used because 
the jellying point is not always 
the same. The jellying point is 
usually about eight degrees above 


the boiling point of water, what- 
ever the locality. 


To prevent cloudy jelly 

There are three possible reasons 
for cloudy jelly: The jelly was 
poured too slowly into the glasses; 
it was allowed to stand before it 
was poured; it was not properly

Grape Jelly 


Concord grapes, from which this 


jelly is made, are traditionally 
sold in 12-quart baskets. How- 
ever, many markets undoubtedly 


will sell you a smaller quantity. 
Regardless of the amount you 
want to make, jelly should be 
made in small batches and the 
recipes should never be doubled. 
Further, the fruit should be mea- 
sured after preparing. 

Since the yield is determined 
by the amount of juice, we can- 
not be specific in the number of 
glasses you will need for one 
batch. Better have at least four 
to six ready for this recipe: 

Wash, stem, crush and mea- 
sure four quarts of fresh, firm, 
ripe Concord grapes. Add 1% cup 
of water to the prepared grapes 
and simmer 10 minutes. Do not 
boil. Drain overnight through a 
jelly bag. Measure juice, then 
heat to the boiling point. Stir in 
34 cup of sugar for each cup of 
juice and continue stirring until 
dissolved. Bring to a high boil 
and boil hard to jelly stage or 


to 220° to 222° on a candy ther- 
mometer. 
Skim, then pour, boiling hot, 


into dry sterilized jelly glasses, 
leaving 14-inch head space. Cover 
immediately with 1%-inch hot par- 
afin. Allow glasses to stand un- 
disturbed overnight until cool.

lecting tuberous begonias that are 
truly outstanding where summers 
are hot. 

In 1950, shortly after the dis- 
covery at Cornell that tuberous 
begonias would bloom all winter 
with 14 hours of day-length, Har- 
low wired his greenhouse for 
lights. These provided the extra 
day-length needed, and from that 


time until the present he has 
never been without blooming 
plants. In the summer he _ has 


thousands of flowering seedlings 
growing outdoors, and from these, 
less than a hundred are selected 
annually to be carried on for 
winter breeding work. 

Harlow has found that the best 
tuberous begonia plants are often 
produced the first year, that is, 
before there is any tuber. “Be- 
sides,” he adds, “when you grow a 
seedling, you know that you are 
the first to see it bloom, and 
there is always a chance that 
something really special may ap- 
pear in your planting.” 

What about growing them from 
seed for your own garden? “This 
is entirely possible if you have a 
greenhouse or fluorescent-lighted 
plant room maintained at 60-65 
degrees and can provide at least 
14 hours of day-length.” 

If you have the facilities for 
carrying the seedlings through 
winter, seeds planted in October 
or November will yield excellent 


flowering plants the following 
spring. Harlow recommends a 
growing medium composed of 


equal parts pasteurized compost, 
peat moss and vermiculite. @

Other trees that perform well 
in the Upper Midwest include the 
Ohio buckeye, Amur corktree, 
varieties of honey locust (Imper- 
ial, Skyline and Sunburst), little- 
leaf linden.

Shade Trees for the Southeast

1. Evergreen live oak (Quercus 
virginiana). Grows slowly to 60 
feet tall and as wide. The decidu- 
ous willow oak (Q. phellos) is 
suitable for cold areas of the Up- 
per South where ice storms dam- 
age live oaks. 

2. American holly (Ilex opaca). 
Choose from named cultivars 
with distinct leaf patterns and 
fruiting habits; some are al- 
most spineless. Favorites are East 
Palatka, Savannah and Howard 
for the coast; Old Heavyberry 
and Firecracker in the northern 
section. 

3. Magnolia grandiflora. Most 
spectacular evergreen shade tree 
for all parts of the South. One 
magnolia planted between a 
house and the street can do an 


amazing job of muffling noise and 


filtering dust. 

4. Dogwood (Cornus florida). 
Our favorite deciduous tree. 
Beautiful spring bloom. Summer

sections of the South; the white 
extends into north Florida. 

5. Loquat (Eriobotrya japoni- 


_ ca). Dense shade. Grows all the

Among the best cul- 
tivars are Cleveland, Emerald 
Queen, Summershade, Crimson, 
Crimson King, Royal Red and 
Columnare. 

2. Sugar maple (Acer saccha- 
rum). Not overly tolerant of cen- 
tral-city environment, but unsur- 
passed where space permits. 
Growth is moderate to slow. 
Shade is ample and autumn col- 
ors are glorious. 

3. Red maple (Acer rubrum). 
Many named varieties, usually su- 
perior to the species. No special 
soil requirements, likes moisture. 
Ample shade. October Glory and 
Red Sunset are notable for fall 
color. And Bowhall, Armstrong 
and Tilford are also excellent 
cultivars. 

4. Littleleaf linden (Tilia cor- 
data). Well adapted to harsh 
city environment. Modest in size 
when mature. Greenspire, Chan- 
cellor and Rancho worthy of spe- 
cial mention. Each has distinctly 
different outline; don’t mix them 
if you want uniformity. 

5. Pin oak (Quercus palus- 
tris). Growth moderate to fast. 
Does best in acid soils and likes 
plenty of moisture. Large when 
mature. Beautiful broad pyramid 
with pendulous lower branches. 
Sovereign variety has ascending 
branches and can be used as a 
street tree. 

Alternate shade trees for this 
area include London _planetree, 
named varieties of thornless 
honey locust, red oak, sweetgum, 
Autumn Gold ginkgo and Mar- 
shall’s Seedless green ash.

Shade Trees for 

Southern California

1. Fruitless mulberry (Morus 
alba). Mapleleaf is an excellent 
variety. Fast-growing shade tree. 
Branches grow to six feet or more 
in one year and quickly develop 
a large top, often too heavy for 


the young trunk. Stake well. 
Thin out and head back long 
branches during the winter 


months when the structure of the 
tree is visible. Deep watering is 
essential. Drought-tolerant after 
established. 

2. Magnolia grandiflora. 
Named varieties such as_ St. 
Marys are better suited to small 
areas than the species which 
reaches eventually to 70 or 80 
feet. Water deeply. 


3. Koelreuteria integrifoliola. 
A small deciduous tree from 
China that seldom attains a 


height of more than 30 feet. Small 
flowers in large terminal panicles 
in summer when flowering trees 
are at a premium. The fruit that 
follows somewhat resembles in- 
verted Japanese lanterns; green 
at first, turning salmon-pink. 
Well-suited to small city gardens. 
Will stand temperatures as low 
as 20 degrees, and probably 
lower. 

4. Fern pine (Podocarpus gra- 
cilior). Outstanding shade tree 
for wide range of situations. 
Often sold as P. elatior. Slow- 
growing. Ideal for street or patio 
use, and also excellent for con- 
tainers when young. 

5. Brazilian pepper (Schinus 
terebinthifolius). Excellent small 
shade tree for patio or garden. 
One of the best for use as a lawn 
tree since it thrives on the same 
watering program usually given 
It heads too 
low for street use, where 14 feet 
is often the required height for 
lowest branches.

(Pin the pieces in 
place or draw pattern 
guidelines before you 
start ironing on the 
design.) Put the bond- 
ing net between the 
two layers to be fused, 
covering the net com- 
pletely with fabric. 
With iron on cotton 
setting, press down 
for 10 seconds—but 
don’t slide the iron. 
Turn the hanging over 
and press for an ad- 
ditional 10 seconds 
on the back. Let it 
cool. If the pieces pull 
apart, press another 
few seconds. If you make a mistake (or want 

to redo hems), press again. When the fabric \ 
is hot, the bend will loosen. It’s as easy as that.

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If you dare to deny the Puritan ethic that 
scorns self-indulgence, spend one week at a 
spa. If you dare to admit that relevance is 
not your bag, spend two. If you dare to admit 
that total and heavenly immersion in and 
attention to self is just what you crave, go. 
Go at once—and go guiltlessly. 
Because the Puritan ethic tenaciously hangs 
on, the beauty farms still appear to cater to 
the indolent rich. Even the names—the 
Golden Door, Greenhouse, the Hambletonian, 
Elizabeth Arden’s Maine Chance, to name a few— 
ring with the sound of money, of fat, idle, 
= aging ladies. And some of those things you’ve 
always heard about the spas are true. Some used 
to be but are no more. Some never were. 
To report on the current scene at the fabled 
shape-up retreats, we sent two staff members 
; off to taste of spa life today: Beauty Editor 
Seton Lindsay on a return visit to the Golden 
Door in Escondido, Calif., and Feature Writer 
Sue Nirenberg to the Hambletonian in Goshen, 
N.Y., her first spa trip. Despite different 
expectations—a pound to lose or a pound to 
gain—and different reactions to some of 
the routine, both returned firmer, calmer, cleaner 
and ready to answer all your questions about 
this pampered approach to staying in shape. 
Who are the spa-goers? Surprise—almost every- 
one. Idle and non-idle. Rich and budget- 
conscious. Young and old. Career girls, actresses, 
housewives, diamond-clad dowagers. Women 
who yearn to shape up (under strict direction) , 
lose weight, gain weight, open a pore, close a 
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pore. A major reason for spa-going is escape— 
from the frantic fun, distractions, complications, 
decisions of jobs, children, husbands, world 
news, gossip, life. Ages varied from almost 30 
to over 50, with more around the younger level. 
Aren't spas terribly expensive? Absolutely. 
Terribly, terribly expensive, but if you can 
afford it, its worth it. Rates vary, of 

course, but one week’s stay at the Golden 
Door is from $650 and at the Hambletonian from 
$550 to $1,000, depending on the size of your 
room. That’s not all. You can count on 

about $75 for tips: the exercise girl, maids 

and relief maids, cosmetologist, masseuse, 
beauty salon attendant, sauna attendant 

and, of course, the hairdresser. 

What about a wardrobe? None. Just bring 

toilet articles, a walking outfit and walking 
shoes. The Golden Door and the Hambletonian 
supply the “wardrobe”— sweatsuits (pink at 
the Golden Door, blue at the Hambletonian) 

for workouts, terrycloth robes for meandering 
about from the more passive activities. Both 
supply bathing suits, although you may 

bring your own or, at the Hambletonian, 

swim in the nude. (Only the ladies, as they 

call them, who have better figures do.) 
Although this dedication to beauty—call it 
health if it makes you feel better-seems like 
the epitome of self-indulgence, vanity 
disappears. When vanity goes, relaxation comes. 
What is the atmosphere? It’s a combination 

of summer camp, boarding school, beauty 
salon, first-class resort and hospital. Its back 

to the womb in its more passive moments or, 
because of the lovely, concerned, complete 
custodial care, it can be compared to early 
infancy. [t's a boarding-school atmosphere, 
where the upper classmen are ladies on a 

repeat visit or those on the second or third 

week of a long stay. They can lord it over 

a first-timer, especially if she is a neophyte 

in the beauty farm world. Old-timers demand 
special food, special rooms, and some bring 
their dogs along with them. 

Is the atmosphere really glamorous? Somewhat. 
The rooms are private: beautifully,

A 
bathroom with a huge tub— 
rarely used because you're 
already so antiseptic from going 
to water course from water 
course. But who can feel glamor- 
ous walking around in a 
sweatsuit ? 

Is there privacy or groupiness? 
Both. The rooms, counseling 
and some treatments have to be 
private. Other activities are 
decidedly group-oriented. On 

the whole, it is rather like a 
family of children stuck at 
home sharing a case of the 
mumps, going from activity to 
activity with what one guest 
so appropriately called the 
“Hambletonian shuffle.” 

Do you really get personal 
treatment? Yes, yes, yes. The 
first day you’re weighed and 
measured (and the figures com- 
pared to those of your last 
visit if you’re a repeat visitor). 
Your flaws—harsh word but 
that’s what you're told they 
are—analyzed. Then your 

whole routine—treatments, 
activities, exercises, menus— 
is worked out according to your 
own individual needs. 

Is it hard to fit into the 
routine? There are 

some high-strung people who 
never can relax, and the special 
attention and pampering make 
them even more nervous. There 
are people who don’t like to 
be touched, people who haven’t 
the patience for all this. They 
usually leave early. “We 

think for you,” Mrs. Dalton 
welcomes Hambletonian guests— 
and if you go along with this 
policy, you'll have no trouble 
whatever fitting in. 

What is a typical day like? 
Busy. From one day’s schedule: 
8:30 a.m., breakfast in bed; 
then to tilt board, swimming 
and water skin and 
makeup analysis, hand and foot 
care, hair and scalp treatment, 


games, 


lunch, whirlpool bath, body 
massage, sunbathing and rest, 
dinner, special evening pro- 
gram (yoga, perhaps, or flower 
arranging or a non-controyersial 
movie). “The day never

that you would love a tall 
(calorie-laden) whiskey sour.” 
What about all that exercising? 


seems rushed, there’s 


It’s true. There are exercises 
to tighten each and every part 
of your body, chin (pout like a 
baby while holding your head 
high), neck, arms, rib area, 


waist, diaphragm, stomach, hips, 
inner thigh, outer thigh, upper 
hips, buttocks. (“If you haven't 
anything to do, grimace with 
your mouth.”) Some spas (in- 
cluding the Hambletonian) 
believe that the best way is to 
lose inches slowly, so you don’t 
build muscles. Others believe in 
speed, which can produce great 
psychological changes. Some 
(including the Golden Door) 
start easy “so we can get out 

of bed after the first day,” 

then get harder: “After three 
straight periods of exercise, 

[ thought I couldn’t go on— 
but just in time they stretched 
me out and buffed my nails.” 
Everywhere, there is swimming, 
no matter what the season. 
because water is a great part 
of the cure. The pool is out- 
doors at the Golden Door, 
inside at the Hambletonian, 
soothingly warm at both places. 
As they say, “It is easier to 
do exercises in the water 
because of the buoyancy. But 
at the same time you are working 
against the resistance of 

the water. It is isometric 

and isotonic all in one.” 

What kind of special health 
treatments do you get? At the 
Golden Door, an activity called 
an herbal wrap: First a quick 
session in the steam room to 
get the sweat moving. Then 
you are wrapped like a mummy 
in steamy cloths saturated 

with an herbal solution. The 
theory is that you are getting 
the soreness out of your body. 
Also at the Golden Door: 
machines that “look like a tor- 
ture chamber. I’m rigged up 
on something that could double 
for a rack. Collars put around 
my ankles and then attached 
to cables rigged to weights.” All 
designed to help firm and 

tone the body. At the Hamble- 
tonian, a sauna: A private 
room with comfortable chairs, a 
potted palm, a small cup of 
lemon water waiting—iced 

for a parching throat—and 120 
to 200 degrees of dry heat. 
Tiny white rocks that hiss pro- 
duce intense dry heat to “wash 
the skin free of tense, hard 
lines” and rid your body of all 
the poisons you never knew you 
were afflicted with. The 

sauna achievement—perspiration, 
how it cheers the sauna at- 
tendant as the water drips. 
Then an icy shower, followed 
by a whirlpool bath. 

What special beauty treatments 
do you get? Every day, a 
facial, with herbal creams and 
mixtures applied, removed, 
crushed, measured, renewed. 
Like a snake molting, you must 
get rid of your old skin before 
you can get a new one. During 
all this, you are frighteningly 
ugly—some find it relaxing.

scalp treatments (no styling 
until the last day), daily 
manicures and pedicures, much 
oiling of cuticles (no polish 
until the last day), makeup 
and skin care consultations. 
Whats the food like? Menus 
are coordinated with individual 
needs to build up. pare down 

or maintain. For dieters, 

this means 900 calories a day— 
and there’s not much you can do 
with that allowance. Eating 
must be re-learned, which means 
smaller portions, of course. A 
typical menu the Hambletonian 
describes as “luscious, palate- 
tempting” is likely to be built 
around roast beef (287 calories) 
or six broiled bay scallops on 
toast (210) with dessert of 
raspberry-cherry gelatin (17) 
or peach whip (18). Lots of 
fish, which seem to draw lots 

of sneers. But then sneers 

are a facial exercise that keep 
muscles around the mouth from 
sagging, so nothing’s wasted. 
Do they give you any good advice 
to take home? Loads of it, 
especially from Deborah Szekely, 
owner of the Golden Door. 

On fitness: “With the life 
expectancy now at 72 to 78 and 
going up all the time, the 

body has to do its job a lot 
longer. The body has to be in 
good shape; we must respect it. 
We are in the leisure age and 
don’t have to move to survive 
now, but the body hasn’t changed 
much. Life is movement, but 
that’s what we have been 

taking out of our lives. Every 
decade we move 10 percent less. 
The problem is to find move- 
ment in everyday life.” 

On exercise: “Try to trick 
yourself into finding ways to find 
exercise. Not one long boring 
jog but five easy things. Park 
your car three blocks from 
where you’re going. Get a 
bicycle. Try five minutes of 
brisk exercise five times a 
day—brisk exercise, which means 
sustained huffing and _ pufting, 

to increase the amount of oxygen 
you take in, the amount of fat 
you burn. The repeated small 
doses make it seem less 

of an undertaking.” 

On eating: “If between the 

ages of 20 and 50 we gain one 
unneeded pound a year, we 
will be 30 pounds overweight 

at the age of 50, and then 

there is a major undertaking 
to get that off... . If possible, it 
is advised to have plates 

served in the kitchen with a 
measured hand so there’s no 


temptation to take too much 
Fao ee ee ae Re 


better to eat with other people 
because you will take a longer 
time.”

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If there is any one lesson to be learned from 
the spas, it is that good skin and a trim 


figure don’t just happen. The woman who has 
spent a week or two on a pampered health 
vacation at a beauty farm knows the benefits 
of expert skin care, with treatment custom- 
tailored to her particular needs, and the 
pleasures of being steamed and massaged daily. 
But even the woman homebound by time, 
family needs or money can and should set up 
her own comprehensive beauty ritual. What 
the at-home spa lacks in pampering, it can 
make up for in perseverance. Your beauty 
routine should consider the basics of skin 
health as well as skin looks: A healthy skin 
will have a glow that outshines any cosmetics, 
that uses these beautifiers as enhancers, not 
cover-ups. It should be planned with 
environment in mind: We live in a world 
of tension and stress, smog, soot and air- 
conditioning, fast-moving travel to dramatically 
different climates, rich foods and little 
exercise.

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In a remarkable book published without 
fanfare this year, Dr. Grant Gwinup has dealt 


with the simple, basic facts of weight control. 
He explains how the body operates to take 

in energy and expend it, storing the surplus 

as fat. We recommend his book, Energetics, to 
anyone interested in a life plan for weight 
control. The following brief excerpts reveal 
how Dr. Gwinup cuts through the standard 
myths and fancies of diet, exercise and 
weight. Dr. Gwinup is chairman of the 
Division of Endocrinology at the University 
of California at Irvine. 


OBESITY 

Obesity (or adiposity, if you prefer) is most 
accurately described as the state of carrying on 
your body a quantity of fat that jeopardizes 
your health, a quantity of fat that can lead to 
more illness and a life span shorter than that of a 
similar person who carries less fat. 


IDEAL WEIGHT 

It is simply the amount of fat that we carry on 
our carcasses that does us in. Even the best 
height-weight tables only approximate 

ideal weight for any given person and may be 
completely misleading for certain individuals. It 
is practically impossible to be underweight in 
reference to good health and a long life. 


ENERGY INTAKE 

Every food material contains chemical energy 
which is capable of being transformed by the 
body into work energy or heat energy. The 
energy is liberated as it is burned in the body. 
This consists simply of the combining of the food 
with oxygen, and is not dissimilar to burning 
food in a furnace, except that in the body the 
process occurs in a more controlled manner. 


CALORIES 

The total energy present in any quantity of any 
food can be expressed in terms of a certain 
number of calories. All foods can be placed in one 
of three basic categories: carbohydrates, 

fats and proteins. Any diet which is deficient 

in any of the three basic varieties of food 
material will not satisfy hunger and will soon 
become so disagreeable that the dieter would 
rather have nothing at all. 

ENERGY EXPENDITURE 

Energy expenditure can be divided into two 
categories. The first is the basal fraction and is 
no more than that fraction which is utilized to 
sustain the body’s most basic functions. The 
second part of energy expenditure relates to 
increased muscle activity. Just as an automobile 
must burn fuel to release the energy that makes 
it go, a person has to expend energy above the 


basal energy expenditure if he wants to go 
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anywhere. The muscles of the body are 
comparable to the engine of the automobile, 
for it is their contractions that produce 
movements. Food and body fat provide the 
fuel which is the source of the energy 
utilized by the muscles. 


BURNING UP CALORIES 

The amount of energy expended by muscular 
exercise has generally been underrated. 
With development of better instruments 

to measure this energy loss, we have found 
that vigorous muscular exercise consumes 
large quantities of energy. 


LOSING WEIGHT 

It has been repeatedly emphasized by others 
that exercise is a relatively poor way to lose 
weight. For example, it has been pointed out 
that an individual would have to walk a mile 

to use up the energy in one piece of bread. 

The energetics of this comparison are correct, 
for a piece of bread contains about 100 
calories and walking at a speed of three miles 
an hour for 20 minutes would burn about 100 
calories. What hasn’t been emphasized, however, 
is that if an individual walked for 20 minutes 
every day and did not increase his food intake, 
this would produce a deficit of 100 calories 

a day. Walking one mile a day would result in a 
loss of over 10 pounds a year. Ten pounds a 
year is a respectable weight loss. After 

all, we are not as interested in what a patient 
will weigh three months from now as we are in 
his weight three, 10 and 25 years from now. 


STORING FAT 

The amount of fat present at any time represents 

the amount by which energy acquisition has 

exceeded energy expenditure during the whole 

lifetime of the individual to that moment. 

Body fat is a storage form of energy. No 

matter what kind of food is selected, that portion 

of its energy which exceeds the amount of 

energy expended during the rather brief period 

in which it is digested will end up as body fat. 
In other words, it doesn’t really 
make any great difference

HUNGER 

Hunger is satisfied by the energy 
in food and not by its bulk. One 
portion of low-calorie food does 
not satisfy hunger like one 
portion of high-calorie food. A 
hungry person does not get the 
same effect from a wedge of 
lettuce as from a baked potato.

fat deposition is by either 
stimulating hunger or reducing 
total energy expenditure. 


DRUGS 

The drugs that are most 
commonly used in treating 
obesity are all closely related; 
they are mild stimulants similar 
to dexadrine or Benzedrine. Often 
they are combined with a sedative 
drug in an attempt to diminish 
the unpleasant stimulating 
effects. Actually, they are all 
remarkably similar and prove not 
to be very effective when tested 

in controlled studies. 


THE SHRINKING STOMACH 
There is a popular misconception 
that if an obese individual can 
lose a significant amount of 
weight, it will be relatively easy 
for him to maintain the loss. He’ 
may believe that his “stomach 
will shrink” so that his desire for 
food will diminish. First of all. 
the stomach does not shrink with 
fasting, and secondly, the 
stomach has little to do with 
hunger. Unfortunately, the high 
set-point of the appestat is not 
influenced by dieting, and the 
hunger signals which caused 
obesity to develop will be more 
intense at a lower weight. 


WATER AND FAT \ 
Obviously, drinking water 
cannot produce fat. There is 
absolutely no reason for obese 
people to avoid drinking all the 
water they want. so long as it 
does not contain other materials 
which contain energy. 


SPECIAL DIETS 

In spite of all the claims, no 
magic ratio of carbohydrate, fat 
or bulk exists—or ever will exist 
-that will produce weight loss 
without the discomfort of hunger. 


THE EXERCISE TEST 

The best simple criterion for 
judging the efficiency of any 
exercise in producing energy 
expenditure is its tendency to 
produce shortness of breath over 
the period of exertion. All energy 
expenditure is accomplished by 


-burning food or body fat through 


its combination with oxygen. The 
rate and depth of breathing 
show how much oxygen is being 
used, and this is proportional to 
the amount of food or fat being 
burned. Consequently, if an exer- 
cise does not produce a marked 
change in breathing, it cannot 
be consuming very much energy. 


KINDS OF EXERCISE 
Exercises can generally be 
divided into those that demand a 
very great effort for a relatively 
short period of time, such as 
weight-lifting, and those that 
demand a lesser effort but can be 
sustained for much longer 
periods, such as jogging. The

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effort required, usually completed 
by the time huffing and puffing 
develop. This form is referred to 
as anaerobic exercise, which 
means it does not use much 
oxygen. Anaerobic exercises build 
strong, bulky muscles but do 
little or nothing to produce 
physical conditioning or promote 
weight loss. The second form 
includes exercises which involve 
many repetitions of movements 
light enough to be maintained 

for extended periods of time but 
vigorous enough to produce 
huffing and pufing. This form is 
called aerobic exercise, because 
much more oxygen is consumed. 
Aerobic exercises have a much 
greater effect on energy balance 
and can produce weight loss. 


SPOT REDUCING 

The spot reducing theory holds 
that if the muscles immediately 
beneath a certain fatty area are 
exercised. the fat of this area will 
mysteriously disappear. In other 
words, if you want to get rid of 
the fat over your hips, you 
exercise the muscles of the hips. 
Unfortunately, things aren’t that 
simple. When the hip muscles are 
exercised, the fat over these 
muscles does not diffuse into 
them. In other words, you can 
burn the fat over your hips just 
as well by exercising shoulder 
muscles as by exercising hip 
muscles. When you produce a 
state in which energy expenditure 
exceeds energy intake, body fat 
is mobilized uniformly, regardless 
of the way in which the energy 
expenditure is accomplished. 


A LIFE PLAN 

Anyone who is going to work 
effectively in controlling his 
weight for the rest of his life 
needs educated insight that will 
allow him to follow the kind of 
deliberate, intelligent and 
continuing course necessary to 
achieve lasting results and to 
avoid spending time eating 
grapefruit, or money on a 
machine which delivers electric 
shocks to the muscles. 


A REALISTIC GOAL 

It is wise to set a realistic goal or, 
better yet, a number of 
successively more difficult goals, 
so that the effort of maintaining a 
greater and greater loss can be 
continuously reassessed. In 
other words, start by losing 
approximately five pounds over 
the next month and maintaining 
that loss for an additional month 
or two. If this does not prove to 
be too uncomfortable, then other 
similar steps can be taken. If any 
step proves to be too difficult, 


stop: but do not slide back all 

the way to the weight determined 
by the natural setting of your 
appestat. A weight loss of five 
pounds in a month, which is 
then maintained for an addition- 
al month, is an ideal rate for 
weight loss to occur. Five pounds 
of fat lost represents an energy 
deficit of approximately 18,000 
calories. If this is accomplished 
in one month, it means that 
energy intake every day must 
average 600 calories less than 
total energy expended. 


KINDS OF FOOD 

What kind of foods should you 
eat? Exactly the kinds you like 
and have been eating all your life. 
Since there is no evidence that 
any kind of food is more likely 
than any other to satisfy hunger . 
without containing a similar 
quantity of energy, you might as 
well have what you like. 

This is for the rest of your life. 


HOW MUCH TO EAT 

How much food should you eat? 
No one can answer that question, 
but you can soon find out. Unless 
you are going to increase your 
total energy expenditure 
substantially, it’s going to have to 
be less than you are eating now. 
The only indicator of the right 
amount of food for you will be 
your body weight. If you are now 
eating only 800 calories a day and 
you are too fat, then 800 calories 
a day is too much for you. 


HOW TO START 

Start out by weighing yourself 
first thing every morning for at 
least a week before you begin to 
think about controlling your 
weight. This will give you an idea 
what your weight is averaging 
during this period. Then start by 
giving up satiety for one month 
and see how much of a difference 
this relatively minor sacrifice 

will make in your weight. You 
may eat as many times a day as 
you like, if you are really hungry 
—but never eat all you really 
want, never eat until you are 
completely satisfied—give up 
satiety. If, after one month of 
doing without satiety. your weight 
has fallen off significantly, keep 
up this program until it stabilizes 
at a new lower level. 


THE NEXT STEP 

If you find that you are able to 
give up satiety but you still have 
excessive body fat, then go 
forward another step. Another 
step forward means that you are 
going to have to learn to tolerate 
a little hunger. At any rate, you 
will learn over the months just 
how much hunger it takes for you 
to maintain any certain level of 
weight loss, and you will have to 
make continuing decisions about 
how much or how little weight 
loss you are willing to maintain.

Invented by a turbine and jet- 
pump manufacturer when _ his 
son’s doctors prescribed water 
massage—at that time available 
only in hospitals—the whirl- 
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pool bath now has many 
devotees who swear by this 
form of water massage for 
relaxing, stimulating circula- 
tion, loosening tight muscles. 
The Jacuzzi unit most often 
seen is the 24-pound portable 
model that sits at one end of 
the bathtub (above), powered 
by an electric motor to make 
the water swirl and bubble 
around you. Completely safe, 


it is light enough to be 

carried along on trips. 

A special flexible hose 
attachment can be used to 
provide water massage directly to 
local areas of the body, such 

as back, neck or shoulders. 
Two new designs from the com- 
pany are built-in units called 
the Roman baths and the 
Jacuzzi Family Spa. The Roman 
baths are contoured fiber glass 
bathtubs (in two lengths, 

five colors) that install like 

any other tub but have built- 

in motor, timer and whirlpool 
inlet. The Family Spa is a 
miniature swimming pool big 
enough for three or four 
people. Also made of sculp- 
tured fiber glass, it has 

several molded seats for sit- . 
ting at different levels. 

Three inlets control water 
action, in raised or sunken bath 
designs. Many of these new 
products for the bath would 

not be possible. of course, with- 
out the great developments made 
in plastics in recent years. 

The prefabricated bathroom is 
but one example of the way the 
material has enabled the theory 
to become reality—and the 
theory of the prefab bath is 
nothing new. One early expon> 
ent was Architect Buckminster 
Fuller, who designed his 
Dymaxion Bath in the 1930s. 
Also called the Five by Five— 
because it was to fit into a 
space of five feet square— 

and the Integrated Bath, the 
complete bathroom weighed 420 
pounds. There were two oblong 
compartments, a tub-shower 
area and a lavatory-toilet 
compartment. Two men could lift 
the four basic pieces and 
install the whole bath in three 
hours simply by bolting the 
pieces together and connecting 
the pipes and electrical equip- 
ment. Each compartment had 
indirect lighting, includ- 

ing a light in the bottom of 
the tub-shower that illuminated 
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the water and the floor. In 

the prototype model made in 
1936, the upper half of each 
section was made of aluminum, 
the lower half of coated copper 
But Fuller himself foresaw that 
the real time of the prefabricated 
bath would come with develop- 
ment of the then-young 
plastics. And today we have— 
well, take another look at 
The Bartoli Bath. 


TO EASE THE DECORATING TRAUMA 
—THE HAND-HOLDING STORE 


Effective interior decorating, from 
minimal apartment to _ great 
house, takes flair, knowledge, 
practice. Money, too, of course— 
but the trained professional can 
produce stunning results that 
don’t always have to break the 
budget. 

One often overlooked source 
of such professional advice is the 
decorating service provided by 
a favorite department or home 
store. And more and more stores 
around the country have added 
such services, which are usually 
given without charge. 

Like their counterparts with 
private decorating firms, these 
decorators are out to please, to 
design attractive rooms precisely 
suited to the lifestyle of the cus- 
tomer. And that lifestyle should 
be candidly expressed in the very 
first interview-the budget, inter- 
ests, activities, entertaining and 
any particular quirks (“I can’t 
stand beige” or “My husband in- 
sists on keeping that beat-up old 
chair of his”) as well as the size 
and type of residence. 

From there, the pattern usually 
is quite simple: The designer vis- 
its the home, then gets down to 
actual planning and, finally, sub- 
mits sketches of his proposed 
scheme. Final decisions are sim- 
plified because the suggested fur- 
nishings, and possible alternates, 
are close at hand and readily 
visible in the store. 


Young ideas 


Here is a diverse sampling of 
stores that provide professional 
interior decorating service at no 
charge: 

Children’s rooms now rate al- 
most as much professional atten- 
tion as living rooms or master 
bedrooms. At the J. H. Harvey 
home furnishings store in White 
Plains, N.Y., such advice is given 
gladly. Although the major part 
of the firm’s work deals with 
first-time and second-time-round 
decorating on a larger scale, 
they have been designing more 
and more personal settings for 
children and teen-agers. The bent- 
twig idea, with resultant pleasure 
to the young and their parents. 

In this store there are no 
roped-oft model rooms. Every- 
thing shown may be touched and 
tried. And there are no salesmen. 
Not that this is a do-it-yourself 
place. Indeed, the opposite. Each 
member of the staff is a trained in- 
terior decorator—Harvey-trained, 
in addition to professional school- 
ing. They are guides and helpers, 
their expertise constantly — in- 
creased by advanced courses in 
specific areas under the direction 
of Mrs. Harvey Gleberman. 


To supply the main store and 
its four branches in other towns, 
J. H. Harvey has a long list of 
sources. In furniture, Ethan Al- 
len, Heritage, Drexel and Found- 
ers are among the leaders. 

From oil magnates to young 
couples on bite-sized budgets, the 
clients of the Anderson Furni- 
ture Studio in Dallas have one 
thing in common: They like a lot 
of color. So that they won't have 
to see it first on paper, in a 
swatch or in the mind’s eye. the 
Anderson Furniture Studio in- 
cludes in its 65,000 feet of floor 
space a drapery department and 
a carpet department. and it will 
even send a crew of painters to 
ready a client's house. If more 
fundamental work is needed first. 
an associated firm of architects, 
Barson and Henricks, is called in. 


Trends and tradition 


A staff of 15 interior decora- 
tors, headed by Joyce Wynn, is 
kept busy creating and carrying 
out plans for furnishing houses, 
condominiums, apartments, exec- 
utive suites. Since this is oil coun- 
try, where money trees grow. the 
design is often on a large scale, 
but young couples with young in- 
comes also get the same expert, 
cordial service. And they keep 
coming back. Latest color favor- 
ite for all budgets: a clear yellow. 

Tradition-oriented (Dunbar is a 
cherished name here). the firm 
deals extensively in contempo- 
rary, too. Antique furniture is not 
stocked but pieces are searched 
for, when wanted. in the major 
markets, and a changing selec- 
tion of small antiques is also on 
hand to use as distinctive accents. 
This is all part of a comprehen- 
sive service. 

Once in a while a big store 
does a big turnabout in one or 
more of its departments. That’s 
what happened at Highee’s in 
Cleveland. A few years ago. they 
gave the interior decorating de- 
setting and 


brought in about 18 recent grad-

uates of design schools—and en- 
couraged them to experiment. 
The resultant rush of innovative 
ideas has brought a delighted new 
following to a department for- 
merly dedicated to conservatism. 

Feeling for the traditional con- 
tinues strong. Witness the Con- 
noisseurs’ Gallery with its an- 
tiques and its reproductions from 
England, and the Williamsburg 
Crafts House with its time-hon- 
ored pieces. These days, how- 
ever, nearly all traditional room 
designs are sparked by contem- 
porary elements. A lighthanded 
mix usually proves most satisfy- 
ing, with many young couples

wanting the mix tipped well to 
the modern side. Freedom of 
choice in color is so complete 
that, according to Frank Stover- 
ing, head of the department, the 
colors are those individual clients 
like best. 

Selections are carried from a 
long list of furniture makers, 
Yale Burge, Medallion and Hen- 
redon among them, and the Hig- 
bee designers may make special 
orders when necessary. Consid- 
erately, there are two or three 
members of the design staff at 
each of Higbee’s half a dozen 
suburban stores. 


Architecture an influence 


The course interior decoration 
takes must always depend to 
some degree on the architecture. 
The size and shape of the room, 
ceiling height, type and_place- 
ment of windows influence the 
planning. 

At Joseph Horne, famous Pitts- 
burgh department store, the staff 
of its home decorating studio, 
headed by Arnold Daniels, ap- 
preciates and points up architec- 
tural excellence, knows how to 
conceal or correct architectural 
flaws through major structural 
change or lesser revisions. Im- 
provement most often is achieved 
visually, without construction. 
Example: A room with walls in- 
terrupted by poorly placed win- 
dows and a fireplace was given 
coherence by providing continu- 
ity of pattern in damask cur- 
taining and matching wallpaper. 

For townhouses and apart- 
ments and for country houses 
(some of them remodeled farm- 
houses). most clients prefer Pro- 
vincial or Colonial, according to 
Daniels. although a few opt for 
contemporary, or for  well-bal- 
anced mixes. Among the numer- 
ous furniture sources: Richard 
Wheelwright. Karges, Henredon, 
Schoonbeck. Now and then a Vic- 


torian heirloom is “given” to be 
blended into a decorative scheme. 

Whatever the type of interior. 
color plays a vigorous part in the 
decor. “Things are brightening up 
in Pittsburgh.” said Daniels. 
Along with the long-loved golds 
and greens are lively newcomers 
—keen lemon yellow and shrimp 
pinks, countered by heavier blues. 

Like a king-size candle. Lam- 
mert’s house furnishings store in 
St. Louis throws its enlightening 
beams a long way. Its design head, 
Roy Joos. teaches a junior college 
interior decorating. 
Special programs also are con- 
ducted for high school students 
and occasional formal teas are 
given for women’s clubs in a lux- 
urious setting within the store.

STORE 


A continuous informative and en- 
tertaining feature is the Prome- 
nade, a gallery above street level 
where sidewalk strollers have a 
clear view of a series of model 
rooms. This arrangement has 
proved so popular that lights are 
kept on in the rooms until 2 A.M. 

These model rooms and the 
many others in the store give only 
a hint of the great diversity to be 
found on the eight floors of furni- 
ture. A few of the makers repre- 
sented: Baker, Widdicomb, Cush- 
man, Globe, Woodmark. There 
are painted pieces from Thomas- 
ville, Italianate groupings from 
Kendall. And a complete “Mod 
House” wild with red and white, 
green and white, catches young 
eyes and interest. Edelweiss Ba- 
varian, with delicate painted flow- 
ers, appeals to a completely dif- 
ferent taste. 

The bulk of the store’s residen- 
tial work is still for private 
houses, although it also designs 
interiors for many country clubs. 

“How do you use your house?” 
is the vital question asked by the 
Design Studio staff of Bullock’s,. 
in Southern California, in that 
all-important first interview be- 
tween designer and client. The 
way the house is expected to per- 
form in family living and in en- 
tertaining is a quick tip-off to the 
range of appropriate furnishings. 


Personal tastes 


In all seasons, easy-to-live-with 
traditional is most frequently the 
first choice in furnishings, though 
often as the major part of a var- 
ied assemblage. Los Angeles cli- 
ents and other Californians have 
a special feeling, too, for orien- 
tal pieces, imports and such beau- 
ties as those in Baker’s Far East 
collection, with campaign chests 
great favorites. : 

Walter Sawicki, director of de- 
sign services and fashion coordi- 
nator for all Bullock’s home 
storés, holds that clients’ rooms 
should seem to be a flowering of 
personal taste, never carrying the 
obvious imprint of a professional 
decorator. He sees many signs 
that sophisticated tastes are de- 
veloping at an earlier age in the 
growing number of teenagers who 
like the look of mixing and are 
knowledgeable about the antique 
and the traditional as well as the 
modern look in design. 

For children’s rooms, Sawicki 
believes close-to-nature colors 
give a sense of security. For boys, 
the earth tones he calls “dirty 
colors,” perhaps lightened — by 
beiges, brightened by grass green 
or brick red. For little girls, more 
delicate schemes involving lots 
of sunshine yellow.®

In a world where self-effacement 
seems to have become one of the 
greatest virtues, David Hicks may 
be one of the last egotists. 

Hicks is the London decorator 
who brought us geometrics, shiny 
walls and the pattern mix. One of 
his more recent commissions: the 
redecorating of Prince Charles’s 
four-room apartment in Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

He is a man of energy as well 
as ego. Example: He now travels 
to New York monthly in his role 
of general consultant to Hystron 
Fibers on matters concerning the 
company’s Trevira fiber and its 
application—as wall and floor cov- 
erings, apparel, luggage and 
airplane and automobile interiors. 

By his definition, Hicks has 
stopped being a “decorator” and 
has become an “interior design- 
r.” He considers his work close 
to artistry and divorces business 
acumen from creativity. 

“Artists have had to develop a 
business because life is 
But it’s not the 
me—who has the real 
business sense. It’s our business 
managers. We’re the dreamers. I 
think it’s a disaster when a de- 
signer becomes too involved in 
the business side. He should be 
totally detached from it.” 

Forthrightly, without a trace of 
humility, Hicks describes his rise 
from England’s “dull. mid- 
dle class” to-he can’t quite de- 
tach himself business—his

He studied design at the Cen- 
tral School of Arts and Crafts, 
followed by two years in the 
army. He says of his stint in the

“Tt was good for me to be with 
all those awful lorry drivers, to 
know what really bad food is, to 
get away from one’s mother, to be 
deprived of flowers and live in 
hideous rooms. All that is terribly 
good for one’s character.” 

Following the army, Hicks 
spent two years wandering 
around the world, painting and 
studying architecture, “really 
passionately exploring the whole 
world. You know, the eager cul- 
ture vulture.” 

The exploration ended in favor 
of a job. He returned to London 
and spent six months in the cre- 
ative department of an advyertis- 
ing agency, “drawing blowups of 
tractor tires and corn flakes.” Re- 
action: “Advertising people just 
drink gin and tonic and talk a lot 
of nonsense.” 

Then came the turning point. 
Hicks decided to buy a house in 
Eaton Square and proceeded to 
decorate it “absolutely as I 
wanted.” It was at a time when 
imaginative wallpaper and car- 
peting were difficult to come by. 

“T relied entirely on color—of 


course, I used it in a stunning 
way.” 
The results were immediate. 


The house was published in an 
English magazine and suddenly 
“people rang up to ask, ‘Will you 
do my house?’ So really that was 
my big breakthrough. I then spe- 
cialized in doing private homes 
for the upper class . but now 
I do that only through my asso- 
ciates.” 

What are David Hicks’s deco- 
rating guidelines? 

I do believe there are certain 
classic rules to which one must

Streets for People: A Primer for 
Americans by Bernard Rudofsky 
(Doubleday, $14.95) is a book of 
moving words and profuse illus- 
trations on streets. “the lifelines 
of urban civilization.” And be- 
yond the discussion of streets, 
how each nation gets the kind of 
city it deserves. 

The author has lived in most of 
the world’s great cities, and has 
walked the streets of all of them. 
His book is a fascinating pot- 
pourri of covered streets, side- 
walk cafés, porticos, _ stairs, 
bridges, elevated streets, and even 
street cries. We learn about 
bazaars and open-air markets; 
about drinking fountains, decora- 
tive fountains, and comfort sta- 
tions. In the cultural history of 
streets outside the United States, 
we begin to see our own more 
clearly. To us the street is a 
means to go from here to there, 
preferably by car. We rarely 
think of it as a rendezvous. And 
though we’re a country of con- 
scientious bathers, few of us con- 
sider cleaning the street before 
our own houses—an everyday oc- 
currence in most other world 
cities. A reading shows how much 
were missing in this country.

More than any other tree, Se- 
quola sempervirens, our Califor- 
nia redwood, has been a spec- 
tacle for sightseers, a source of 
remarkably durable lumber, and 
the center of a political and eco- 
nomic battle over the use of our 
forests. Named after Chief Se- 
quoya, an unschooled Indian who 
devoted 12 years of his life to 


making an alphabet for his 
Cherokee tribe, the big tree has 
also been embroiled in a number 
of misunderstandings. 

For example, although its nor- 
mal life span is between 500 and 
800 years, it is not a slow-grow- 
ing tree. It is, instead, one of the 
fastest growing—reaching matu- 
rity within 40 years. Nor is it a 
“vanishing species.” Author of 
these comments is Kramer 
Adams, whose book The Red- 
woods was published recently in 
paperback by Popular Library.

By JAMES DeLONG ( “I agree with 
Thoreau that all a man’s possessions 
should be carried in a knapsack. Un- 
fortunately,” says former jockey Bill 
Pearson, “my knapsack is the size of 
a moving van.” An exaggeration, of 
course-it is really the size of a 
slender, shingled San Francisco town- 
house where he, his wife and baby 
daughter dwell amid a peaceable king- 
dom of craft and art from many cul- 
tures. The ingredients of this timeless 
mix were acquired during 30 years of 
maturing esthetic perceptions. How- 
ever, Pearson modestly regards the 
collection as only the present view 
seen from his ever-widening eye on 
the world. Even the house itself is a 
collector’s item—and it took the Pear- 
sons seven years to persuade the 
owner to sell. Designed in 1880 by 
noted architect Willis Polk, it is little 
changed except for an added porch 
and bath. In the living room (above 
and- right), a coffered ceiling canopies 
Eames and Thonet chairs, De Luci 
and Tiffany lamps, a Federal sofa, a 
Thomas Eakins painting, rugs from 
the Caucasus, Japanese Imari ware, 


Eskimo and pre-Columbian artifacts.

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The original interior surfaces of the 
house were naturally finished Cali- 
fornia redwood. Subsequent owners 
had overlaid these with many coats of 
white paint.

Now they are 
glad they didn’t. “We love the white,” 
Pearson says; “it goes with the way 
we live.

Pearson eschews slavish clinging to 
the ritual of “period” styles in the 
furnishing of a room.

Georgian silver—treasures from all 
over the world—and mixing them 
freely with their then-contemporary 
styles.” The treatment of the snug.

By its very nature, the mix has no formula. 
It can no more be put into recipe form than 
the painting of a picture. Essentially it’s a 
matter of varied personal—hence emotional- 
ly made—choices, set into unlikely juxta- 
positions. But the same thing might be said 
of an attic piled with the memorabilia of 
generations—a hodgepodge to close the door 
upon, hardly a harmony. 

The point of difference is that the new 
look depends for its effectiveness upon a 
disciplined selectivity. You will notice that 
clutter plays no role in the rooms we have 
been showing. Many of these rooms are 
downright sparse in their furnishings—the 
country French and acrylic bedroom, the 
safari den, the sitting room that becomes a 
guestroom—but every single element is made 
to count, a reminder that choice can be a 
tough, hard-nosed matter of being as will- 
ing to discard as to accumulate. 

Those teamings-up of surprises—a Louis 
XV chair lacquered yellow and covered in 
a modern resist print, a Venetian cabinet on 
vinyl brick floor, an ormolu mirror above a 
chrome and glass table-are far from hap- 
penstance. They may be shatterers of the 
conventional “rules” but they bespeak an 
aware eye that recognizes design affinities 
in forms, patterns and materials. 

When a huge vase suddenly shows up on 
a tiny six-inch-high table-an anomaly by 





any “rulebook” standards—it is done by 
someone so sensitive to the normal scale of 
things that he recognizes, and deliberately 
uses, the shock value of exaggeration. And 
shock, bringing the eye up short, is surely 
one element of the mix. 

It is no coincidence that some of the 
happiest examples of the mix occur in the 
homes of professional interior designers. 
whose experienced eyes and knowledge of 
the conventional rules are their bread and 
butter. The message here is that in order to 
break the rules, it is well to know what they 
are and, quite importantly, where the cutoff 
point comes when the shattering of prece- 
dent turns into absurdity instead of some- 
thing that pleasures the eye by its very un- 
expectedness. Paradoxically, restraint, the 
conscious effort not to go overboard with 
too much too wildly, is what keeps the mix 
on an even keel. 

In the last analysis, what may seem like a 
fortuitous knack for bringing an assortment 
of contradictions together in a harmonious 
agreement is the result of training one’s eye 


to design relationships which we can see 
about us every day of our lives. Neophytes 
need not despair. The talent doesn’t come 
through the soles of the feet. but by observa- 
tion and experiment. There never was a 
time when there were more opportunities to 
do both, training the eye. (Continued)

Probably the greatest contribution the mix 
gives us is the opportunity to develop a 
personal style-that very special, mine-alone, 
all-of-a-piece consistency of taste that breaks 
through all norms and clichés and stands 
by itself, as distinguishing as a fingerprint. 
Previously, personal style has been more 
frequently evident in the way people dress 
than in the way they furnish their living 
quarters. You are aware of it in those most 
elegant of women who know themselves and 
their own tastes so well that they in a sense 
make their own fashion. Don’t think for a 
minute that they are not thoroughly au 
courant with such things as the mini-midi- 
maxi business, the Belle Epoque hairdo, the 
hoo-ha over belts or neck bands or toe rings 
or whatever else happens to be lighting the 
fashion sky at the moment.

scene, continually changing with the sea- 
sons.

After all, who has the 
wherewithal to change the rugs and sofas 
every three months? Even more pertinent, 
in the uptight past a universal awe of inte- 
rior decoration and a fear of not making 
the “correct” choices in putting a room to- 
gether have discouraged too many people 
from trusting their own preferences.

What’s happening here? Wood is happening. After milleniums 
of use, wood has been rediscovered. Engineers and technicians. 
builders and designers in aerospace, industry, heavy construction 
and home building are taking an enthusiastic new look at this 
ancient material. Some of their enthusiasm springs from serious 
concern for the slow depletion of other natural resources—iron, 
copper, aluminum. They re beginning to have a healthy respect 
for the renewability of the supply of wood. Cultivated judiciously— 
and the trend is in that direction—oak will always be with us 
for flooring, Douglas fir for timbers and basement foundations 
and spruce for nose cones. 

One researcher commented, “If wood didn’t exist, and somebody 
were to invent it, this new product would be hailed as one 
of the greatest inventions of all time.” 


Wy. else have designers and builders rediscovered 


about wood? For one thing, heavy exposed wood beams in, say, a 
school are more fire-safe than equivalently sized steel beams. Since 
wood burns and solid stee! doesn’t, this probably seems odd. But ina 
fire in a public building, structural support is often more important 
than combustibility. Temperatures in a burning building can 
reach 1,700° F. Exposed to direct flames at that temperature, 
solid wood chars at the rate of about 11% inches of penetration per 
hour. During that hour, the wood beam would continue to support 
the weight above it. Structural steel begins to sag at around 
1,200° F. and very quickly could precipitate the roof’s collapse. 
Few people would touch the metal handle of a pot of boiling 
water, but we don’t hesitate to grasp the wood handle of a 
hot pot. Insulating values tell the story. The same amount of 
insulation is provided by 1 inch of wood, 6 inches of brick, 


15 inches of concrete, slightly under 400 inches of steel

and over 1.700 inches of aluminum. The secret: wood cells. 





During the past two decades, home building technology has 
developed and refined such wood items as box beams, sandwich 
panels, roof and floor trusses and, as mentioned above, 
foundations. This relatively new structural language is appropriate. 
Box beams are boxlike, hollow inside. Imagine a rectangular 
frame of 2- by 4-inch members, wide side flat, covered with plywoed 
sides. That’s a box beam. It can become a floor joist, ceiling joist 
or wall header. For a sandwich panel. picture two large 
plywood sheets as slices of bread with studs and insulation as 
filling. Such panels are used intact to build walls, roofs, floors 
and partitions. Trusses are what the name implies-wood members 
assembled to hold up something else. as a roof or a floor. 


mitation is said to be the sincerest form of flattery. If 
that’s true, wood is consistently flattered today. Steel siding 
is formed to look like wood clapboards. Aluminum roofing is 
pressed into the shape of wood shingles. Wood-grain photography 
is laid out beneath plastic tabletops. And foamed 
polyurethane is made to resemble an adze-hewn ceiling beam. 

Wood is indeed a handsome material. Wood alone offers | 
infinitely variable grain, subtle colors and shadings and textures | 
from washboard-rough to silky-smooth. Mixed with other 
textures and materials, wood is at home in any décor—witness the 
many ways wood blends into the rooms shown on pages 92 to 102. 
Wood has even a certain physical appeal. One generally gets | 
an impulse to pick up and feel a well-turned wood figure—a bust, 
animal or boat model. 

Lately there has been some feeling that wood furniture is on 
its way out. Far from it. Mozambique, a dark, beautifully 


‘ 


streaked hardwood from Africa, is the “in” veneer on many of the 
new 1970 pieces from U.S. furniture manufacturers. As is | 
ovengkol, another African hardwood. However, pecan— 
particularly pecky pecan—and walnut remain in command, 
representing some 35 percent of all veneers on new lines. Oak. 
maple and cherry constitute the next 30 percent, while mahogany, 
the elite specimen of grandmother’s day, appeared on less than 2 
percent of the new pieces shown this year. Of course, popularity 
ratings change. Fashions ebb and flow in the world of home 
furnishings just as they do in clothing or architectural styles. 
But everyone—well, nearly everyone—agrees that wood, some form 
and type of wood, will stay on, despite incursions of plastics, 
glass and metals. 

Taking a closer look at today’s wood furniture, one might 
ask logically enough. “Why veneers? Isn’t solid wood more 
desirable?” Solid wood is used naturally for chair frames, table 
legs. cabinet framing. moldings and carvings. Custom-designed 
dining and occasional tables are sometimes built of solid wood. A 
few have appeared in the pages of House Beautiful, and these 
tables can be quite striking. But for both flat and curved parts of 
most furniture, veneer-bonded construction is superior in at least 


three important ways. First, it’s more stable than solid wood. 


ATERIAL 


Cross-bonding, the practice of alternating the grain direction 
of succeeding layers of wood from face veneer through to back 
veneer, sets up counteracting forces within the bonded sheet. As 
a result, warpage in one direction is canceled out by warpage 
at right angles in the next sheet, and the whole panel remains 
stable. Second, veneers offer a far, far wider range of grain 
designs, grain matches and unusual figures. And third, veneers 
deliver the most exotic and expensive hardwoods at relatively 
modest cost. One square foot of Brazilian rosewood veneer costs 
55 cents in New York. The same square foot of rosewood, 

sold as a solid chunk of wood just *4-inch thick. costs $4.60. 

Veneering is hardly a new art. It’s now known that cross- 
bonded veneers of wood were used to build Egyptian war boats 
around 2000 B.c. This is the same principle applied to the 
construction of PT boats during World War II, the kind of boat the 
late President Kennedy commanded. 

And during the first century A.p., Pliny complained in Natural 
History that some Roman merchants were selling native cedar 
furniture covered with imported ebony veneers as solid 
ebony—and getting a higher price for it. 

When craftsmen in the American colonies first turned to native 
woods for home building and furniture construction, they 
gravitated naturally to pines and cedars and spruces for homes, 





and to chestnut, elm, oak and walnut for furniture. The first group 
is softwood and the second hardwood. On the surface, their 
choices had to do with custom. This was what their fathers and 
grandfathers had used on the Continent and in England. But at a 





deeper level. man has known for centuries that hardwoods, the 
deciduous or leaf-bearing trees, are denser, harder and have a 
higher strength-to-weight ratio than softwoods, the conifers— 
cone- or needle-bearing trees. In making a chair, for example, 


17th-century craftsmen could turn a thinner, more intricate and 


yet stronger leg of chestnut than of white pine. They made pine 
furniture too, but it always looked more chunky. less refined. 
This tradition has been handed down to modern-day craftsmen. 


Bom. uses of specific woods are fascinating. Just as 


carpenters learned to select softwoods for house construction and 
hardwoods for furniture, many years of trial and error by 
craftsmen earmarked particular species for particular jobs. 
Weavers respect dogwood as the finest material for shuttles. 
The wood is very dense, extremely wear-resistant and non-splitting 


and has a surface that becomes as smooth and slippery as clear ice.

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Planting hardy bulbs 

in autumn is the surest 
way to a garden filled with 
flowers in the spring 


By ELVIN McDONALD () Whether you plant a dozen or a 
thousand bulbs this fall, you are almost sure to wish you 





had planted more when they burst into bloom next spring. 
Hardy bulbs are easy and dependable: they will flower in 
practically every climate and in any kind of garden, formal 
or rustic, city terrace or country acreage. Whatever the 
size and shape of your garden, there’s a spring-flowering 
bulb—a tulip or a daffodil, a hyacinth or a crocus—with 
the right color, height and blooming time. 

You must plant before frost hardens topsoil (daffodils 
especially benefit from planting as early as possible in 
the fall). You should plan ahead on how you will use 
spring bulbs and plant generous groupings of each variety. 
Order early and buy quality bulbs. 

New varieties are introduced constantly—following 
years of testing and propagation—but old favorites remain 
favorites for years. For example, the large, pale yellow 
tulip Mrs. John T. Scheepers, introduced in 1930, was 
voted an International Bulb Selection only this year, and 
after centuries of popularity, golden daffodils of the 
King Alfred type have only recently given way to whites, 
pinks, bicolors and doubles. But the orange hyacinths that 
came in the 60s have found almost immediate acceptance. 

To assist in planning the longest possible season of bloom 
from tulips, the Royal General Bulb Growers’ Society 
has reclassified the various types into four major 
groups: Early Flowering, including single and 
double early varieties: Mid-Season Flowering. including 
Mendel, triumph and Darwin hybrids: Late Flowering, in- 
cluding Darwin, lily-flowered. cottage. Rembrandt, parrot 
and double late or peony-flowered; and Species and Their 
Hybrids, which span a flowering season from Tulipa 
pulchella violacea in late February to the last blooms of 
Tulipa persica in late May. 

The hybrids of various species are among the 
most interesting currently favored tulips. All are excellent for 
general use, especially in rock gardens where they may be 
planted and left undisturbed for years. They bloom very 
early but are not recommended for forcing indoors. The 
Greigii hybrid known as Cape Cod, introduced in 1955, was 
another International Bulb Selection for this year. The 
Greigiis always have mottled or striped foliage with 
flowers in flamboyant combinations of yellow, black, scarlet 
and apricot. They grow to 12 inches tall, and some last 
up to four weeks in a partially shaded place. There is now 
considerable mixing between Greigii hybrids and the 
Kaufmannianas, which flower earlier. The Kaufmanniana 
grouping includes more than a dozen different varieties, 
all notable for spreading a carpet of low leaves under 
brilliantly colored flowers on stems seldom more than 
nine inches tall. In the midday sun, the 
petals furl out horizontally, water lily-style, 
hence the common name “water-lily tulip.” A variety 
known appropriately as (Continued on page 130) 
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Plant your bulbs 
in a flowering border that enlivens 
your garden with 


COLOR ALL YEAR 


The First springs into bloom in March, often defying icy, 
windy weather with its creamy yellow and bright crimson 
flowers. The Fosteriana hybrids were first made famous by 
Red Emperor, which has become one of the most widely 
planted tulips in history since it was introduced in 1931 as 
Madame Lefeber. Flowers are usually in vivid solid colors, 

on stems up to 20 inches tall. 

The multi-flowered tulips are also becoming quite popular. 
These May-flowering tulips have at least three to six flowers 
on each two-foot stem, from one bulb. They are superb for 
cutting, showy in the garden. 

In temperate climates, with warm winters and little or no 
freezing. tulips require a special cooling period before 
planting. Bulbs purchased in October or November should 
be cooled for about five weeks at a temperature of 40° to 45° 
(as in the vegetable crisper of the refrigerator) before 
planting. It is commonly thought that these bulbs should be 
forgotten after one season and new ones planted. But 
George de Gennaro, who produced most of the accompanying 
photographs, is finding that certain tulips return year after 
year in his Southern California garden. 

In daffodils, a large share of breeding work is being 
concentrated on whites, doubles, bicolors, scarlet cups and 
pinks. Not long ago, the only pink daffodil available was 
Mrs. R. O. Backhouse. Now it is missing from breeder Grant 
E. Mitsch’s list, with some 45 better pinks in its place. The 
newest is Canby, with a salmon pink and lilac cup and a flat 
white perianth. At $40 a bulb, it is still a collector’s item, but 
in a few years stock will increase and the price will come 
down. The first double daffodils often proved shy bloomers, 
or if buds did form, they dried up before opening. Now, 
kinds like Snowball. which has a fragrant, pure white 
flower similar to a gardenia, grow vigorously and flower 
freely. The miniature daffodils are especially useful in 
small gardens. These vary in size from the tiny Narcissus 
minimus, with yellow trumpet flowers on three-inch stems, to 
the 12-inch W. P. Milner with nodding sulfur white 
trumpets. All are good for forcing indoors as pot plants, for 
rock gardens and for naturalizing. In the garden they repeat 
well, come back year after year. 

Except for the recent introduction of buff, salmon and 
orange, the news in hyacinths is not in color or form but in 
how they are being used. Instead of formal or modular 
designs. with the bulbs planted row on row, hyacinths are 
being used in casual clumps in rock garden or perennial 
border or drifted in a naturalized planting. They will come 


up in succeeding years, the flowers less regimented in size 


but all the more charming for it. 

All of the other spring-flowering bulbs are called minor. 
Perhaps most important is the crocus. and there is a marked 
increase today in the number of species which bloom 


earlier, in the slightest hint of winter thaw. Consequently. 
they are often caught in snow and ice storms, but flowering 


resumes in the melting slush. The large hybrid crocuses

bloom later with showier flowers that stand up better when 





the weather turns warmer. All are perfect choices for rock 

gardens. In natural woodland or meadow settings. crocuses 

make a splendid showing when drifted in the grass. They 

were once suggested for scattering in lawns, but this 

practice does not work well. Crocuses are good to use 

under deciduous shrubs, where they bloom earlier and their 

leaves provide a grassy ground cover that stays green until . 
early summer. 

Other “minor” bulbs with uses similar to those of the 
crocus include Anemone blanda, babiana, chionodoxa, 
hardy cyclamen, eranthis (winter aconite), muscari 
(grape-hyacinth), leucojum (snowflake), ornithogalum, 
scilla, puschkinia, galanthus (snowdrops) and triteleia. 
Alliums, Dutch iris, camassias and Crown Imperials are 
favored for bedding purposes and for perennial border 
plantings. In mild climates, the St. Brigid and De Caen 
anemones, freesias, early-flowering gladiolus, 
ixia, lachenalia, ranunculus, tritonia and veltheimia 
put on a beautiful late winter and early spring flower 
show from fall-planted bulbs. Where winters are 
severe, these tender varieties can be forced easily 
for winter bloom in a cool window or home greenhouse. 

If you can’t plant bulbs immediately after they are 
purchased, open bags and keep the bulbs in a cool, dry 
place until planting time. Plant in well-spaded soil 
that drains excess moisture readily. Use sand and peat 
moss to loosen sticky or hard soil. Plant at the depth 
recommended in the instructions packed with each kind 
of bulb—a good rule of thumb is one and a half to two 
times the height of the bulb itself. In the spring, 
loosen soil around bulb foliage. Cultivate a small amount 
of well-balanced fertilizer into the surface. Promptly 
remove faded flowers before seeds start to form, but 
allow foliage to mature and turn yellow before removing. 
If you choose your bulbs carefully, you can use ;

In most of the country it is possible to have a perennial 
border that displays bloom from February to early 
November simply by planting spring-flowering bulbs, 
Phlox subulata, irises, peonies, hardy lilies, Shasta daisies, 
day-lilies, summer phlox, asters and chrysanthemums. To 
this basic planting you can add all kinds of embellishments. 
The border shown at right has been designed by Landscape 
Architect John Philip Baumgardt for two major planting 
periods, spring and fall. All the bulbs, perennials, vines and 
shrubs and the tree in this illustration may be planted this 
fall. Suggested additional plantings of perennials. annual 
flowers and summer bulbs for the same plan will be 

shown in a future issue. In its final state, this garden 

will have some flowers at all times from 

late winter to fall frost, colorful berries in 

cold weather and occasional winter bloom.

One of Barbara’s most effective and 
touching interviews was with Mrs. Rose 
Kennedy, aired in 1968 on the anniver- 
sary of the assassination of President 
Kennedy. And then there was the inter- 
view President Nixon set up for her with 
Prince Philip. “It was a little difficult to 
do and to arrange and time was short. 
But it was good. It’s not just that it went 
well, but it was one that most other peo- 
ple couldn’t get.” She likes to interview 
women as much as she does men. She 
likes women and feels she can establish 
a good relationship. 

Even though Barbara works, she 
doesn’t feel that all women must work. 
She agrees with Dr. Spock that bringing 
up children deserves more respect.

NEW WAYS TO GREET 
THE COCKTAIL HOUR 


By Epsie Kinard 


The public taste is swinging away 
from the ultra-dry, palate-numb- 
ing drinks to cocktails with more 
emphatic flavors. 

Favorite drinks still may vary 
with the region. But a House 
Beautiful survey of bars in well- 
known clubs and_ restaurants 
around the country indicates that 
more-taste cocktails are being 
ordered everywhere. 

These professional barmen 
credit the new drink preferences 
to the influence of women, who 
often don’t like astringent cock- 
tails, and of young people, who 
create their own drinks in a free- 
hand style that ignores the time- 
honored rituals of mixology. 

There has been much talk of 
late that young people of today 
do not drink as much as did their 
counterparts of a few years ago. 
But several industry surveys have 
reported that the younger genera- 
tion's consumption now is at 
about the same level as that of 
those who came before. Today’s 
young drinkers are, however, 
drinking more types of cocktails 
with a greater variety of spirits 
mixed into them. 


Some examples 


Typical of the new drink inno- 
vators are California’s young sur- 
fers. They pioneered the kooky 
Harvey Wallbanger, a current fa- 
vorite. Named for a fictitious folk 
hero of Paul Bunyan’s stripe, 
Harvey packs an alcoholic A- 
bomb behind its beguiling taste. 
It combines three to six ounces of 
orange juice and one ounce of 
vodka with 4% ounce of Galliano 
floated on the top. Another youth- 
invented potion is a mixture of 
brandy and Kahlua. 

Perhaps nostalgia for early 
American ice cream parlors. plus 
our natural sweet tooth, accounts 
for the new popularity of liqueur- 
based drinks. Many liqueurs, it 
should be noted, have a proof as 
high as that of the spirits they 
mixed with. Proof ranges 
from a high of 110 for Chartreuse 
to a low of 36 for Créme de Cas- 
sis. the black-currant liqueur that 
is mixed with Chablis to make 
Kir,-a drink of lofty status. Years 
ago, drinkers discovered that 
brandy mixed with Bénédictine 
produced a liqueur of drier over- 
tones. As more and more con- 
noisseurs praised the mixture, the 
French Société Bénédictine de- 
combine Cognac and 


are 


cided to 


Bénédictine into its own elegant 
86-proof B and B. Whether po- 
tent or merely voluptuous, a li- 
queur is usually a flavor-inform- 
ing ingredient that smoothes out, 
improves texture and enhances 
the taste of the new cocktails. 

Domestic and imported _ li- 
queurs are equally adaptable. Ac- 
cording to our survey, the three 
top status symbols are imports: 
53-proof Kahlua, a coffee-flavored 
liqueur from Mexico; 80-proof 
Drambuie from Scotland, made of 
Scotch whisky and heather honey, 
and 80-proof Galliano from Italy, 
a blend of 50 different plants, 
herbs and flowers that has no 
strong base to intrude its flavor 
into the mix. 


Stirring innovations 


For experimentation, a number 
of brandies and liqueurs come in 
miniature (one- to 11%-0z.) hot- 
tles. At 50 cents to $1.50 each, 
they allow tryouts of the new 
drinks without having to stock a 
large inventory. Miniatures, how- 
ever, are not for sale in all 50 
states. 

New premixed cocktails _ re- 
cently launched by two indus- 
try giants (National Distillers 
and Seagram) allow a host or 
hostess to serve some of the most 
exotic and hard-to-make drinks in 
town without messy bartending. 
Pop the top of an eight-ounce 
aluminum can (two drinks). and 
out pour the subtle flavorings of 
Mai Tai, for example, a mix of 
white rum, Orgeat (brandy, al- 
monds and orange water). Cura- 
cao and fresh lime juice. 

Also featured among these con- 
venience cans (a special boon to 
women, who like the seductive 
cocktails and who do most of the 
home liquor-buying) are drinks 
with ingredients the home bar is 
not apt to have and can’t stock 
from local liquor stores and fruit 
stands. Pina Colada, Apricot Sour, 
Margarita. and _ fruit- 
flavored Daiquiris are just the be- 
ginning of more exotic drinks to 
come. 

The time-honored, safe way to 
sample a new drink is to try out 
a professional version at a bar 
before stocking the sometimes 
exotic ingredients a recipe may 
call for. But for those of you 
who want to mix up your own, 
here’s a sampling of the recipes 
we picked up from our cross- 
country survey.

How to broil steaks 


For broiling, no matter what 
method, steaks should be at least 
1% inches thick. Moderate heat 
usually gives better final results 
than a very high heat, whether 
broiling under a gas flame or 
with electricity. Slash the fat on 
the steak in several places to pre- 
vent curling. Place on a cold 
broiling pan in a_ preheated 
broiler about three inches from 
the heat. Cook for four to five 
minutes on the first side, then 
turn. Cook for another five to six 
minutes. At this point, test for 
doneness by cutting near the bone 
with a sharp knife. If the steak is 
too rare for you, broil a little 
longer before turning again. Keep 
a sharp eye out to make sure it is 
not overcooked. Properly broiled, 


the steak should be nicely 
browned on the outside. If not, 
‘increase the heat for the last 


few minutes. 

Lift the steak to a hot platter, 
season with salt and _ freshly 
ground pepper and coat it with 
softened butter. Garnish with a 
bouquet of watercress or parsley. 

For steaks thicker than 
inches, sear on both sides under a 
high heat, then reduce the heat to 
finish it.

Braised Fresh Tongue 


There are few meats as delect- 
able as fresh tongue when prop- 
erly cooked. Smoked tongue is 
usually available in most mar- 
kets, but you may have to shop 
around for the fresh tongue or 
even specially order it from your 
market.

NOBODY EVER TELLS 
YOU THESE THINGS

How many whole mushrooms are there in one pound? 


This is a good question and especially useful since you often 


_-must know how many you will need for a given number of 


people or a particular recipe. One pound is about 12 to 15 large 
mushrooms, best used to stuff; 25 to 30 medium (1! to 2 
inches), which might be called all-purpose—excellent for gar- 
nishing dishes; 36 to 46 small or button, best used for chopping. 
Size, it is good to point out, has nothing to do with quality. Note: 
In buying mushrooms, remember they should be firm, clean, 
white to creamy, with closed caps—that is, the gills (the fluted 
formation between the cap and the stem). If gills are showing. 
they are old, tired mushrooms. However, if they get “tired” in 
your refrigerator, they can always be used in soups, etc. Note, 
too, that if the recipe doesn’t call for the stems, they can be 
turned into a very good soup. 


How many sliced mushrooms equal a pound? 


If they are raw, | pound makes 5 cups sliced; if sautéed, it 


cooks down to about 2 cups. 
Should a poached bird be cooled in the broth? 


For the best flavor, it certainly should, uncovered in the refrig- 
erator. And this is important: Refrigerate it immediately after 
it is taken off the stove. To speed the cooling-off process. give 
the broth a stir when you think of it. The reason for this prompt 
cooling is that any poultry (chicken, turkey. duck, etc.) will 
deteriorate very quickly at too warm a temperature and you can 
end up by having it turn sour. Disaster! Cover when cold. 


What is abalone? 


It’s a shellfish, classified—Jack Shelton writes in his Private 
Guide to Restaurants—as a snail, which cannot be bought out- 
side of California. It is, however, available in cans. Abalone can 
be prepared in many ways although the most popular seems to 
be as steak. 


Is a small egg ever a better buy than a large one? 


The size of eggs is based on minimum weight per dozen follow- 
ing standards established by the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture: large, which weigh 24 ounces: medium, 21 ounces; and 
small. 18 ounces. When buying eggs. smaller ones are a better 
buy if the price difference per dozen is more than 7 cents for the 
next larger size of the same grade. If, for example, a dozen 
medium-size eggs costs 60 cents and a dozen large costs more 
than 67 cents, the medium-size eggs are the better buy. This 
situation is more likely to exist in the late summer or fall when 
small and medium eggs are plentiful. 


What are the blood spots sometimes found in eggs? 


First of all, they are absolutely harmless and it would be our 
recommendation that you completely ignore any you come 
across. However. for your information, blood spots are caused 
by a ruptured blood vessel on the yolk surface during the for- 
mation of the egg or by a similar accident in the wall of the 
oviduct of the hen. Only about 1 percent of all eggs produced 
have blood spots and only a very small percentage of these 
escape the sharp eyes of the graders. 


Where does the word dessert come from? 


It derives from the French, desservir which, according to the 
Oxford French Dictionary, means “to clear away, to remove 
dishes and plates from a table.” Obviously, it has come to mean 
a course of fruit or sweets served after the entrée or main course. 





Is a copper bowl essential for whipping egg whites? 


In the opinion of many fine cooks, it is. The theory of these 
cooks and many chefs is that in an unlined copper bowl, whites 
“mount” more smoothly and you get a larger volume. It is our 
unsupported opinion that the copper bow] and big balloon whip 
(also considered essential) are a hangover from another era 
when cooks had nothing more efficient to beat with. In this 
electric age, we have found the big electric mixer and electric 
beater give us extremely satisfactory results. 


W hat does rechauffée mean? 


Obviously it’s French and means food that has been warmed 
over. In contrast to les restes, meaning “the remainders,” the 
French expression for foods left over from one meal which the 
thrifty French cook turns into a delicious aftermath. Diction- 
naire de | Académie des Gastronomes designates using up left- 
overs as a fine art and “one of the most precious talents of the 
economical housewife.” There is, as a matter of record, a 
French book called Maniéres d’Accommoder les Restes (Man- 
ners to Do Up the Remainders). 


What is maple-syrup-cured bacon? 


Broadly speaking, all bacon available to us is cured with some 
sugar, but the introduction of maple syrup (which started in 
Vermont) is relatively new. Not only bacon but ham and sau- 
sage with maple-sugar cure are now in our markets. Canada is 
currently sending us their famous Canadian bacon with a ma- 
ple-sugar cure. You'll find on eating any one of these products 
there is a mild, but distinctive, maple flavor. 


Is pralin the same as praline? 


No. Pralin is a mixture of caramelized sugar and toasted al- 

monds pounded in a mortar or ground in a blender as finely as 

possible. Used in making French pastry. Praline (with an “e”) 
_ is a French confection—essentially, almonds coated with col- 
ored, perfumed sugar. New Orleans pralines, undoubtedly a 
happy corruption of the original, are made in various ways, 
always loaded with pecans, and look like big, round candy 
cookies. 
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What are Pimm’s Cups? 


| The Dictionary of Food and Cookery & Menu Translator, by 
| Henry Smith, writes “Pimm’s Cups” with this explanation: 
_ “Name of four well-known cups. No. | has gin as its base; 
| No. 2, whisky; No. 3, brandy; No. 4, rum.” A hundred-odd 
years ago, the proprietor of Pimm’s, a London restaurant, 
served a popular drink he called a Gin Sling which eventually

does she manage both show and 
home? She says, “I’m able to 
work out my hours. I can be home 
in the afternoon. I don’t feel that 
Jacqueline is missing things when 
[’'m not around, but that 7 am.”

is aware that people think it is 
all very well for her to talk this 
way.

in any of the basic styles of plant- 
ing: naturalized, in cultivated 
formal arrangements or for con- 
tainer gardening. 


Naturalizing bulbs 


Envision a wave of blue-grape 


_ hyacinths scattered beneath birch 


trees, or daffodils in a meadow. 
The idea behind naturalizing 
bulbs is to plant as if they were 
growing wild—just as nature 
might have arranged them. You 
can improve on this by selecting 
the best varieties and using them 
in pleasing color combinations. 

The naturalizing technique is 
simple. Take a handful of bulbs 
and toss them in selected areas. 
Use a bulb planter or slim trowel 
to plant each bulb where it has 
fallen. Give hard-packed soil a 
few extra digs, a dash of sand 
and a dibble of peat moss before 
tucking in the bulbs. Plant in 
generous groups of one variety, 
even a triangle of three the same 
is better than three mixed. 
Clumps of a dozen will make a 
prettier picture, and if you have 
the space, strew in groups of a 
hundred. 

Remember that leaves of na- 
turalized bulbs, like those in the 
cultivated border, need to mature 
and ripen naturally after flower- 
ing. This means that you can’t 
cut grass with bulbs planted in it 
until late June. If uncut grass is 
out of the question in your gar- 
den, naturalize bulbs by a tree 
trunk or at the base of a rock. 


Bulbs as a precision team 


When you see a bed of tulips 
with every flower the same height, 
the same color and spaced the 
same distance apart, this is bulb 
gardening in the formal way. In 
the right place, bulbs planted 
formally have a great effect. If 
yours is a ranch-style house, you 
probably won’t want formal beds 
of bulbs, but if Georgian or 
French Provincial, yes. Formal 
plantings of tulips and hyacinths 
are proper in a Williamsburg-type 
garden with geometrical beds and 
clipped hedges. For contemporary 
houses, naturalistic plantings are 
usually favored, although modular 


or Mondrian-like designs could 
be sensational. 
When using bulbs in formal 


designs, plant bulbs of the same 
size at the same depth with exact 
spacing. Excavate the complete 
bed to uniform depth. Space 
tulips or hyacinths six inches 
apart if used alone; nine inches 
if interplanted with pansies, 
forget-me-nots or English daisies. 


Bulbs for container gardening 


Pots of spring-flowering bulbs in 
full bloom are nearly indispens- 


able when dressing up the out- 


door living area of a garden. 
Where winter temperatures stay 
above 25°, hardy bulbs can be 


planted in outdoor containers of | 


all sizes and left to winter in any 


convenient area. In more severe | 


climates you can plant directly in 
larger continers (minimum size, 


two feet in diameter by two feet | 
Keep bulbs four inches 


deep). 
away from the edge. Push con- 
tainers close to the side of build- 


ing for protection and cover with | 
layers of newspaper and plastic” 


or canvas. Keep moist at all times; 
otherwise there will be no bloom. 


Remove protective covering at the | 
end of severely cold weather. [t is _ 
also possible in cold climates to | 
plant in sizable clay pots and _ 


store these in a garage, cold 
frame or unheated cellar until 
roots form. Keep moist at all 
times. Leave in darkness and cool- 
ness until danger of severe freez- 


ing is over, then move outdoors. | 
Keep watered. When buds are 
well along, move to display area. | 


After flowers fade, transplant to 


permanent position in the garden, — 


or discard bulbs. 


Forcing winter bloom 


When you purchase dormant 
Dutch bulbs they contain per- 
fectly formed flower buds. Cool- 
ness, warmth, moisture, darkness 
and light in the right amount at 
the right times will bring these 
hidden buds into winter bloom. 
Use clay bulb-pans and a mixture 
of equal parts garden loam, peat 
moss and sand. Position bulbs so 


that the tips are near the sur- | 


face, even protruding slightly. 


Moisten well. Then place in a | 


dark, cool place, ideally a range 
of 35° to 50° for a rooting period 
of at least six to 10 weeks. This 
can be in a cool garage, basement 
or storage room, or outdoors in 


a cold frame or trench. If you 


use a trench, dig it eight inches 


deeper and wider than the height | 
.and width of the pots. 
four-inch layer of Propolite, a_ 


Add a 


lightweight inert material, then 
position the pots. surround and 


cover them with four inches more | 


Propolite. This material, avail- 


able at most nurseries and garden | 


centers, can be used again. 
Unless your bulbs are especial- 
ly treated for Christmas bloom, 
don’t try to force bloom until 
after the holidays. Then bring 
a few pots each week to a temp- 
erature range of 65° to 75° ina 
place that is moist, sunny and 
airy in the daytime. After petals 
fade, keep soil moist and provide 
sun or fluorescent light until dan- 
ger of severe freezing is past.

stick, whether traditional or mod- 
ern. One must have all four walls 
the same.

Hemlock: Western hemlock is 
rated medium in strength and 
hardness, is stocked as construc- 
tion lumber and goes into the 
production of fine paper.

sistance to decay. The wood works 
reasonably well and provides a 
slightly better than average 
painting surface. 

Pale brown to reddish eastern 
hemlock is strong, and is 
usually used in construction and

as pulpwood. 


Pine: A time-honored wood, its 
species are used for thousands of 
products. Most window shade 
rollers are eastern white pine; 
wood windows, ponderosa pine; 
many floor joists, southern yellow 
pine; cabin logs, red pine; mold- 
ings and trim, western white pine, 
sugar pine or eastern pine. Any 
of the last three are ideal for 
wood crafts. They work easily, 
take finishes beautifully and show 
good resistance to warping. Ask 
for pine at a lumber yard, and 
you may get one of these three 
or ponderosa. Ponderosa pine is 
used principally in fine moldings 
and window sash. The wood has 
a low shrinkage coefficient, very 
clear texture and excellent paint- 
ing characteristics. 

Southern yellow pine is a coy- 
ering name for longleaf, short- 
leaf, loblolly and slash pine. It’s 
the workhorse of the pine family, 
—a very strong wood widely used) 
at all levels of construction, and) 
also sliced for construction ply- 
wood. The wood is hard, strong, 
somewhat difficult to work, above! 
average in decay resistance and 
slightly below average as a paint) 
and stain surface. Lodgepole| 
pine, a Rocky Mountain species, 
is also used for construction, but! 
the supply is somewhat limited. 


Redwood: The.heartwood of red- 
wood is well known for its excel- 
lent resistance to decay. In fact, 
redwood is still in demand _ for 
water storage and cooling towers 
atop high-rise buildings. In ad- 
dition to a long string of uses 


around the house-siding, win- 
dows, fence posts and rails, ex- 


terior doors-redwood turns up 
inside as wall paneling, ceilings, 
trim and in saunas. 

Heartwood ranges from a light 
cherry to a dark mahogany shade, 
and the wood weathers to a medi- 
um-gray. It is relatively easy to 
work, though not as easy as whité 
pine. Redwood takes paint and 
finishes beautifully. Some red+ 
wood is cut for joists and rafters! 


Spruce: Piano makers rate white 
spruce the finest wood for sound 
ing boards. Engelmann spruce 
for its very light weight and mod 





erately good strength, is used to 
produce skyborne gliders. Sitka 
spruce and white spruce are 
prized for the production of fine 
papers. All three species go into 
construction, although Sitka and 
white spruce have the edge on 
strength over Engelmann. White 
and Engelmann are white with 
tinges of pink.

Hardwoods 
Hardwoods take clear finishes 
well. Open-pored hardwoods,

candytuft is the most valuable for 
permanent landscaping effects. 
Known botanically as [beris sem- 
pervirens, this plant has woody 
branches with glossy, dark green 
leaves that hold in all except 
really cold winters. Where there 
is die-back, simply trim away 
dead leaves and tips in late winter. 
The plant will soon be covered 
with fresh green growth that al- 


most overnight will be smothered 
in white flowers. The variety Lit- 
tle Gem (above) is recommended 
by the people at White Flower 
Farm in Litchfield, Conn. as one 
of the best. It grows six inches 
tall. makes a perfect edging for 
border plants, can be clipped as 
a low hedge. allowed to form 
clumps in a flat area or to drift 
and cascade in a rockery or dry 
rock wall.

Here’s how it happens: Clay 
soil_is made up of millions of 
small thin plates, stacked one on 
top of another. As such, there is 
little space for the water and air

The gypsum does not need t 
be dug into clay soil-it will dis 
solve in rainwater or water fro 
the hose and be carried into A 
soil. Rate of penetration and ae 
tion is about six inches per year 

Lawn and garden gypsul 
(available at local nurseries an 
garden centers) may be applie 
over turf areas with a spreader 
Use the granular grade of gyp 
sum and spread it at the rate 0 
50 pounds per 1,000 square fee 
of area. It can be applied at an 
time of year since the materia 
contains no major plant nutrient 
that would influence growth. Yo 
can spread gypsum at the reco 
mended rate by hand across flo 
er or shrub beds. Also, mix 
liberally with fill soil and in the 
bottom of a hole when plantin 
a tree or shrub. . 

What about the animal ma 
nures or peat moss traditionall| 
mixed with clay soils to improv 
structure and texture? sci 
these materials may still be use@ 
but both need to be mixed wit 
the clay soil-which means timé 
consuming hard work, and, in th 
case of animal manures, the 
simply are not as available 4 
they once were.

Architect Hugh Weisman 
overcame the limitations 
of a narrow Scarsdale. 
N.Y., lot (barely 70 ft. 
wide on the street and only 
130 ft. deep) with this 
imaginative multilevel 
house. Built for the 
Weismans and their three 
young daughters, the 


house is slim (about 40 ft. 


wide) but surprisingly 
commodious and contains 
a delightful blending 

of spaces within. 

Guests enter through a 
brick courtyard (top) to 
the right of the garage. A 






matching wood gate to the 
left of the garage (lower 
right photo) leads to the 
kitchen-delivery entrance. 
Sliding glass doors open 
from a landing outside the 
sunken living room (see 
plan) and from the dining 
room onto a small wood 
deck (upper left). Outside 
stairs take the children 
from this deck directly to 
their bedrooms and the 
family room on the second 
floor.

IGHER IN THE WEST 


By Nellie Duncan 


ROCHE 


Anyone who has a sheltered spot 
in his garden can have roses for 
Christmas. Not the rich, luscious 
blooms of June roses but the 
delicate, shy white Christmas 
rose. 

Hanging in clusters beneath 
dark green foliage, Christmas 
| roses resemble the wild anemones 
of early spring. In the warmth of 
the winter sun, they open wide to 





show their golden yellow centers 
-recalling the single wild rose 
of midsummer that grows along 
country lanes and in the hedge- 
rows. Then, as evening comes, 
the petals close to protect the 
flowers from the chill winter 
winds. 

The best time for planting is 
in October, November or March. 
The plants can be grown from 
| seeds, and it is wise to start 
them in a separate bed, as they 
will multiply quickly. Once estab- 
lished, do not disturb them. 

Christmas roses need rich, well- 
drained woodland soil, full of 
leaf mold, and they are not averse 
to lime. They grow best in broken 
shade, not full sunshine and 
definitely not full shade. Ours 
erow well under the branches of 
a large Douglas fir. They should 
be muleched with old manure or 
leaf mold in April, watered freely 
during a dry summer and _ oc- 
casionally given liquid manure 





from June to September. Before 
the buds appear in early Decem- 
ber, the plants should have a | 
leaf mold mulch to strengthen 
the stems. 

Dozens of flowers bloom inter- 
mittently all winter long from 
one plant, with many blossoms 
on one stem. As the flowers age, 
they take on a greenish color 
that-along with their delicacy 
of form—gives solace to the eye 
when the rest of the garden is 
buried in the gloom of winter. 

The Christmas rose fits easily 
into beautiful flower arrange- 
ments for the holiday season. 


-Used with pine branches, red 


berries and glossy holly leaves, 
the white flowers add a pristine 
freshness to the dining table or 
seasonal mantel. 

With proper care, the flowers 
will stay fresh in the house for 
12 to 14 days. Before arrang- 
ing. split the stems of the flowers 
and place them in a deep bucket 
of warm water almost up to the 
blossoms. Keep them in a cool 
place for at least 12 hours. After 
they are arranged, keep the 
bowl filled with water. 

Even when the flowers are past 
blooming, the clumps of dark 
ereen leaves—-which grow to a 
height of one to two feet-make 
a pretty cover for bare spots 
under the trees all summer long. ®

HOW TO STOCK THE 
BAR FOR A PARTY 


Just buy liquor, right? Wrong. 
To help your husband be an unruffled host, 
hand him this guide for serving drinks 


By Emanuel Greenberg 


Good spirits make good parties. 
By spirits we intend both—those 
friendly folk you like around you, 
especially at this time of year, 
and those contained in the liquor 
you serve. And handling the liq- 
uid spirits at a party is often the 
more difficult. 

The fine points of stocking and 
running a home bar may seem 
obvious, and they are, once 
they've been mastered. It doesn’t 
require genius to handle the bar 
detail efficiently. It does require 
attention and planning. 

The primary consideration in 
stocking a bar is, always, people. 
As host, you'll know most of your 
guests, their liquor preferences 
and how much they’re likely to 
drink. The second consideration 
is the nature of the occasion. Is 
it a cocktail party, cocktails-and- 
dinner, a later-in-the-evening in- 
formal, a brunch, aprés-ski, apres- 
skating or an aprés-the-football 
game? Possibly a midnight sup- 
per after a concert or a play? 
Types and quantities of liquor 
will vary with the _ situation. 
Then there’s the matter of ice, 
garniture, mixers, setting up and 
other details that must be con- 
sidered for a successful party. 


Stocking the bar 


Caterers and other professional 
party-givers say to allow one bot- 
tle of liquor (a fifth) for every 
four people. Since this gives you 
better than 16 average-size drinks 
(a quart bottle contains 20), the 
professionals figure on four 
drinks per person. This is more 
than generous-even allowing for 
the inevitable spillage and the oc- 
casional “over-achiever.” A more 
realistic appraisal suggests that 
two cocktails before dinner and 
three to four drinks at a cocktail 
party (depending on its length) 
will be ample for most people. 
And the few who take a little 
more are balanced out by those 
satisfied by one drink all night. 
The lists below will give you the 
amount of liquor you should 
stock for pre-dinner cocktails and 
for an average cocktail party, rel- 
ative to the size of your guest list. 
Figures are based on serving 1144 
ounces of liquor per drink.

The syrup keeps al- 
most indefinitely in the refriger- 
ator. Use it when sugar is called 
for (in the same proportions).

garnishes on a pick before plac- 
ing in drink. They look better and 
are neater to handle. 

Oranges, lemons and limes can 
be cut up in advance. They'll 
keep fresh if you place them in a 
flat dish and cover immediately 
with heavy plastic wrap or a cool, 
damp cloth. Slice the oranges and 
lemons a little on the heavy side— 
oranges about 14 inch wide. They 
hold their shape and are more at- 
tractive that way. Limes can be 
cut in wedges. Lemon peel for 
twists should also be prepared in 
advance. Take only the zest, the 
yellow part of the skin. The white 
pithy substance beneath the zest 
can impart a bitter taste to a 
drink. An occasional change from 
the standard garnish adds inter- 
est. You might try Calomondin 
(miniature preserved oranges) in 
a Whiskey Sour, pineapple finger 
or apple wedge in an Old- 
Fashioned and a branch of a cel- 
ery heart in a Bloody Mary. 


The problem of ice 


Next to good friends and good 
liquor, the most essential ingre- 
dient for a party is plenty of ice. 
Be sure you have enough-or even 
too much—fresh, hard-frozen ice. 
Ice that’s been around for a 
while, uncovered, picks up food 
odors—and that won’t improve a 
drink. Ice that’s cold to opaque- 
ness is colder than 32° F, the 
temperature at which water 
freezes, and will chill a drink 
quickly with a minimum of dilu- 
tion. Figure on using four nor- 
mal cubes per drink. 

If your guest list is relatively 
small, you can store up enough 
ice from your own refrigerator. 
One way to do it: Empty the ice- 
cube trays into a heavy plastic 
bag or a double brown paper 
bag and store in the freezer. The 
bags can be taken from the 
freezer during the party, one at a 
time as needed, and set, bags and 
all, in a Skotch Cooler by the bar. 

For larger parties, you'll prob- 
ably want to buy from a vendor. 
Ice cubes may be purchased in a 
range of sizes, from compact bags 
holding about 80 cubes to large 
500-cube tins. Prices vary be- 
tween a penny and a penny and a 
half a cube. (In some areas liquor 
stores provide them free with li- 
quor purchases.) The small bags 
are easier to handle, and _ the 
cubes will be harder at evening’s 
end than those in the large con- 
tainer. See that your ice bucket is 
well insulated and has a close- 
fitting lid. 

Plan your bar set-up to allow 
the most comfort for you and the 
guests. A couple of trays in a 
handy spot will do for a small 


group. Or you can pour on-the- 
rocks orders in the living room 
and mix cocktails in the kitchen. 
For larger affairs you should have 
a good-sized oblong table with 
enough surface to hold all the 
spirits, ice bucket, garnishes, 
glassware (about twice as many 
glasses as guests), mixers and 
bar tools. A small waste basket 
lined with a plastic bag will be 
very useful for disposing of or- 
ange rinds. 

Place the table at the side of 
the room, about three feet from a 
wall to leave enough room behind 
it for maneuvering. Food should 
be well away from the bar to 
avoid congestion and to force 
people to circulate. Some hosts 
insist on complete personal con- 
trol of the bar. but if you can, 
have a reliable friend spell you 
once in a while. (At a really 
large party, you'll probably want 
to hire a bartender-see story on 
page 76.) Part of the host's 
duty, and pleasure, is to relax 
with the guests. A second ice 
bucket set at the far end of the 
bar will also afford some relief, 
encouraging on-the-rocks drinkers 
to help themselves to refills. A 
large decorative casserole filled 
with ice can serve as a table-side 
cooler, holding juices and other 
mixers that should stay cold. the 
Dubonnet or sherry if you have 
that, and glassware that needs 
chilling, if there’s room. 


Mix ’n match 


Somewhere along the line you'll 
have to make a decision on 
whether, and how. to limit the 
range of offerings. Suggesting a 
choice of three drinks, say a high- 
ball, Martini or something on- 
the-rocks will usually do it with- 
out wounding anyone, since 
you're not restricting it to that— 
merely suggesting. If you expect 
a lot of Martini calls, pre-mix a 
batch. It’s simple, and the drinks 
are good. Here’s how. If you start 
with a fifth of gin (or vodka). 


‘pour off 5 ounces. Replace with 5 


ounces of dry vermouth, turn once 
or twice to mix and chill in the 
refrigerator. Now you have a bot- 
tle of 4-to-1 Martinis-12 ample 
drinks. Bring out when necessary, 
and keep cold in the ice-filled cas- 
serole along with the mixers. Fol- 
low the same procedure’ with 
other cocktails. These pre-mixed 
pre-chilled cocktails should be 
poured over ice; otherwise they 
may be too strong. 

Above all. be cheerful. Don't 
let the responsibility of your job 
turn it into a chore. Good humor 
is catching. If you’re happy, your 
guests will be happy. And that’s

Place the chicken, breast side 
down, in a large, heavy, en- 
ameled casserole with the onion, 
parsley, peppercorns, bay leaf, 
thyme, salt, the chicken neck 
and enough wine and cold water 
(half and half) to cover.

Meanwhile, line 12 %-cup 
muffin pans with foil. Cut 12 


pieces of foil about 444 inches 
square. Press the foil into each 
pan neatly and smoothly, cover- 
ing bottom and sides. 

Flatten the chilled pastry with

Combine the juniper berries with 
the gin in a polyethylene bag, 
squeeze out all air and tie se- 
curely. Place in a small bowl 
to marinate for 24 hours. Turn 
occasionally. 

Season the leg, inside and out, 
with salt and pepper. Stuff the 
center part of the leg with the 
berries (reserve the juice). roll 
up and tie in several places with 
soft string. Secure the other end 
of the roast to the roll with a 
big skewer. Now. place the leg 
and all remaining marinade in a 
large polyethylene bag, squeez- 
ing out all air. Tie securely, 
place in a pan in case the bag 
leaks, and refrigerate overnight. 

To roast, lift the meat from 
the marinade. Pour the marinade 
into a small pan and set aside. 

Rub the meat all over with 
butter. Place in a roasting pan, 
and roast in a preheated 450° 
oven, basting occasionally. for 
30 to 40 minutes or until a meat 
thermometer registers 115° for 
rare or 118° to 120° for medium- 
rare. Lift from the pan to a 
heated platter and keep warm. 
Ignite the juices in the sauce- 
pan. Then pour into the roasting 
pan. When the flames die out. 
bring to a boil over a good heat, 
stirring in all the pan juices.

Add more oil to the 
skillet if it is needed. Sprinkle 
the veal with the thyme, salt, 
pepper from several twists of the 
peppermill, and flour. Toss the 
meat so it is well-coated. In a 
separate skillet. add a couple 
of tablespoons of oil. When hot, 
add the onions and brown light- 
ly.

Whether you want just one 
maid-for-an-evening to serve or

First, of course, decide what 
kind of party you want to give 
and how much help you will 
need.

he does entirely in the client’s 
home. Through him, waiters are 
$35 until midnight and $5 for 
each additional hour, cooks $40 
to $45 per evening.

If you entertain with frequent 
buffets, invest in the oversize napkins 
sometimes called lapkins, or fold your 
napkins so a pocket is formed to hold 
the flatware. Think, too, of napkin 
rings. Originally used so each person 
in a family could tell his own napkin— 
and he used the same napkin for a 
whole week, to cut down on launder- 
ing-these can be imaginative table ac- 
cessories. For a formal table, get silver 
ones. Or try some casual raffia, bam- 


boo or wooden ones. Or make your 
own, as we did with simple strips of 
ribbon in the buffet tray setting. Look

at Mrs. Poll’s table on page 88, where 
daisies are tucked under ribbon ties to 
coordinate with her daisy centerpiece. 
Mrs. Poll’s daisies and votive lights are 
also a good example of a new-think 
centerpiece. There’s nothing wrong with 
traditional flowers and tall tapers in 
the center of a formal table, but new- 
think centerpieces are much more ex- 
citing. If you collect something—figu- 
rines, small sculptures, paperweights, 
pottery, pitchers, shells-group your 
personal treasures into a tabletop dis- 
play.

We preached an elegant sentiment in 
1935, and for anyone today who has all 
this and some terrific accessories, too, 
we still say great-but it’s not neces- 
sary.

But also con- 
sider ways to updaie lace, perhaps 
with a vibrant cloth or paper under 
it or a sheer cloth over it for a summer 
setting. Not everything will work with 
lace, however, and you may have to 
experiment quite a lot to find the right 
combination. Whether you are a newly- 
wed or a long-wed, look at all table 
coverings in terms of mood, of color, 
of texture.

Now, many hostesses 
serve the appetizer salad before or with 
the meat course. Hence, the salad fork 
should go on the outside—logically ar- 
ranged in order of use.

about finding the right combination for 
your table? First decide on the mood 
you want to create. Somewhat formal 
or very casual? Dramatic or under- 
stated? Bright and shiny or seft and 
subdued? Look all around you for 
ideas. Look again at our examples in 
this issue and in the October issue. 
Look at color combinations in nature, 
in fashion. Study home furnishings ac- 
cessories to determine why some pieces 
set a certain mood. Then look at what 
you have to start with. Perhaps a new 
cloth and napkins will set a whole new 
mood. Perhaps it’s only a matter of a 
new centerpiece. You may want to add 
colorful soup bowls or clear salad 
plates. Possibly new wine glasses will 
give your table a lift. Maybe you'll 
want to splurge and buy new forks and 
spoons to use for desserts. It could be 
something so simple as a different way 
of arranging candles, or using short 
stubby ones instead of tail tapers. Be- 
fore you rush out and buy, experiment. 
Put your china and flatware on a sam- 
ple of a new color you're considering. 
Cut out magazine pictures shaped or 
designed like pieces you might want 
and place them with what you have. 
Fold or tape into shape a piece of 
paper to simulate the size of new can- 
dles or glasses. Practice fixing a new cen- 
terpiece. Daring tables take effort. But 
this is the age of new-think, and there’s 
really no set way to set a table anymore.

Good wine asks very little of its 
owner. A quiet spot where it can rest 
after its travels, where it can 

mature at its own pace. Air is the 
chief enemy of wine, so it should rest 
on its side, to keep the cork moist 

and tight. Wine should be stored away 
from strong light, severe temperature 
changes (55° to 65° is a good range) 
and excessive vibration. If there is 

a choice, store white wine on the 
cooler lower shelves (it matures 
faster). Traditional cellar space is 
idea! but rare. One new solution is 
the temperature-controlled cabinet 

or closet, but open storage on shelves 
or racks has a certain decorative 
value. Shown on these pages 

are four varieties of permanent 

wine storage, and on page 38 


is a review of portable racks.

What is Petit-Suisse? 


A delicate double créme, one of the richest of all fresh French 
cheeses. New York’s Ideal Farms tells us it is now, for the first 
time, flown in fresh every week. It comes six little “roll mops” 
packed to a box. Absolutely delicious served with sugar and 
strawberries or preserves. 


Are rabbits available in meat markets? 


|The U.S. Department of Agriculture tells us they are. USDA’s 
| Consumer and Marketing Service inspects rabbits in all service 
plants that request it and also grades them for quality. The U.S. 
| Grade A shield is your guarantee of a fully fleshed, top-quality 
animal. Most commercially produced rabbits are marketed when 
they are eight to 10 weeks old (these are known as “fryers” ), 
weigh from 114 to 314 pounds and are ready to cook. The 
\flavor of young rabbits is not unlike that of chicken. They can 
be roasted, broiled, barbecued or fried. Mature rabbits, eight 
months or older, weigh around four pounds and have a firmer, 
}more coarsely grained meat than fryers. 


\ What does “try out™ mean? 


It is a term used when cubes of pork, suet, bacon, etc. are 
| browned over a low heat to extract as much fat as possible to 
tuse for cooking. The browned cubes are called “cracklings” 
and are frequently used to season peas, lentils and other legumes 


What exactly is a sprig of parsley? 


| According to United Fresh Fruit and Vegetabie Association and 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture, a sprig is one stem with 
‘the leaves attached to it. Not, as one might think, the individual 
‘clusters of leaves. When a recipe calls for several sprigs (in a 
'stew, for example), toss in three or four. But when a recipe 
‘calls for minced parsley, you use only the leaves, discarding 
| the stems. Recipes all too frequently specify a measured quan- 
‘tity of minced parsley. We think this is ridiculous. We suggest 
\ in such cases that you use your head and mince as many leaves 
/as seems logical. A little minced parsley, more or less, will not 
“make an iota of difference in the finished dish. Besides, it’s 
\ good for you. 


How do you read a French wine label? 


| The label is important—it can give you a good idea of the qual- 
_ ity of the wine. On a fine French wine, the label will tell you the 
_name of the vineyard (often designated by its estate name, its 
chateau); the label may also—but doesn’t always—include the 
town and district in which the vineyard is situated. Labels on 
superior wines may say Grand Vin. Grand Cru or Premier Cru 
(cru means “crop” ). terms authorized in certain districts. When 
_a label says Appellation Controlée (controlled name), it is telling 
/ you that the wine actually comes from the place the label says it 
| does—therefore the wine is not a blend of wines from various 
districts, products obviously inferior to good unblended wines. 

| The initials V.D.Q.S., meaning Vins Délimités de Qualité Su-

What is Chinese parsley?

“It looks 
rather like a paler green Italian parsley, although its flavor is | 
much more pronounced.” Apparently, it is easy to grow from 
seed but does not dry well. Mrs. Ortiz writes, “It is sold with its 
roots still on: they should not be removed. Either wrap in paper 
towels or place in a plastic bag or glass jar and refrigerate. Do J 
not rinse before storing, as it will rot very quickly. Because it is 
stored with the roots on, it comes up very fresh and green when | 
soaked five minutes before using. It can be frozen.” [See Chef 
Wang’s recipe for Chinese Shrimp Bonnets on page 130, in 
which coriander is used as a garnish. | 


What exactly is a pastry cloth? 


A large piece of canvas on which to roll pastry, cookies, dough- 
nuts, noodles, ravioli, bread. etc. Because it is treated, the can- 
vas will not absorb grease or moisture. It is always accompanied 
by a rolling pin sleeve that looks like a knitted stocking. Using 
cloth and sleeve, you can roll any dough very thin—even the soft- 
est dough can be rolled without sticking. It’s a marvelous piece 
of equipment available in the housewares department of depart- 
ment stores or stores specializing in fine cooking equipment.

Sprinkle the eggplant and zuc- 
chini with salt. Place in a colan- 
der, cover with a plate and place 
a heavy weight on top. This helps 
to get rid of any excess moisture. 
Allow to stand at least one hour. 
Meanwhile, cut the peppers in 
half, remove the core and wash 
out the seeds. Slice in thin strips. 

Heat the oil in a wide, heavy, 
shallow pan. Add the onions and 
1% cup of water. Cook over a 
good heat until all the water has 
boiled away and the onions are 
soft. Add eggplants, zucchini, 
peppers and garlic. Cover and 
simmer for 40 minutes. Stir in the 
tomatoes and coriander and con- 
tinue to cook, covered, over a low 
heat for about 30 minutes. The 


vegetables should be soft but not 


mushy. Chill. 

Have ready as many two-inch 
tart shells as you plan to use. 
Roll the pastry on a_ lightly 
floured pastry cloth until it is no 
more than 1% inch thick. Cut the 
pastry in squares about an inch 
larger than the tops of the little 
pans. Fold in four and drop 
(don’t push) into the pan. Then 
push the pastry into all indenta- 
tions until it touches all sides. 
Prick the bottom with the tines of 
a fork. Then cut squares of wax- 
paper and drop into each pastry 
shell. Fill with rice or dry beans 
(these can be stored indefinitely 
and used again) to keep the pas- 
try from buckling. 

Place the pans on a_ baking 





sheet and bake in a preheat 
400° oven for 25 minutes. At th 
point, lift the rice filling from th 
shells and continue baking at 
other five minutes or until cel 
ters are completely cooked. Whil 
still hot, turn the shells out ¢ 
the pans onto a cake rack t 
cool. Note: The shells can 
baked and then frozen. 

First freeze the shells separaté 
ly. then pack and wrap them té 
gether and return to the freeze} 
To use frozen shells, heat ther 
in a low oven (140°) uni] 
thawed. Then cool. 

Just before serving, carefull 
fill each pastry shell with 
spoonful of the filling and garnis 
with a crisscross of flat anchovie 
and sliced olives.

25 medium-size shrimp, 
thawed, if frozen 

4 of a large red apple, 
peeled and cored 

1 egg white 

Cornstarch 

Dash of dry sherry 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

Chopped ham 

Black sesame seeds 

Fresh coriander* 

1 quart vegetable oil, about 


As is true of all great chefs, 
Chef Wang cooks to a large ex- 
tent by “feel.” Hence, we cannot 
be specific on all ingredients. 

Shell 15 of the shrimp, leaving 
only the tail intact. Place each 
shrimp on its back, and with a 
sharp knife cut from the tail 
down, but not all the way through. 
About in the center, cut a small 
opening that does go through all 
the flesh, and pull the tail 
through. Set aside. 

Shell the remaining shrimp and 
put through the meat grinder, 
using the finest blade. (Chef 
Wang chops them with a razor- 
sharp cleaver into a purée, but 
the meat grinder is easier for 
nonprofessionals.) Next, grind 
the apple and place in a bowl 
with the shrimp. Mix in the ege 
white, 5 or 6 teaspoons of corn- 
starch, the sherry, a very gener- 
ous sprinkling of salt and a light 
sprinkling of pepper. Mix togeth- 
er until the egg white is com- 
pletely incorporated. 

Before you take the next step. 
get your garnishes ready: Sprin- 
kle some cornstarch on one plate: 
mince very thin a sliver of ham 
(either prosciutto or any kind of 
cooked ham you haye on hand) : 
place some sesame seeds on a 
saucer; and get out the fresh co- 
riander. Then pour-the oil into a 
wide pan to a depth of about 114 
inches. Heat to 325° on a candy 
thermometer. 

Coat each of the prepared 
shrimp with some of the egg 
white mixture, dividing it more 
or less evenly. It will adhere bet- 
ter than you think. Keep a fresh 
damp cloth beside you because 
raw shrimp is very sticky. 

To finish the hors d’oeuvres, dip 
the bottoms of the shrimp in the 
cornstarch to coat lightly. With 
the tip of a wet finger, pick up 
some of the sesame seeds and 
press them onto the shrimp in a 
couple of places. Add one or two 
tiny coriander leaves and a little 
“nest” of the minced ham. Place 
in the hot oil and cook (not too 
many at a time) for three to five 
minutes, turning them over with 
a long spoon.

says woefully. “For instance. Tif- 
fany’s small gold cup may be finer 
than a great wooden chest many 
times its size—but if bulk is what 
counts in that particular country, 
then we're in trouble.” 

The protocol office has also had 
its share of timing problems. Says 
one aide: “President Johnson 
would suddenly get a thought on 
the massage board when the vis- 
itors were due in 24 hours or we 
were due to leave for a foreign 
country in a day or so. Before a 
Southeast Asian trip, for example, 
I opened a factory in New Eng- 
land on a Sunday night and had 
thousands of ballpoint pens 
specially inscribed because he 
wanted to give every person on 
Pago Pago a gift. 

“And once President Kennedy 
decided only 24 hours before 
President Paz of Bolivia was to 
arrive that he wanted to find a 
rare book on Bolivian mines. I 
called every rare bookshop in 
New York and Chicago before 
one New York dealer found a 
book that had been translated 
by the Earl of Sandwich about 
1609. He put the book on a 
plane, I met the plane, and the 
President quickly inscribed it. 
He loved it. even though the old 
leather bindings smelled quite

musty—and President Paz was 
thrilled with the thoughtfulness.” 

Tish Baldridge, who was social 
secretary during the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, emphasizes the in- 
terest the First Lady took in 
gifts: 

“The Eisenhowers had given 
Steuben glass, and we wanted to 
do something different. Both the 
Kennedys preferred vermeil any- 
way. Over and over we gave 
huge vermeil boxes enenaves at 
Tiffany’s with the presidential 
seal. Mrs. Kennedy frequently 
gave vermeil roses and dressing 
table sets and liked to give wives 
of visiting heads of state copies 
of good art books from one of our 
museums—each personally, care- 
fully inscribed. She always de- 
cided who would get what. 

“Another of her ideas was the 
paperweights from David Webb. 
She had seen some of the beauti- 
ful natural ores and minerals in 
the Smithsonian and asked the 
Secretary of the Interior to get us 
some for gifts. For instance, a 
plain piece of anthracite was 
bound with strands of gold for 
Chancellor Adenauer.” 

The former First Lady was also 
behind one particularly persistent 
gift effort.

President Kennedy a heavily be- 
jeweled sword. with 50 precious 
jewels for the 50 states. four- 
carat diamonds all the way up 
the spine and emeralds at the top. 
and Mrs. Kennedy a belt with dia- 
monds the size of cabbage roses 
and leaves of emeralds. (She wore 
it the night she married Aristotle 
Onassis, the newspapers re- 
ported. ) 

She liked the idea of giving a 
sword, and the Kennedys finally 
decided to make a replica of the 
sword George Washington wore 
to battle. From thought to presen- 
tation, this gift was a year and a 
half in the making. 

First was the problem 6f find- 
ing someone to make it, since 
swordmakers are, as a breed, ex- 
tinct. Even Wilkinson’s of Lon- 
don turned down the request, say- 
ing that it now makes only 
razor blades. Finally, swordmak- 
ers were found at the Rock Is- 
land Arsenal. Since the Smithson- 
ian wouldn’t let the sword out of 
sight, the swordmaking team had 
to go to Washington and make 
rubber molds to work from. In 
the end, eight swords were com- 
pleted and the first one given to 
Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethi- 
opia. 

The Kennedys searched espe- 
cially for historical gifts. To Pre- 
mier Sean Lemass of Ireland they 
gave an Irish flag that had been 
carried by a group of his country- 
men during the U.S. Civil War. 
And they once gave General de 
Gaulle of France a couple of let- 
ters that had been written during 
the American Revolution about 
French participation in it. 

“It wasn’t so much the ques- 
tion of being different from the 
last administration,” says Tish 
Baldridge, “as of giving some- 
thing that was personally exciting 
to them. something that they 
thought the visitors would really 
remember and not just put away 
as a dust-catcher, like a bowl.” 

Two favorite historical gifts of 
the Johnsons, according to Mrs. 
Johnson’s press secretary, Liz 
Carpenter, were a copy of the 
octagonal file table designed by 
Thomas Jefferson and a replica 
of the brass candelabrum by 
which George Washington wrote 
his farewell address. 


Pictures from space 


President Johnson frequently pre- 
sented visitors with a framed 
picture of their country photo- 
graphed from space by the Amer- 
ican astronauts. To golfers, he 
enjoyed giving custom-made golf 
clubs—sized according to the vis- 
itor’s height. weight, arm length 
and whether he shot right-handed 
or left-handed. One of these went 


to the Prime Minister of Japan, 
and it was reported a year later 
that his score was od by 10 
points. But it didn’t seem to cre- 
ate an international incident. For 
the Prime Minister of Japan, who 
had once been the Postmaster of 
Japan, the Johnsons also had an 
old postbox from a musty Smith- 
sonian attic painted in red, white 
and blue. 


An engraving disaster 


President and Mrs. Johnson had 
an especially warm relationship 
with ittany’s Major Anthony 
Holberton-Wood, who tells of one 
of the few engraving disasters on 
White House gifts: “It was a 
small silver box, sent out to Sin- 
gapore to be given to the prime 
minister. Three months later they 
let me know that we had made 
the prime minister into the presi- 
dent in the inscription, so they 
couldn't present the gift. I'd like 
to say it was the fault of the desk 
officer (State Department desk of- 
ficers check the language and 
spelling of all inscriptions before 
they are engraved), but it wasn’t. 
It was mine. I think, though, that 
it was our only engraving error.” 

Major Holberton-Wood © said 
that he thought doing away with 
the little presentation ceremonies 
the Kennedys and Johnsons had 
is “terribly sad. I saw it only 
once, but thought it was a lovely 
gesture, and rather charming.” 

Now all gifts are sent to Blair 
House, where the visitors stay. 
Ambassador Mosbacher says the. 
Nixons prefer to do this to save 
the visitors the embarrassment of 
having to ooh and aah over gifts 
in their presence. 

In the days of the Kennedy and 
Johnson administrations, the gifts 
were presented when the visitors 
came to the White House for the 
state dinner, usually the first 
night of their visit. In addition to 
the formal gifts, stuffed animals, 
toys and other trinkets were 
given to take back to their chil- 
dren or grandchildren. 

One protocol aide especially 
remembers a ceremony when the 
visitors from an emerging A fri- 
can nation “arrived with literally 
hundreds of gifts. Bongo drums, 
monkey rugs, toys, hats. in the 
corner of the room was our sim- 
ple, elegant, carefully chosen Tif- 
fany silver desk set. 

“When President Kennedy 
came into the room, he tried on 
several of the 20 hats, played 
with the bongos and admired the 
rugs. He picked up several of the 
toys and exclaimed, ‘John-Jokn 
will love them.’ The visitors were 
so proud—the good will of our 
gift was reflected in the Presi- 
dent’s grace and charm.” gw

Perfume is a pretty traditional gift for Christmas—but what 
a nice tradition. Women love to receive it. Men love to give 
it. And there are many new choices this year, both new forms 
of familiar fragrances and new scents—one of which you 
might enjoy even if you have a favorite that has become 
known as your aura. 

Before you buy—or ask for—any new scent, test it in a 
store. Give yourself and the perfume an honest test—go 
shopping without wearing any other fragrance and test only 
one at a time—and ask for a liberal dose so you can judge 
the full effect and lasting power with your particular skin 
chemistry. Once you've decided on what you'd like, leave 
this column around in a conspicuous place, with conspicuous 


underlining, so everyone will get your hint. 


One of the newest perfumes is Chamade (pronounced sha- 
mahd), Guerlain’s first new fragrance in seven years. The 
name is translated from the literal “roll of drums” to signify 
a rush of emotion or romantic heartbeat, and the perfume 
falls into the category of modern, blended scents. We don't 
think you should buy your perfume for its bottle, but we do 
know one husband who finds it easier to remember the 
bottle shapes on his wife’s dressing table than to remember 
names. And Chamade will be easy for him. Like Guerlain’s 
Shalimar and Chant D’Aromes, Chamade is in a most dis- 
tinctive bottle—a ribbed heart shape with slender clear glass 
stopper for the perfume and the Guerlain circular shape with 
cone stopper for cologne and toilet water. 

Even longer in coming was the new scent from Parfums 
Caron. It’s called Infini and is their first new one in 15 years, 
but worth waiting for. The derivation of the name is, of 
course, fairly clear and the scent is delicate. It will also be in 
a companion cologne. 

In a different spirit and from a different country comes 
Andiamo, by Princess Marcella Borghese. Andiamo can be 
translated to mean “‘let’s go,” and the spirited scent is a 
modern rose-floral/citrus-toned blend. To go with the per- 
fume, you can get Andiamo in Perfume Oil, Acqua di 
Profumo, Aerosol or Natural Spray Acqua di Profumo (we 
haven't tested the sprays yet, so can’t tell you what different 
effects these produce) and Andiamo Silken Milk Bath.

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THE GLOW OF CANDLES: 
FOR WARMTH, ROMANCE

Flickering candlelight enchants 
all ages. For centuries it was a 
necessity, one of the few sources 
of light. Now, the candle is en- 
joying a remarkable renaissance 
in America as an object of 


beauty, whimsy and convyersa- 
tionat delight. 
Modern candle collections 


come in such a smorgasbord of 
colors, fragrances, sizes and de- 
signs that ihere is literally a can- 
die for every home, every decor, 
every occasion—and every pocket- 
book. Lt there is no speciality 
shop, be prepared to visit several 
stores, since displays and stock 
vary widely. What you ul find are 
four basic candie styles, in end- 
less variations: the taper or din- 
ner candle, the piitar, the sculp- 
tured Ov novelty candle and ine 
volive candle. the candlemaker’s 
task is not only to master these 
fundamentat designs but to im- 
prove, embellish, color and scent 
them. 

Vhe classic dinner candles, for 
example, nuw come in a dazzling 
array ot solid, banded or mottled 
colors. They can be embossed 
with handsome designs, decorated 
with handmade flowers, inscribed 
with an anniversary date or 
swirled with colorful wax ruffles. 
They may be so tail tney tower 
over diners or so short they bare- 
ly peak over the dinner plate. 


Tall ones... 


The stately, long-burning pillar 
has changed even more diamati- 
cally since the days when it was 
a staple of churcnes and castles.

placing votive candles, pour off 
excess wax and remove the old 
wick. When lighting any candle, 
keep matches out of the wax pool 
or they will create smoke.

The tiny votive candle has many 
practical uses and is, as well, 
priced for tight budgets. It will 
fit into almost any wide-mouthed 
container from antique goblet to 
dime-store cup. An _ unscented 
votive candle that burns for 10 
hours less than 15 cents. 
The scented varieties, which 
come in such unusual fragrances 
as new-mown hay and cranberry, 


costs 


run generally from 25 to 60 
cents. The votive candle con- 
sumes every drop of wax, so 


there are no leftover stubs. 

Actually, half-burned candles 
need not be liabilities. Louis XIV, 
who refused to relight a candle, 
gave stubs to the court’s ladies- 
in-waiting, who sold them for pin 
money in Parisian markets. A 
good solution for today is to burn 
candle ends in hurricane lamps 
with tinted globes, a trick restau- 
rants have been using for years. 

When shopping for candles, 
consider wax and wick construc- 
tion as well as style. The well- 
constructed candle requires the 
selection of both the right wax or 
wax formula and the right wick. 
As a rule, larger candles require 
thicker wicks. The choice of 
waxes depends on the size, style 
and cost of the candle. For in- 
stance, the multicolored candles 
so often seen in basketed wine 
bottles require a soft wax so they 
will drip as they, burn. Dinner 
candles, on the other hand, hold 
up best when they are constructed 
of a hard wax with a high melt- 
ing point, like beeswax. Modern 
candlemakers often blend waxes 
to find a less expensive quality 
candle, (For detailed information 
on candle waxes, see the list at 
the end of this report.) 

If a candlemaker does not list 
ingredients on the label, a sales- 
man may be helpful. If not, price 
is a fair though not ironclad ba- 
rometer of a candle’s worth. Usu- 
ally, higher priced candles are 
hand-crafted or made of better 
waxes—or both.

Want to remodel a barn? 


There are individualists among us

New trim paint

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What is meat glaze? 


The French term is glace de viande. It is beef stock that has 
been boiled down slowly to the consistency of syrup. which 
becomes a hard jelly when cold. Used to give a flavor boost to 
sauces and soups, it is so concentrated you use it only in very 
small quantities. such as half a teaspoon or so. Dissolved in hot 
water, meat glaze can be used in place of stock. Any good cook- 
book (Mastering the Art of French Cooking, for example) will 
give a recipe. and we should point out it is relatively easy to 
make. Lacking your own glaze. we have found Bovril a good 
substitute. Mrs. Dannebaum’s recipe for Truffled Capon on page 
98 calls for meat glaze.

What are Carrots Vichy? 


Carrots cooked in Vichy water. Cook as you would glazed car- 
rots. That is, with butter. salt and a little sugar. substituting 
imported bottled Vichy water or plain bottled water with a 
pinch of soda in place of broth. The theory is that pure non- 
calcareous bottled water produces a more delicately flavored 
carrot. More likely. it is a result of all those people who have 


gone to Vichy to drink the water for the sake of their livers, 


with which the French are often so preoccupied. 


What are Quatre-E pices? 


A blend of four spices (3 tablespoons each of ground white 
pepper. ground nutmeg and ground ginger and 5 tablespoons 
ground cloves) used by French cooks, according to taste, in 
stews. sauces. soups and vegetables such as carrots. Sometimes 
it is sprinkled over broiled meat or sautéed mushrooms, in 
which case salt is added to the mixture. To make: Combine 
all the spices in a small jar with a tight lid. Shake to mix well. 


Do macerate and marinate mean the same thing? 


In this sense only, they both mean to place foods in a special 
liquid for a given length of time so they can absorb the fla- 
vors. Macerate is the term used for fruits and the liquid is usu- 
ally spirits, sometimes with the addition of sugar (cherries, for 
example, macerated in kirsch): while marinate is used for 
meats. The marinade can be wine and/or broth, usually with 
seasonings (for example. beef marinated in red wine)

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SUSAN GRANT LEWIN foys and games are very much a Christmas tradi- 
tion... but there’s nothing traditional about the look of many new play- 
things. Their geometric, sculptural shapes are best described by terms like 
“minimal” and “hard-edge.” Contemporary materials such as acrylic and other 
plastics as well as aluminum and chrome are most often used. But perhaps the 
most tradition-breaking aspect is that this Christmas, these toys will fill 
almost as many adult stockings as children’s. All categories in the toy-game 
area have gone with the wind—children’s toys can be as appropriate for adults 
as adult games can be fun for the younger set. One significant design change 

a concept spotted by Lanier Graham of San Francisco’s De Young Museum—is 
that the new building blocks are also connecting units (unlike, say, Tinker 
Toys, with different pieces for building and connecting). This factor, says 
Graham, allows infinite flexibility in developing abstract sculptural forms. 
Stephen Miller, of Creative Playthings, has made this an important principle 
in his company’s philosophy. The involvement of artists in the toy-design 
process is the key to engaging the attention of adults, and this year their 


participation has reached beyond “limited editions” to mass-production level.

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Christmas was a very happy time to me 
as a child. Until | was married, I lived 
in the small house in Skowhegan, 
Maine, which had been built by my 
maternal grandfather. who was a 
carpenter, and in which I and my 
mother were both born. [t was a small 
two-story house with small bedrooms, 
a larger living room, a fairly large 
kitchen and a small parlor on the 
street front of the house. 

We had the Christmas tree in the 
parlor. On Christmas Eve we would 
decorate the tree with homemade 
trimmings made of popcorn and 
cranberries strung alternately on long 
strings, and with colored screen cloth. 
After we went to bed (my brother, two 
sisters and I), our parents would place 
the gifts on and around the tree. | 
remember | was so excited I could 
hardly sleep. 

We would get up early on Christmas 
morning to gather around the tree for 
the distribution of gifts. Practically all 
of our gifts were clothes and other 
living necessities. | now wonder why I 
was so excited as a child in 
anticipation of the gifts when they 
were such living necessities as 
deliberately selected oversized clothes 
for us to grow into. 

I remember very vividly one 
Christmas morning when | was up at 
five o’clock and stood up in my little 
bed and tried on a gift coat that was 
far too big for me. I also remember 
how I hated the heavy ribbed black 
stockings with the foot sections that my 
mother had knitted to the end of the 
stocking material. 

Perhaps the reason I was excited the 
night before Christmas was because 
once in a while we did get “fun” gifts 
such as sleds or skates. And just as 
soon as breakfast was finished, we 
would dash out into the heavily 
snow-covered yards or down to the 
frozen pond to use them. 

I think the most recent Christmas 
that I remember so pleasantly 

probably the happiest Christmas 
ever for me—was the 1949 Christmas. 


It was the first Christmas in my 


then-new home in Skowhegan and my 
first Christmas as a United States 
Senator. 

More important, it was the first time 


in many years that my mo! hac 
been united with all her cl une 
grandchildren. [t was centered around 
my mother (my father had p 

away a few years before). In 
atmosphere that gave us all a wai 


glow inside, we gathered around t| 


Christmas dinner table at four o'clock 
in the afternoon. We didn’t have the 
traditional Christmas turkey. Instead 
we had four large roasted chickens 
cooked by my mother for the 14 of us. 
There never was anything as good as 
my mother’s roasted chicken. 

The Christmas dinner was truly a 
family affair with everyone 
contributing. Mother cooked the 
chickens, and my sisters and my 
brother’s wife each brought their 
specially cooked dishes of our favorite 
foods. 

After the dinner we gathered around 
the tree. The families of my brother 
and sisters had had their own family 
exchange of gifts earlier. Most of the 
gifts on our Christmas tree were 
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inexpensive. Their value was worth 





more in laughs than in money. Earlier 
we had drawn name slips to see who 
would give whom a Christmas present. 
We had agreed on two rules—that 
they not cost above a certain amount 
and that they be funny. 

The little laugh-provoking trinkets 
that we gave each other gave us a little 
of the greatest gift of all—happiness. 
We got more out of the little comic 
gifts than the more expensive gifts. 
They were symbols of the spirit of 
affection, the real spirit of Christmas. 


Fortunately, | can now relive very 
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vividly the memories of that wonderful 
Christmas for I recorded our 
dinner-table and Christmas tree talk 
and our laughs on a small recorder. I 
concealed it in the room so that no one 
would be self-conscious or unnatural. 

One of the best things recorded was 
our laughs. The happiness of a laugh 
can be very contagious even when 
played back on thin wire. When | 
played the recording back to surprise 
the family, we laughed even more at 
the recorded laughs. 

We vowed then to be together this 
way every Christmas. But somehow we 
didn’t ever get around to doing it 
again. A goodly portion was my fault 
because so many years the Senate has 
stayed in session through December, 
and I was kept in Washington. My 
mother lived for only two more 
Christmases and then the reason was 
gone. We didn’t realize how fortunate 
we were to have that Christmas 
together, since we would never 
have it again. 

I shall never forget that 1949 
Christmas because we were all together 
sharing our fun, our gifts, our favorite 
food—and sharing our family 
happiness and a little sadness because 
the deceased members of the family 
could not be with us. 

Christmas is now often nostalgically 
sad for me. My husband and parents 
are gone and I have no children. But 
Christmas is more than just a family 
affair. Its essential meaning has its 
source in God. It is a holy, soul-stirring 
reminder of Christ, the only-begotten 
Son of God. This Christmas spirit 
makes this the one time in the year 
when self-interest and selfishness are 
reduced to a minimum as our 
thoughts in this season instinctively 
go out to others. 

Christmas is not only a time to send 
greeting cards and exchange gifts. 
More important. it is a time when we 
try to give each other happiness. It is 
only natural that we seek first to give 
happiness to our families and then to 
our friends. But in the sharing of the 
happiness of this season, let us think of 
others. We find a deeper meaning of 
Christmas if we try to extend that 
happiness beyond the circle of our 
families and friends. 

Christmas is the season when the 
heart rules supreme. May our hearts 
be big enough to meet the temptation 
of materialism and the tasks ahead for 
each of us individually in a nation 
that is so troubled with emotional 


violence and divisiveness. 
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Growing up in an orthodox home was, 
for a Jewish boy in the early 1900s, 

a succession of religious observances; 
but the celebration of Chanukah 
touched off a special sense of pride 
in our people that | remember 
from my youngest days. Each year, 
my father would retell the story of 
the triumph of the Maccabees over 
their Syrian conquerors, ending in 
one of the most amazing victories 
in the history of the Jews. In 
fact, a victory rare in the annals 
of civilization. 

In our house on Eldridge Street 
on the Lower East Side of New York, 
traditions surrounded the celebration. 
We children participated in all of 
them. With my sisters, Clara and 
Matilda, and my brothers, Jack and 
Max, I listened to our father tell the 
Chanukah story. (My mother called 
Max, the youngest, “Mein Columbus’l” 
—my little Columbus—because Max 
was the only one born in America. ) 

My father described how the Temple 
was cleansed of the Greeks and their 
obscene gods and how the Jews flooded 
the entire sanctuary with lights 
and sang hymns of praise and 
thanksgiving unto the Lord and 
glorified Him with the light of faith 
that blazed in their hearts and minds. 
So the multitudes streamed to the 
temple for a joyous rededication. 
They would celebrate for eight days 
and nights to parallel another 
festival of history, one that 
recalled the flight from another 
despot, the Pharaoh of Egypt. 

There was for the Jews only one 
anxiety—not enough oil in the holy 
vessels for eight days: indeed, 
barely enough for one day. Again 
the hand of God reached out to help 
and bless His people, the miracle of 
miracles, for, as they continued their 
hymns and praise and thanksgiving. 
the lamps did not go out. 

Strangely, the lamps grew brighter 
until on the last night the temple 
was aglow in all its magnificence. 
In remembrance, we now light one 
candle more on each night. 

My father always reminded us, at 
the end, that we lived in communion 
with all the far-flung members of the 
Chosen People of the earth who were 
celebrating Chanukah at the same 
time in the same way. 

Finally, we went to the synagogue, 
where we heard the rabbi’s sermon 
on the meaning of the Menorah, the 
candelabra with its eight lighted 
candles. We children were often bored 


until the time came for the singing of 
the Chanukah hymn—and a time 
“which will see all men free... tyrants 
disappearing.” 

My father was very strict with us, 
especially at holiday time. “Jewish 
boys don’t talk loud,” he would say. 
“Jewish boys don’t whistle.” But 
occasionally my mother gave him a 
look, as if to say, “Why don’t you 
leave the kids alone?” 

My mother did not always go to the 
synagogue. She stayed home preparing 
the potato pancakes, the special 
food for Chanukah, which are fried 
in shmaltz (chicken fat). During 
the eight days there was time to be 
invited and to invite, so that every 
housewife had an occasion to 
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display her talent and to exchange 





recipes with neighbors and relatives. 

Each holiday had—and has—its 
special games. The one associated 
with Chanukah is cards, frowned 
on at any other time of the year. 
The packs are usually homemade, of 
white cardboard, on which Hebrew 
letters are shown in black. There 
are no pictures and no names, only 
the letters. each of which has a 
numerical value. (Last year I saw 
children playing with Chanukah cards 
in Israel. ) 

Meanwhile, the children spin their 
dreydels, the four-sided lead 
Chanukah tops. These. too, are 
Pi aonmeneaiaanieoes 
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decorated with letters. one on each | 
side of the rectangular top, the 

initial letters of the sentence. 

~A great miracle happened there. ” 

The miracle was the triumph of the 

Maccabees. the event commemorated 

by Chanukah. 

To a child. one of the important 
traditions was “Chanukah gelt.” | 
a present of money that each 
child was entitled to receive from 
every adult relative. Chanukah gelt 
was to express the joy of the 
occasion. The real problem was the 
poor relative who would be “ashamed” 
if he skipped your house. 

We children were fortunate in 
having a “rich aunt” in Providence, 
R.I.. who came down to celebrate 
Chanukah with us. She gave each 
of us a dollar bill, which was 
a huge contribution for Chanukah. 
One year. | remember. my mother 
added to this, and I bought myself 
a pair of roller skates for $1.85. 

My aunt often took. me shopping for 
clothes. We took the streetcar and 
rode the 15 blocks up to 14th | 
Street. where she would buy me a new | 
shirt, a necktie and a wool scarf. 

( New clothes were important for the 

holidays and if you could not afford 

a new outfit, at least you had some- 

thing to show off to other kids. 

In addition to the Chanukah gelt, 
the parents give each of the children 
a gift. some little thing, on each 
of the eight nights that the candles 
are lit. One year the gifts 
included a campaign button, “Strauss 
for Governor” (Oscar Strauss ran 
for governor of New York in 1912 on 
Theodore Roosevelt's Bull Moose 
ticket). Another I particularly 
remember was a belt inscribed 
“Save Captain Dreyfus.” 

One year my gift was a book, The 
History of the United States by 
McMasters. It was fitting that I | 
should have received this book on 
Chanukah, the ancient Hebrew holiday, 
because I knew that Americans 
were also involved in the eternal 
struggle for freedom. It is a paradox 
of man’s destiny that although he 
inherits priceless spiritual possessions 
from his forebears. he has to 
secure them for himself all over 
again. often at the cost of his life. f 
The lesson the Jewish festival of f 
Chanukah is meant to dramatize for 5 
all of God’s children is the 
eternal striving of humanity for 
the three-fold blessing—life, 


humanity and freedom. 
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An Indian Story. In New York, on Third 
Avenue and 62nd Street, there’s a shop full 
of surprising, indigenous beauty which too 
few Americans know exists. It’s the Ameri- 
can Indian Arts Center. Conspicuously ab- 
sent, the birchbark gimcracks popularly 
considered Indian art. Instead, the dignity 
of stone-rubbed pottery, sand paintings, 
meticulous basketry and rugs—proud work 
of a proud people. Also here, the sweet 
scent of hope—largely because of one 
woman’s dream. She is Rhonda Muschen- 
heim, wife of Dr. Carl Muschenheim whose 
research in tuberculosis took him 18 years 
ago to the Southwest where TB was ram- 
pant among the Navajos. There Mrs. 
Muschenheim, who had once had TB her- 
self, saw misery, but she also discovered a 
native art as long neglected as the people. 
How, she wondered, could the rest of the 
world be made aware of this beauty? For 
if they knew it, they would want it, and in 
buying it would be helping these helpless 
people. It is not easy to collect Indian 
crafts because tribes are widely separated 
and the reticent people are wary of the 
sudden stranger. But Mrs. Muschenheim 
set out to learn the Indians and their art, 
returning year after year to visit different 
tribes, discovering different types of work, 
always with that showcase dream in mind. 
She and her husband had early on joined 
the Association of American Indian 
Affairs, seemingly a natural sponsor for 
the shop she envisioned, but costs involved 
—and the chance of its being met with 
public apathy—made it seem a poor risk to 
the association. But in 1962, when the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art put on an 
exhibition of contemporary Indian arts— 
through her persistence—it was so enthu- 
siastically received that she determined to 
have her shop if she had to swing it herself. 
With the help of friends and volunteers— 
she underlines that help—she opened the 
shop in September 1963, serving as buyer, 
manager, display artist, sometimes scrub- 
woman, working round the clock to realize 
the dream—a nonprofit art market, pro- 
ceeds going directly to individual crafts- 
men or tribal cooperatives which furnish 
the merchandise. By 1965 the shop had to 
move into larger quarters. It is now indeed 
under the aegis of the Association of 
American Indian Affairs, its figures up 
from $31,000 in 1963 to $150,000 in 1969 
—a tally of hopefulness for the people it 
was created to help. Mrs. Muschenheim 
says quietly, “It has been rewarding.” 
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Stories of individuals who 
have seen a human 
problem and taken a step 

to solve it, giving of 
themselves, inspiring 
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Visionary. Brian Wallach, White Plains, 
N.Y.—41, insurance broker, with a radio 
interview program sideline (WFAS), into 
anything and everything concerning the 
community. He is blind—but only with his 
eyes, seeing with remarkable clarity what 
needs doing and doing it. When he found. 
15 years ago, that Westchester County had 
no professional services for the blind, he 
beat the bushes, raised $25,000, and 
started the Blind Service Agency, now the 
Westchester Lighthouse, rated tops among 
the nation’s services for the blind. From a 
staff of one, it has grown to include 15 
social workers and 400 lay volunteers, 
helping thousands with training programs 
from Braille to cooking to teen-age groom- 
ing and hygiene courses. Meanwhile, in 
1965, Mr. Wallach instigated another plan 
to better his city and probably, by chain 
reaction, other cities—the White Plains 
Beautification Foundation, designed to in- 
volve the whole community in concern for 
urban planning, tax-exempt, supported by 
membership. Sparked—clean-ups, memo- 
rial tree-planting, gifts of parks. But a 
major effort is a basic study of how other 
places have improved their environment. 
Groups of involved citizens have been go- 
ing, at their own expense, on the Founda- 
tion’s Urban Design Odysseys—Scandi- 
navia, UK, other American cities—to 
examine all facets of beautification (build- 
ing codes, pollution control, housing, 
landscaping) and report back to their fel- 
low citizens with films, talks, newspaper 
articles. The New York State Urban Devel- 
opment Corporation has indicated interest. 
The idea may be contagious.

A Closer Walk. Nine years ago Anthony 
Hart, a $350-a-month, 19-year-old clerk in 
the Los Angeles Department of Public 
Welfare, drove to Mexico on vacation. 
stopped to watch a village ball game in Las 
Higueras, made friends (in sign language ) 
with a villager, Alejandro Verde. The 
result: He has now been responsible for the 
rehabilitation of 22 handicapped or polio- 
crippled Mexican children who might 
otherwise never have hoped for a normal 
life; he is spearheading a self-help project 
that has already built schools in the vil- 
lages of Las Higueras and Zopelote and 
outlines for the villagers—and anyone who 
wants to help them help themselves—a pro- 
gram of medical and sanitation improve- 
ment, better agricultural procedures and 
facilities for developing their traditional 
arts and crafts. It started when Tony saw 
Senor Verde’s seven-year-old son Jose 
dragging his twisted little body on the 
earth floor because his polio-stricken legs 
didn’t work right. Tony, in anguish for the 
child, impulsively offered to take him to 
Los Angeles for possible treatment. No 
money, no inside track with the medical 
profession, just a sense that something had 
to be done. It entailed some persuading of 
the boy’s parents, but Tony took Jose, put 
him up in his own home and by insistent 
effort got him the help he needed, immigra- 
tion officers and social workers raising 
Cain on the sidelines. To get money, Tony 
—who’d been an art major at Woodbury 
College and is a frustrated interior de- 
signer—painted pictures and baked pies 
and sold them, held white elephant sales, 
dipped into his salary—a procedure that 
still helps fund his work. Jose was made 
whole, and a lasting link was forged be- 
tween Tony and the villagers. On every 
visit, he became aware of someone else 
who needed help, something else that 
needed doing. Whatever it was, he made it 
his own business. The news of his work 
spread and he has of course had help— 
from individuals, the Shriners, L.A. hos- 
pitals, churches, the East Los Angeles 
Kiwanis and Catholic Welfare, which ac- 
cepts contributions earmarked for Tony 
Hart projects. Tony, this man who was 
born in a slum in Pine Bluff, Ark., and saw 
his own share of poverty and struggle be- 
fore he could educate himself, says that 
with a background like this, he feels he 
just has to help others. He also says, “One 
of the hardest things to make people un- 
derstand is that everyone can give some- 
thing—if it isn’t money, it can be time, 
interest, cooperation and effort.”

The four glittering ornaments 
in the upper left photograph on 
the previous page were all de- 
signed by Jay and Lee Newman 
of Jayly Innovations. We sug- 
gest these projects for older 
children or for parents who can 
work closely with younger chil- 
dren, since the plastic tiles are 
melted and fused in an oven. 
The individual tiles are 44-inch 
squares and come in solid colors 
and in clear or opaque white. 
They can be purchased at craft 
and hobby shops or from school 
suppliers. Or order them from 
Jayly Innovations, P.O. Box 541, 
Bayonne, N.J. 07002. From 
there, they are $3 for a package 
of about 200 tiles. Add $1.25 
postage for orders under $3; 
$1.75 for orders over $3. 
Materials for all designs 
Poly-Mosaic tiles 
Broiler or oven 
Candle flame to modify tiles 
Cookie sheet 
Metal spatula and tweezers 
Needle with eye end inserted in 
cork for a grip 
Nylon fishing line, heavy thread 
or cord 
Tile cutters (or end nippers) 
with at least half-inch jaws 
Directions for all designs 
To fuse tiles, preheat oven to 
350° to 400°. Place tiles on the 
cookie sheet with pieces touch- 
ing. Slide cookie sheet into oven 
and watch carefully. If tiles 
start smoking or giving off an 
odor, the temperature is too 
high or they’ve been in the oven 
too long. At first, tiles will seem 
to draw away from each other 
slightly; then they will expand 
and join, rounding at the edges 
and becoming glossy. This will 
take about 15 minutes. Remove 
from oven and cool. Take up 
pieces with a metal spatula. 
To shape the tiles, mold them 
while still soft and warm over a 
cup, bottle neck or can. To re- 
shape, soften edges or increase 
gloss, warm carefully over a 
sootless candle flame. Mistakes 
can be heated and used again. 
To cut the tiles, place points 
of cutters half an inch over the 
tile in the direction of the cut 
desired. Shield tile with one 


hand to keep pieces from scat- 


tering and press cutter handles 

together with your other hand.

While the square is 
still hot,-lift from cookie sheet 
with a spatula.

If 
the piece is soft enough, the 
corners will stick, forming a 
pillow-shaped piece. You should 
see a tiny hole at the bottom 
where the pieces were welded 
together. If there isn’t one, stick 
a heated needle through the 
bottom of the pillow to make 
one. Run cord or thread through 
this hole, and string all seven 
pieces together like beads. Then 
tie the ends of the string to- 
gether into a wheel shape. 
Icicle 

Cut tiles into rectangles that 
are different sizes. Arrange 
these rectangles in the shape of 
a long thin triangle on the 
cookie sheet. The largest pieces 
should make the widest part of 
the triangle (see diagram). 
Fuse in the oven. Remove and 
let cool. Make a hole at the 
top with heated needle. Hang 
with thread or nylon string. 
Mobile 

This is made of two thin circles 
surrounding a pillow-shaped 
tile. To make the larger circle, 
cut eight tiles in half and ar- 
range the 16 pieces in a circu- 
lar shape on the cookie sheet. 
For the smaller circle, cut five 
tiles in half and arrange the 10 
half-tiles on the cookie sheet. 
The tiles will melt into circular 
shapes in the oven. Fuse and 
remove from oven. When cool, 
drill one hole in each circle and 
run string through holes (see 
diagram). Finally, make the 
pillow-shaped piece, described 
in “Wheel,” above. Tie this so it 
hangs in the center.

Cut four tiles in half. Place the 
eight pieces on a cookie sheet 
in the shape of a cross (dia- 
gram A). Cut 10 more tiles in 
half and make 10 rectangular 
rod-shaped pieces of two half- 
tiles each (diagram B). Melt in 
the oven. Cool. Using a candle 
flame, heat one end of each rod 
until it is soft. Press quickly 
onto the center of the cross so 
it sticks out. Repeat with the 
rest of the rods, placing each 
to stick out at a different angle 
(diagram C). Make a hole with 
heated needle in any one end 
tile and hang with cord.

Napkin rings 

Materials 

Colored tissue (we used Nor- 
cross tissues in pink and ma- 
genta ) 

Poster board 

White glue 

Masking tape 

Small frozen-juice cans 

Marking pen (the colors of the 
tissues ) 

Scissors 

Directions 

Make two poster board “sleeves” 

for each can, one to fit into the 

can, one to fit around the out- 
side. The sleeve should be ex- 
actly as high as the can and 
long enough to go around it. 

Tape into shape with masking 

tape. (In diagram A, the tape 

is the hooked strip that is being 

laid into place.) Diagram B 

shows how the can and sleeves 

fit together. The can is in the 
center, the inside sleeve at top, 
the outside sleeve at bottom. Be- 
fore fitting them together, cover 
the inside of the inner sleeve 
with pink tissue (or whatever 
color you want). Color the edge 
of the poster board with pink 
marking pen so the white won't 
show through. Cover the outside 
of the outer sleeve with magen- 
ta tissue, leaving half an inch 
overlap at top and _ bottom. 
Place outer sleeves over the can, 
clip edges about a quarter of an 
inch deep all around the can so 
they will fold nicely, and glue 
the half-inch overlap to the in- 
side of the can (top of diagram 

C). Glue bottom overlap to bot- 

tom of can. Cut a dise of poster 

board to fit bottom of can. 

Cover with magenta tissue and 

glue in place (bottom of dia- 

gram C). Finally glue the inner 
sleeve inside the can.

One of the very real pleasures of this merry season is 
the pungent perfume of fruit cakes baking in the oven. 
Raisins and nuts and currants and candied fruits bound 
together with eggs and butter and laced with Cognac. 
They “say” Christmas every bit as much as the Crat- 
chits’ famous goose and Santa Claus, that jovial and— 
thank heaven—indestructible spirit who never fails to 
turn up with his big red sack loaded with joy. As our 
gift to you this Christmas, we’ve wrapped up 10 beau- 
tiful variations of the fruit cake. But more, an extra gift 
—delicious recipes for Holiday Birds, page 96. 


Christmas Fruit Cake 


1 pound (2 cups) golden raisins 

14 pound (1 cup) seedless raisins 

14 pound (14 cup) currants 

14 cup Cognac or dark rum 

\4 pound candied citron* 

Y~ pound candied lemon peel* 

\% pound candied orange peel* 

1 pound candied pineapple* 

14 pound (1 cup) candied cherries 

1, pound (414-ounce can) 
whole blanched almonds 

14 pound (4-ounce can) 
shelled whole walnuts 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

14 teaspoon mace 

14 teaspoon cinnamon 

14 teaspoon baking soda

Pick over the raisins and currants to eliminate any 
stray stems or seeds. Then combine with the Cognac 
in a polyethylene bag, place in a bowl (in case the 
bag leaks) and macerate overnight, turning the bag 
occasionally so the fruit absorbs all the Cognac. 
Using a very sharp knife, cut the citron and both 
peels in paper-thin slivers (shape is not important). 
the pineapple in paper-thin wedges, the cherries in 
half. and chop both nuts coarsely. Keep a clean damp 
cloth handy to wipe off both your hands and the knife. 
Combine the fruits and nuts in a very large bowl (at 
least four to five quarts). Add 1% cup of the sifted flour 


with flour. Set aside. Sift the remaining flour with the 
spices and baking soda. Set this aside, too. 

At this point, grease and line the pan or pans (see 
page 90). We recommend heavy baking parchment. 
You have a choice of pans: a 10-inch tube pan, a three- 
quart Charlotte mold or an eight-inch spring form pan, 
any of which will take all of the batter. Or you can 
use two 9x5x3 bread pans, each of which will take half 
the batter, or you can use four one-pound tin coffee 
cans, placing one quarter of the batter in each. This 
last is a good idea if you give fruit cakes at Christmas. 

Cream the butter in a big mixing bowl with a rotary 
or electric beater. When soft and fluffy, beat in the 
two sugars, separately and gradually. Then add the 
eggs, one at a time, beating well. Next, using a wooden 
spatula, beat in the flour, about half a cup at a time. 
Pour over the fruits and nuts and mix thoroughly, 
using both a rubber spatula and your hands. Lift the 
batter into the pan or pans and press down firmly. This 
makes a compact cake that’s easy to slice. 

Preheat the oven for 15 minutes at 275°. The tube 
pan, Charlotte mold and spring form should bake three 
hours and 15 minutes; the bread pans, two hours and 
15 minutes: the coffee cans exactly two hours. How- 
ever, in every instance, test with a toothpick. If it comes 
out dry, without any batter clinging to it, the cakes are 
baked. Stand on cake rack for 30 minutes, then turn 
out upside down ona cake rack, lift off the pan or pans 
and carefully peel off the paper. 

These cakes should be aged for at least four weeks. 
Wrap each cake completely in a double layer of cheese- 
cloth soaked in Cognac or rum. Place in a crock or 
large kettie, covered tightly. As the cheesecloth dries 
out, dribble a little more of the same spirits over the 
cloth. It should be kept moist but not wet, or the cake 
will soften too much. Do not store cakes on top of each 
other. Each should stand alone. 

In Canada we always finished our Christmas cakes 
with a laver of Almond Paste, then with Milk Frosting, 
topped with a thin layer of Confectioners Icing, deco- 
rating the top with candied cherries and slivers of 
either angelica or citron. Not essential but it’s merry.

It may be “wassail, wassail all over the town,” but 
your hospitality bowl doesn’t have to be filled with the 
same egenog as all the rest. There are dozens of good 
“bowles,” many equally as traditional as the tried- 
and-true eggnog, to give your guests a pleasant sur- 
prise. Since wassail bowls go with open houses, not 
dinner parties, you can give your drinks more attention 
than if you had to look after the details of dinner as 
well—and be as elaborate in concoction and presenta- 
tion as you wish. 

The traditional Wassail Bowl is always a hot drink, 
based on ale, hard cider or wine, not on stronger 
spirits. To prepare a wine-based bowl, heat together in 
a glass or enamel kettle: half a gallon of red table wine 
(such as the excellent California Burgundies from Al- 
madén, Inglenook, Paul Masson or The Christian 
Brothers), 1, cup of fresh lemon juice, 1 cup of sugar, 
43-inch cinnamon sticks and 1 teaspoon of allspice. 
Simmer, covered, for 15 minutes. A pint of Cognac or 
California brandy may be added at the end, if desired. 
This makes about 18 four-ounce cups of cheer. 

When the mixture is ready, pour it into the punch 
bowl placed on an electric warming tray. Or you can 
keep it hot in a chafing dish over a pan of simmering 
water. For hot drinks, use punch cups with handles, or 
earthenware mugs, to protect fingers from excessive 
heat. 

A simpler sort of mulled wine, the French Vin Chaud, 
can be made by heating an 8-ounce cup of red wine 
with a tablespoon or so of sugar and a slice of lemon 
stuck with a couple of cloves. Stir until the sugar dis- 
solves and the wine is very hot. Serve in a mug. 

The elaborate mulled wine of Scandinavia is Glogg. 
In addition to the ingredients listed for the Wassail 
Bowl, you may add half a dozen each of cloves and 
cardamoms (pods crushed to loosen the seeds), a small 
piece of fresh ginger root, a curl of orange peel, a tea- 
spoon or two of Angostura bitters, or half a bottle of 
sweet vermouth, the wine that comes already flavored 
with many of these ingredients. With either choice, add 
a cup raisins. Let the mixture “marry” for several 
hours, or overnight. At party time, bring it to a boil, 
then remove from the heat and add a cup of blanched 
almonds and half a bottle of aquavit (optional). Serve 
in mugs with spoons to cope with the almonds and 
raisins

from Portugal. You may do likewise, or substitute an 
American ruby port. Stud two seedless oranges with 
cloves (this will take a whole box of cloves), and heat 
them on coals in the fireplace or under the broiler for 
10 minutes. Quarter them and place in a kettle with 
two bottles of port. Port is usually sweet enough to re- 
quire no additional sugar, though of course you may 
add it to taste. (It is reported that English bishops 
sometimes sweeten the drink by covering their clove- 
studded oranges with a paste of brown sugar, which 
then melts off into the wine.) Bring the wine to a boil, 
cover and simmer for 20 minutes. Add half a pint of 
Cognac or American brandy and pour into the punch 
bowl. The cloved orange quarters will float decorative- 
ly on the surface. 

Should you wish to offer a non-alcoholic punch (to 
which any guest may add his preferred measure of a 
neutral spirit such as vodka), try Ohio Shakers’ Spiced 
Grape Juice. This recipe comes from an excellent new 
book, The Best of Shaker Cooking by Amy Bess Wil- 
liams Miller and Persis Wellington Fuller (Macmillan) . 
To a quart of grape juice add 14 cup sugar, 6 cloves, 
2 short pieces of cinnamon and 2 tablespoons of all- 
spice. Heat in a double boiler, and strain out spices 
before serving. 

Mulled ale is made like mulled wine and knows many 
variations in spicing, even a few in name. Our Colonial 
forefathers had a favorite called Lamb’s Wool, so 
named for its soft fleecy head of roasted apples. If you 
use the extra-strong Ballantine’s India Ale, you'll pro- 
duce a drink for men, not boys. 

You may or may not be a summer Daiquiri person. 
You may not be much for all the yo-ho-ho and dead 
men’s chests. When it comes to making punch, though, 
especially hot punch, you ought to find a place for 
rum. There’s a considerable difference between rums, 
one being better suited to the light Daiquiri, another to 
full-bodied punch. Jamaica supplies the traditional full- 
bodied rums, and Appleton’s Punch is as good as you 
will find for this purpose. Appleton also makes an un- 
usual Jamaica light-bodied White, and an Appleton 
Special that’s halfway between White and Punch. (The 
color does not necessarily indicate a rum’s dryness or 
sweetness, its light or full body. All rum is virtually 
colorless until it has been deliberately colored with 
caramel. ) 

Colonial Americans were so partial to the rum drink 
called a Flip that when the Revolutionary War cut off

Siir in the 
sour cream. Fill the muffin tins 
slightly more than half full. 
Bake in a preheated 350° oven 
for 25 to 30 minutes or until a 
toothpick inserted in the center 
of one cake comes out dry. with- 
out any batter clinging to it. 
Turn out immediately on cake 
racks to cool. 

To make the glaze, see above. 
Spread a thin layer over the tops 
of each little cake.

Some useful facts 
about fruit cakes 


As Dolores Casella points out in 
A World of Baking (David 
White), you do not need to be 
“bound” absolutely by a recipe. 
“Tf the recipe cails for Cognac 
or some other liqueur and you 
don’t have it or don’t like it, you 


can use wine (sherry. for ex- 
ample) or even fruit juices.” 
Also, you can substitute fruits 


or nuts other than those called 
for—making certain, however, 
that you have the exact same 
weight as indicated in the recipe.

If you would like to depart from 
the traditional holiday bird, the 
turkey—and why not give your 
family or guests a_ refreshing 
change for Christmas dinner ?— 
here are excellent recipes for 
stuffed Rock Cornish Game Hens, 
Braised Duck with Green Grapes, 
Stuffed Squabs, Roast Pheasant, 
Stuffed Goose and a nice fat, truf- 
fled capon (demi-deuil or half- 
mourning as the French say). 


Stuffed Rock Cornish 


Game Hens 


To stuff six birds (they each 
weigh 1 pound and will serve 
one) you need: 1 lemon, salt, 


freshly ground pepper, about 1% 
cup (1 stick) butter, 6 chicken 
livers, 44 pound firm white mush- 
rooms, and 6 tablespoons raw 
pistachio nuts. 

Thaw the birds (best done 
overnight in the refrigerator). 
Remove the giblets. Wipe out the 
cavities with paper towels, rub 
the interiors with a cut lemon 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Salt and pepper skin; set aside. 

Cut the chicken and game hen 
livers in half. Heat 3 or 4 table- 
spoons of butter in a large, heavy 
skillet. Add the livers and sauté 
until partially cooked, but still 
pink inside. Lift from the pan to 
paper towels. Mince the mush- 
rooms very fine. Add about 4 
tablespoons of butter to the pan. 
Add the mushrooms and sauté for 
four to five minutes. Mince the 
livers and mix thoroughly with 
the mushrooms and nuts. Season 
with salt and pepper to taste. 
Spoon equal amounts of the stuf- 
fing into the cavities of each 
bird. Tie the legs and ‘“Pope’s 
nose” together. 

To roast, you have two choices: 
you can cover each bird with two 
slices of bacon, so breast and 
legs are completely covered, or 
you can spread softened butter 
generously over each bird, then 
soak two or three layers of 
cheesecloth in butter and cover 
each bird separately. Place on a 
rack in a roasting pan and roast, 
without a cover, in a preheated 
500° oven for 20 to 25 minutes 
or until the legs feel soft when 
squeezed. Five minutes before the 
time.is up, remove the bacon or 


cheesecloth and baste well with 
pan drippings. This will give 


them a lovely brown finish. To 
serve, arrange on a heated sery- 
platter with a bouquet of 
watercress or parsley.

The recipe calls for skinning the 
duck, then cutting it into eight 
pieces: two breasts, two wings. 

To skin, 
simply make an incision in the 
skin, not the meat, following the 
backbone, and pull it off. If, in 
some instances, it is reluctant, 
use a small sharp knife to sepa- 
rate the skin from the meat. With 
a heavy sharp cleaver or large 
knife, cut as directed. If you 
are not up to this yourself, un- 
doubtedly your butcher will do it 
for you. Freeze the liver to use 
some other time. Discard the re- 
maining giblets or cook them in 
water and serve to your dog. 

Combine the Kitchen Bouquet, 
lemon juice and 1 cup of the 
wine with salt, pepper and nut- 
meg in polyethylene bag. Squeeze 
out all air and tie securely. 
Place in a bowl or pan (in case 
the bag leaks). Marinate at least 
four hours or overnight, turning 
occasionally.

Remove the giblets from the 
thawed bird. Wipe the cavity with 
paper towels.

Cover the breast 
and legs with pork and secure 
with soft string. 

Place about 4 tablespoons of 
butter in a roasting pan just 
large enough to accommodate the 
pheasants comfortably. Add the 
birds, gizzards and necks. Roast 
in a preheated 425° oven for 45 
minutes. Meanwhile heat 2 or 3 
tablespoons of butter in a large, 
heavy enameled casserole. When 
hot, add the livers and sauté for 
two minutes. Then mince. 

Remove the birds from the 
oven. Discard pork, trussing 
strings, gizzards and necks. Place 
pheasants in a heavy casserole. 

Skim off as much fat as possi- 
ble from the roasting pan. Stir 
in the gravy and Madeira. Bring 
to a boil, stirring until the mix- 
ture is smooth and all the rich 
encrustations are incorporated. 
Best done with a wooden spatula. 
Stir in the Cognac and pour over 
the birds. Add the truffles and 
minced livers. Cover very tightly 
and return to the oven for an- 
other 15 minutes or until the 
pheasants are cooked. The legs 
should feel soft when squeezed 
and juices run clear when the 
meat is pierced with a fork. 

Serve with puréed chestnuts 
(we find Marrons Entiers au 
Naturel from France much easier 
to cope with than raw chestnuts ) 
and sliced apples baked in lemon 
juice, butter and a little sugar.

Truffled Capon 


Mrs. Dannebaum’s cooking school 
in Philadelphia is probably the 
largest in the world (350. stu- 
dents all the time).

One 5-pound ready-to-cook

Once you have the bird in hand, 
fresh or thawed, remove the gib- 
lets. Freeze the liver to use some 
other time. The rest can be dis- 
carded or used as you see fit. 
Season the cavity of the bird with 
salt and pepper and add a lump 
of butter. At this point, take 
one large truffle and slice into 
eight thin slices. 

To truffle the capon, this is 
what you do and it’s easier than 
it may seem: Lift up the skin 
over the breast, pushing it away 
with your hand until it loosens. 
Do not use a knife. Keep on push- 
ing until the skin is separated 
from the breast and over the 
thigh. Do both sides. With this 
completed, place one truffle slice 
under the skin on the top of 
each leg and three under the skin 
on each breast. Truss the bird. 
Rub all over with softened butter, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper 
and place in a polyethylene bag 
with the lemon. Turn it over a 
couple of times so the lemon 
juice coats the bird. Wrap tightly 
in foil and refrigerate for 24 
hours. 

An hour before roasting, bring 
to room temperature. Make a 
basting mixture by combining 4 
tablespoons of Armagnac with 
4 tablespoons of melted butter. 

Place the bird on one side on 
a rack in a shallow roasting pan. 
Roast in a preheated 475° oven 
for 15 minutes, basting a couple 
of times. Turn on the other side 
and roast another 15 minutes, 
basting again. Finally, turn it on 
its back. Reduce oven tempera- 
ture to 425°, and continue roast- 
ing until the legs feel soft when 
squeezed and the juices run 
clear when the meat is pierced 
with a fork.
